The abolition of arrest for debts imder JbiU came into operation laie lu xo^o, 
which relieved the gaols to a certain extent by affording accommodation for neply 
] 000 prisoners which, in ordinary years, would have been a great acquisition ; 
but when the immense increase of 34,105 criminal cases in 1848 is taken into 
consideration, the accommodation gained by the decrease of debtors is scarcely 
perceptible.

In considering the criminal statistics of Ireland we are necessarily struck by the 
excess which the Returns of 1848 exhibit oyer those of preceding years even 
those of its immediate antecedent, with which, in the foregoing table, se tveli as m 
the statement in page 7, we have compared them. A demonstration, establishmg 
.50 melancholy a truth, would almost induce us to acquiesce m that which we hear 
so confidently stated, viz., that a general demoralization had begun to mamfest 
itself in the population of this country. It would pain us tlje more to be driven to 
this conclusion, because the review of the popular condition would involve tho 
recognition of beneficent provisions for human improvement perversely counter- 
vailed. Fortunately we do not feel constrained to arrive at so disheartening a 
result. True it is, that we are obliged to state an increase of 84,100 cases swelling 
last year’s criminal returns i hut we cannot permit that fact to reach the public, 
or to fall under the eyes of the Legislature, without its attendant quahftcations 
These we are under the more stringent obligation to annex, because it 
be presumed, that from no source can more authentic evidence be derived of the 
moral condition of a people, and of the influence by -which Jt is affected, than 
from those whose duty it is to inflict the punishments which the laws exach and 
those whose, perhaps hardly less responsible,^ duty it is to superintend the officials 
to whom this infliction is committed. Had it pieced Providence F®®®we 
Ireland the ordinary incidents of her lot, we might have hoped that before long, 
her prison discipline strict without harshness, lenient in its spirit, and reformatory 
in its plan, would have made an annual contribution to her educational resources, 
sendino- forth those who had undergone their allotted punishments furnished with 
the capacity for self-support, and inclmed by a coarse of sound iiistruotion to 
employ^ it ; but the calamitous visitation of the few last years, operating wit 
no exdusive pressure, affecting the most opulent and f 

suspending employment and staying the hand of chanty, has sorely tried the 
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integrity of our people. Larcenies have multiplied, because, ordinarily, men 
steal food rather than die; but to such as have made criminal compliance 
■with necessity must be added vast numbers who, without the means of earnino- 
subsistence, and unable to procure charitable aid, notoriously appropriated 
articles of trifling value that they might obtain the shelter of a prison under the 
guise of commitment for a criminal offence. Making just abatements for these 
t'wo classes, giving to actual larceny its extenuation, and to that wliich -was less 
morally than technically such its valid excuse, we shall find such diminution in 
the ostensible amount of crime as will induce reflecting minds to pause before 
they pronounce unmeasured in-vective upon the Irish people. That depredation 
upon property has become formidably general is, however, unhappily too true; 
vagrancy has increased, and mendicancy, too often founded upon vicious imposture, 
has become mischievously prevalent ; meantime the vigilance of the police having 
made vast numbers amenable to the la'ws, the gaols are crowded with multitudes 
far exceeding the numbers they were constructed to contain, and disastrous 
consequences have arisen, and are likely to arise. Classification being considered 
in most instances almost impossible, demoralization results from the inevitable 
association of beggars with others who, although they may be considered 
more guilty in the eye of the law, are frequently far less hardened in crime. 
Contagious diseases are either imported into the prisons in the rags of the vagrants, 
or engendered despite of the most assiduous care and protective regulation, by 
the massing together of those squalid crowds. We may add, that this pressure 
is also increased by paupers sent from the workhouses for offences committed for 
the express purpose of getting themselves removed to a place where they are 
better fed. Some slight mitigation, as before stated, has been the result of the 
late act, as to insolvent debtors, but hardly appreciable in the present over- 
burdened state of the gaols. 

We would reluctantly propose any avoidable expenditure at a season -v^dien the 
public resources are so unusually depressed ; but it would be an omission of the 
plainest dictates of duty to refrain from suggesting the vital importance of makino- 
the earliest possible provision lor separating from prisoners confined for specific 
oSenees and reclairaable by prison discipline, vagrants and beggars, confessedly 
a most deeply vitiated portion of society, whose life may be vSaid to be a sys- 
tematic violation of the la-w, and whose corrupt habits no efforts hitherto made 
have proved available to reclaim. The erection of temporary sheds within the 
precincts of the prison might ans-wer this important purpose until more perma- 
nent provision could be made. We would urgently press upon the consideration 
of Grand Juries, Bo^ds of Superintendence, and cess-payers, the necessity of con- 
stituting distric‘t_ bridewells in populous places as a means of at once saving the 
cost of transmitting prisoners from great distances, and avoiding the evils of over- 
ciouded gaols. Ihe D2nd section of the 7 Geo. IV., c. 74, gives a power to the 
Lord Lieutenant to this effect — a power nevertheless, the exercise of -which -we 
could not recommend without certain guarantees as to the . efficiency of these 
which the present state of the law seems hardly sufficient to insure. 
We hope however to be able, before long, to submit to the Government a plan, 
by which these objections may be altogether obviated. 

The pew regulations with respect to transportation have materially contributed 
to the impediments which the unusual influx of prisoners has presented to the 
maintenance of order and regiilarity in gaols. Great numbers of male prisoners 
under sentence of transportation are left in the gaols, and as "well by their habits 
as by the amount of vigilant attention they demand, obstruct the progress of 
those industrious pursuits upon which the reclamation and ultimate prosperity of 
the other prisoners so intimately depends. This subject engaged the deepest 
attention of our able and anxious predecessors— Captain Johnson and the late 
Major Cottingham— through whose active instrumentality, branches of Richmond 
Bridewell and Kilmamham gaol, together with the barrack in Spike Island Fort, 
were obtained for temporary convict depots ; but the amount of convictions, in the 
two last years has rendered insufficient even these important additions. There 
remained in the gaols on the 31st of .December, 1848, 1,168 male convicts. 

i?rom the foregomg observations it may be inferred that our first year of office 
has been attended by circumstances of peculiar discouragement. The discharge 
ot onerous duties is lightened by the prospect of answerable results ; these were 
uniortunateiy, m a great measure, precluded by occurrences which no human 
sagacity could avert. We have been engaged in continual correspondence with 
prison authorities upon plans for alle-viating the pressure of numbers and providing

against the anticipated approach of disease ; but all these occupations, though 
.engrossing much time, sink into insignificance when compared with the depressing 
incidents of our periodical inspections, which bring us into personal contact \vith 
every species of human misery, and make us despairingly cognizant of every form 
of social offence. Throughout those trying scenes we have gratefully to acknow- 
ledge the strenuous co-operation of all who are connected with prison regulation, 
w'ith our anxious efforts to mitigate suffering, and to diminish crime ; and 
experience has enabled us to repose with the utmost confidence upon the aid of 
the present Government in our endeavours to subdue the obdurate without cruelty, 
to enlighten ignorance, and to restore the penitent to character and position. 

We cannot conclude without expressing our sense of what is due to the local 
inspectors, governors, and medical officers of the respective gaols, in preserving 
them, under Providence, in a comparatively healthy state, while having to contend 
with every possible evil by which disease is most likely to be produced or 
aggravated.

The officers engaged in the supervision of the convicts have generally merited 
there are circumstances connected with the management 
Spike-Island depot which at this moment occupy our anxious consideration. 
Mr. Synnott and Mrs. Rawlins, under whose control the female convicts’ estab- 
hshment is placed, discharge this branch of their duties with credit, as will 
appear in the annexed report on Grangegorman prison. 

The convict depot at Richmond Bridewell has given us every satisfaction, under 
th^upermtendeace of Mr. Marques, the governor, ably assisted by Mr. Young. 

We cannot conclude without expressing our unqualified approbation of the 
untiring zeal, the great humanity, and constant vigilance of Mr. John Lamb, 
governor of Smithfield prison, who still superintends the accounts of the various 
epots, which he is the better enabled to do, from the great attention given to 
the trade department in that prison, by his deputy, Mr. Good. 

he assiduous and successful attention of Surgeon Rynd arid Dr. Banon, in the 
medical treatment of the convicts at Smithfield and Richmond, entitle them to 
approbation, and to the suggestion that their salaries (especially that 
are not commensurate with the labours and the responsibility 
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Every exertion has been made to expedite the extension of the temporary depot 
at Spike Island, a work presenting difficulties unavoidably attending the conver- 
sion of an unfinished and dilapidated fort and barrack into a prison sufficient to 
accommodate so many individuals. These works comprehend the erection of a 
wooden building, sent from England, which is already finished, and capable of 
containing upwards of 400 convicts, and the contemplated application of other 
parts of the fort to a new hospital (which is much required), and further accom- 
modation for about 120 more prisoners; thus affording room (including the sick) 
for 1,500 inmates. These works, which it is anticipated will he finished in about 
three months, being carried into effect by the Ordnance, we cannot but record 
our testimony to the zeal and ability displayed by the late and present District 
Commanding Officers of Engineers, Lieutenant-Colonels Tait and Portlock, to 
whose active co-operation we are under the greatest obligations. 

By the foregoing statement it will be perceived that accommodation for nearly 
400 male convicts was provided in the depots during the last year, which, with 
the transportation of 855, has materially relieved the pressure on the gaols. 
Every possible exertion had been made for that purpose, and further accommo- 
dation is now in progress for the male depots to contain an additional number of 
930 convicts.

Part of the new prison now erecting is expected to be fitted- up in September 
next to contain about 300 more ; therefore it may be safely concluded that, with 
shipping about to be engaged to convey convicts to the colonies, there will not 
be the same pressure at the termination of 1849, and the county gaols will be 
very materially, if not altogether relieved. The female convicts were not allowed 
to remain an incumbrance to the gaols but for the shortest possible period, hav- 
ing been speedily removed to Graugegorman depot for transportation, the colo- 
nies not having been closed against this class, as had been partially the case in 
reference to male convicts.

Medical Superiktekdent’s Report. 



CosvicT Depots. 
Smithfield. 



There bas been a great deal of sickness in this prison this last year. Fever raged in it for 
a time of the very worst description ; it was imported from the south and vrest of Ireland, 
hut the very had kind from the west — from Galway in particular. Many of the convicts 
came up from it iahouring under the disease, and the macula appeared on the evening of 
the second day ; they were of a blue colour, and much diffused. The solids of the body 
in those cases absolutely melted away, and the vapour that exhaled from them was highly 
noxious and contagious. 

I had, also, a very severe dysentery to deal with ; it likewise was imported from the 
same localities. The subjects of both those diseases presented a wretched appearance ; 
emaciated, many of them, to the last degree, their countenances of a sallow, leaden hue, 
and their flesh soft and flaccid. They haa been reduced to this condition before being 
convicted, by want of a sufBcient supply of healthy food, having had only what was bad 
and hurtful in its quality. My hospitM room is so limited, I could not separate the two 
diseases effectually, and the consequence was, that in proportion as the dysentery cases 
became more weak and exhausted, they yielded more readily to the pernicious influence of 
the typhus contagion by w’hich they were sun’ounded, and both acting on a wretched, 
starved creature, that in all likelihood had been driven by famine to the commission of 
crime, and sought, in the punishment attendant thereon, the food and shelter necessary to 
existence, rendered the efforts to save lifo in many instances fruitless, and swelled our bill 
of mortality. I do not in the least complain of the transmission of the convicts in a state 
of disease to this prison, for I am well aware of the want of hospital accommodation in 
many of the country gaols, and of its insufficiency for the necessities of those prisons even 
in a less crowded state ; and I liave not any doubt the medical gentlemen connected with 
those institutions acted for the best in sending them here; had they x-etained them in the 
confined and impure air of their prisons, they would most certamly have favoured the 
propagation, aggravated the symptoms, and augmented the mortality of fever, dysentery, 
and other diseases in a gi’oat degree. 

There were many cases of dysenteiy and fever that I did not trace to any assignable 
cause, and could only attribute to those diseases having been epidemic at the time, as they 
both prevailed to a great extent in the winter and spring of tins year, in the metropolis as 
well as the country parts through Ireland. 

I cannot trace any other connexion between the diseases which have occurred and the 
locality or state of our buildings, or the diet, employment, or other circumstances, except 
that I am strongly impressed with the notion, that the hot air by which the prison is 
heated very much predisposes the inmates to catarrh.

There were four cases of mental aben-ation ; one was sent from Kilmainham — nothing 
could induce him to eat ; he was a perfect skeleton when he came here, and died in a few 
days. The other three are no inconvenience to us, and are improving in mind and body. 
There were about fifty cases treated in their cells for various diseases, but not of any 
consequence.

In submitting the above report of the cases which were admitted into the medical and 
surgical wards of tho Richmond Convict Depot ditrmg the whole of the year 1848, amounting 
to 321, of whom 29 died, I beg leave to state that my connexion with this prison only com- 
menced on the Istof July last, from which time to the 1st ef Jamiaiy, 18-19,1 adrnitted into 
the medical wards 93 patients, and prescribed for 227 externs — the deaths amounting during 
that period to 4. The small mortality which has taken place duidng idie last six months is, 
in my opinion, to be attributed, partly to our not having been visited to any serious extent 
by epidemic typhus fever during that period, and in no slight degree to tho vigilance and 
experience of tho governor, Mi’. Marques, and to the efficient manner in which the super- 
intendent of the convicts, Lii-. Young, and the officers under him, discharged their duties 
and attended to my wishes and suggestions as to the general treatment of the convicts. 
My hospital superintendent, William Latimer, I have found a most active and useful 
officer, and he has conducted himself iuvariably to my perfect satisfaction. 

As will bo seen by the foregoing report, the tendency to diarrhoja and dysentei-y has 
been rather remarkable ; and although those cases generally terminated favourably, -^ey 
were characterized by considerable obstinacy, and resisted treatment for a length of tune. 
Under these circumstances, I think it may be advisable to make a temporary change in the 
dietary of the convicts generally, paiticularly as to the substitution of bread for the 
stirabout now used for breakfast. .... « 

There are otlier important matters which I intend shortly brmging before the notice ot 
the Inspectors-General of Pi-isous — such as the adoption of more effective ventilation, and 
also certain precautions which I think should be taken against the importation of fever 
and cholera from the county gaols in which tliose diseases unfortunately are hkely to 
prevail, and from which convicts are so frequently transmitted to the_Richmqnd Depot, 
and I feel confident tliat I shall receive from them every assistance which their humanity 
can suggest, to guard the convicts against those dreadful ovils;_aud, should it please 
Providence to visit us with them, to alleviate them as much as possible.-

Medical Officer’s Report. 

Spike Island Convict D^yot, Janvxiry 22, 1849. 

Gentle. tke eaelosed Report to youruotice, I Leg leave to remark, that I 
consider the great nmnber of influenza cases, in proportion to the other diseases, yore 
occasioned by the very severe and wet weather which I believe this island is_ pecuharly 
subject to from its position; and the diseases of the lungs aud cases of pleurisy I could 
trace to violent rttacks of influenza in the fii-st instance. 

That tlio majority of the eases of dysentery were, generally speaking, caused by a 
derangement in the constitution, from tlio bad and unwholesome food wludv the cou^cts 
anivino- here had to live upon, both before their conviction, and while remaimng in their 
county'’eaols, is a fact which reiiuires no argument to substantiate it. 

You will perceive, gentlemen, by the Report, that there were eighty-three cases oi 
ophthalmia. The reason of so many being afflicted with such a disease I could not trace to 
' auv k-nowii cause ; hut I particularly remarked that it was, in the greater number of cases, 
a species of the disease known as strumovs oplithalima; and as there is a vast number or 
scrofulous eases in the prison, perhaps there maybe some connexion between the two diseases. 

I believe, also, the disease was of an epidemic nature, uiasmuch as I observed that 
many pereons in the island were attacked, and I have heard that the military of the island 

and forts about suffered severely by it. _ ^ ^ n 

The fever cases were of a mild description, except one which terniinaTOCl lataJiy. 

The case of small-pock was one of a very confluent nature, but terminated favoiirably; 
and from the great precaution wliicli I used as regarded it and the fever case, the diseases 
were happily prevented from increasiug or becoming epidemic. , . , t . , 

The diWascs of the skin were principally itch, impetigo, &c., w^ch I prevented as 
much as I could from becoming infectious, by having them removed to hospital as soon 
as detected, and having their bcd-clothes, &c., washed immecbately. _ 

The case of insanity was, I imagine, hereditary. I reported his case to the Inspectors- 
Gencral who had him removed to the Cork Lunatic Asylnra, where he now remains. 

The cases of wounds were, for the most part, sprains, cuts, &c„ and the reason tor 
amputating the finger was occasioned by a serior^ wound of the hand received while m 
the^act of pumping water, by the hand coming in contact with the wheel. 

All the other cases were of every-day occurrence, aud from unknown causes. 

The number of deaths were twenty-eight, which is nearly four pw cent, of the cases 
admitted. There was also another death — that of a convict named SuUivaii, who died 
immediately after aixiving hero firom Cork, and whose name does not appeal- on the 

^°^^ith\espect to the prison, I think it is well calculated for a convict depot. _ The clean 
and rct'-ular manner in which it is kept, the out-door kboiu- which the coii-victs are con- 
stantlv°einplovod at, the dietary at present in use. which I believe is more wholesome 
than any other which could bo adopted, are all conducive of health, and assist iii pre- 
ventin'^ diseases of an epidemic or contagious nature; but while I state this, 1 must say 
that we cauuot calculate ou always being-free from contagious diseases, which wo ought at 
all times be prepared to meet ; aud in conclusion, gentlemen, permit me to say, that li^m 
the number of casesremaining in the hospital, viz., forty, which was only cidculated, m the 
first instance, to contain thirty-six, and when I mention to yoii that I aiu frequently co^ 
nelled to discharge patients as convalescents before they are altogetliei- fit, to make room 
for more urgent ciaes, aud tliat there are at present upwards of seventy convalescent and 
infirm patifuta in the prison, I trust you will see the propriety of fording me more 
hospital accommodatiou, aud more especially now, as the number of prisoner is about to 

be increased. it.. ^

Chaplains’ Reports. . pROTESTAST Chaplain’s Eepoet for the yeai' 1848. 

Cove of Cork, January 22, 1849. 

In reporting on the moral state of the convicts under my spirituiil charge, it gives me 
much pleasure to be able to speak most favourably. Never having acted as a chaplain to 
a prison previous to my appointment to the convict depot, I feared that the congregation 
to whom I was to minister, would, for tlie most part, treat the services of relioiou with 
inattention, if not disrespect. I have been both sui-priscd and gratified with the reverse. 
M a congregation they ai-c most attentive, showing a readiness to receive instruction at all 
times, while theii- deportment is always respectful and amenable. In my private interviews 
with them, I have found them very willing to acluiowledge their guilt, and anxious to 
gain ray confidence and regard ; while those who have left the prison for Austi-aHa, have 
exhibited at parting, feelings of gratitude, and expressed their thanlcfiiluess for the 
instruction they had received. I have also found them very anxious to procure boolcs, and 
have availed myself of this desire on their part, and lent them from time to time different 
works of a moral and religious character. Feeling the iraportanco of affording the means 
for a right employment of their leisure houi's, as not only thereby keeping” them from 
what is bad, but by instructing their minds, giving them a taste for what is better I 
would humbly suggest the providing a library for the use of the convicts. A few pounds 
spent in this wav would prove of inestimable value. I would name as suitable works 
those published by the Messrs. Chambers of Edinburgh, and the works of history travels’ 
and biography published by the Society for the Education of the Poor of Ireland. lu 
addatioii to these works of a general character, I would say, that if a small grant was 
made to the Roman Catholic chaplain, and to me, for the pux-chase of such religious works 
as we would approve of for our respective congregations, it could be most usefully 
employed. For myself, I may at least speak, and add, that it would be accepted as one of 
the best boons which could be granted to those under my chai-go, and would be received bv 
them with thankfulness.

Rom.ik Catholic Chaplain’s Report for tho year 1848. 

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to lay before you my first report on tbe moral and religious 
conduct of tbe Roman Catholic convicts of this depot for the last twelve mouths. 

On bdng appointed chaplain, my first duty was, to strongly impress on tliose intrusted 
to me the necessity of attending to their religious duties ; and as I was living on the island, 
and could visit them daily, each pci’soa would have au opportunity of availing of my 

I am happy to say that all have gladly availed of my ministiy, and, with very few 
exceptions, continue to do so ; so that on every Sunday, and some holidays, for the last 
mne months, there was an average attendance of sixty communicants. 

_ I have been assiduous in catechising the juvenile prisoners, and the result is a great 
improvement. 

On my visits to the school I have every reason to be pleased with the desire for improve- 
ment evmced by the convicts, as well as the attention of the master to his duties. 

In conclusion, I beg to say, that the general conduct of the convicts for the last twelve- 
months was su(^ as to give every rational satisfaction, that their moral improvement is as 
much ^ could in all reason be expected j that the gi’eat majority of them are changed for 
the better, and I have every reason to think that they will continue so.

There has been a considerable increase in the numbers committed as compared with the 
^roTious year. In 184T the commitments were 2,551 ; in 1848, 4,655. The number con- 
fined at the previous inspection was 146, and on the present 284, showing an increase of 
138 in those actually in custody. The aocoinmodation consists of 75 sin^e cells, besides 
other prison apartments. Classification is precluded by the crowded state of the prison ; and 
the vagrant beggars, numbering 88, are mixed with the untried prisoners. There were 
1,917 beggars committed here during the year 1848, and 372 for the single montli of 
Janum-y in this year. The uniform good health of the prisoners cannot extenuate the 
neglect of glaztug in this gaol.

There is a turnlccy who acts as schoolmaster. He keeps a registry of proficiency, and 
has considerable experience as a teacher. It is to be regretted that the crowded state of the 
gaol h.as interfered with useful works ; and little can be done until tho recommendation in 
last report, viz., to erect proper working sheds, has been carried out. The female 
prisoners .are employed in washing for the convicts and the county prisoners ; the males at 
stone-breaking, picking oakum and cocoa fibre, mat-making, repairing and making gaol 
clothing, clogs, shoes, and tins, for the use of the prison.

This portion of the gaol is very properly superintended by the matron and her deputy, 
who teach school and keep a registry. The prisoners are employed in making shirts, and 
their own dresses.

General Observations. 

It is to be regretted th.at this gaol suffers from its overcrowded state — n subject of com- 
plmnt unfortunately now so general in Irish prisons ; but the board should make an effort to 
provide acoommoda^tion for the employment of tho prisoners in some useful and remunerative 
occupation, which always contributes to the physica.1 and moral improvement of the inmates, 
vyhilst it subservos to the great purpose of economy. In class K, on the day of my inspec- 
tion, there were confined 18 untried and 54 vagrant prisoners, in two very small day-rooms, 
the darkness of which was aggravated by tho smoko of the chimneys. However, tlioy ■were 
kept employed as ■well as circumstances would permit, at school and piclcing oakum. Indeed, 
it is hut fair to add, that the local inspector, the governor, and his deputy, merit approba- 
tion for the very clean and orderly state of the entire establishment.

This gaol affords sixty single, four solitary colls, and twenty-nine rooms with beds. 

ihe resffit of my observations only enables me to coiToborate the previous reports of the 
condition of this pnson._ Doors— both iron and wooden— are in a shattered condition ; the 
flags brok^ ; the bedding worn out, and the greater portion of the blankets totally unfit 
lor ^e. Inere are no baths, so indispensable to the health of those confined. Tlic sewers 
are in a bad state. Perhaps, I might say, the only prison requisite to bo found hove, is an 
abundant supply, of water. Many prisoners complained of insufficient clothing. Scarcclv 
any ot the windows are glazed— a source of discomfort and suffering to prisoners at inclo- 
ment seasons and bitterly complained of to me on my previous visits, as an undue hardship 
inflicted upon pisoners yet untried. A portion of the roof over the medical hospital is 
stripped, and admits the rain. The cells are dark, gloomy, and uncomfortable. 
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Employment and ScIlooIs. 

There is a scliooImMtor who is supposed to act also as turnkey ; but the progress of 
prisoners under his tuition can be of little account, as their confinement here is of so short 
duration. It is needless to add, that there is no useful or profitable employment carried on. 

Female Department. 

There were but si.^teen prisoners confined here ; they liaye no employment or industrious 
occupation. It Wits in as cleanly a state as its inseparable incidents would admit of. The 
bedding here is of the general character. There is no laundry. The only means of instruc- 
tion are derived from the humanity of the Sisters of Charity, whose Christian care is 
manifested in frequent visits. 

Dietary. 

Breakfast — I lb. of bread, 1 pint of now-milk. Dinner — lib. of broad, 1 pint of new-milk. 
The dietary is pursuant to the present regulations, and is regularly inspected.

It must be inferred from this and previous reports (the last of which embodied the opinion 

Dubus Pmsoks. Justice), that this prison is wholly unsuitod for the reception of untried 

Co!«* o/£fte Ciiy of p^jg^ners; its general incidents being such as would be properly denominated penal, and such 
as more youthful energies would hardly enable officials, equally zealous, to mitigate. 
Gcneralobservations. The mischievous and objectionable practice of permitting prisoners to keep the keys of 
thoir apartments, animadverted upon in my special report to bis Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, of the 17th October last, has been discontinued. 

The following observations and opinions of the foreman and several members of the grand 
jury, at Micliaetmas Term, are inserted in the visitors’ book, 13th, November, 1S48 

“ The foreman and umlei-signed members of the Michaelmas Term Grand Jury have visited this 
prison, and can only odd their testimony to that of many otlu-rs, that it is highly discreditable to the 
City of Dublin, that untried prisoners should be confined iu such a miserable place, incapable of 
improvement that would he satisfactory without «n outlay of money, uncalled for in their opinion, 
from the circumsUnce of Graugegormau and Richmond Bridewell having suiEcieut room to accom- 
modate untried persons.

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This prison -was originally a house of correction for male and female prisoners convicted Korth Bistthct. 
and sentenced at commissions and sessions, for periods above sis months, and also for special 
cases from tho offices of police ; the annual number of -which, at that period, never cscoeded 
1,000, and the daily average number in confinement about 300 : but since the year 1837 it ■K'^monn JSndavcic. 
has been exclusivolv used as a male prisoa for all classes of convicted offenders taken up 
within the limits of" the city of Dublin, the number of whicli in the p:ist year amounted to 
7,383. The daily average number in confinement, from the commencement of the present 
year, has been 436, the highest number being tins month, 538. 

Upon the completion of the an-augements now in progress for the abolition of tho gaol of 
Newgate, it is intended to send to this prison also all the male prisoners committed for trial. 

This project, though greatly desired for many important reasons, cannot bo carried into 
effect while the prison continues in its present overcrowded state; but under any circum- 
stauces, It is necessary to provide suitable accommodation for this class of prisoners apart 
from the criminal side of the building— and where, -without infringing upon general prison 
rules and discipline, they could be afforded every reasonable facility, under proper regula- 
tions, of communicating with their friends and legal advisers, 

The arrancements suggested by the governor for this purpose, have been considered, 

-with a view to the due classification of the prisoners, and tho advantage of having them 
placed conveniently for the governor’s frequent inspection. The accommodation proposed 
to be appropriated to them consists of three wards, containing thirty -three cells, and two 
yards, -which is considered sufficient for the number of pinsoners tor trial in Newgate between 
the adjournments of the court ; but such aecommodation can bo extended, if nccessai-y, as soon 
as the Convict Depot becomes available for the city prisoners. 

By tlie foregoing return there were in custody on the morning of the 24th instant, 499 
prisoners ; 26 were discharged and 31 committed, making tho total locked up on that evening, 

'60-1. The accommodation consists of ISO cells, and 5 wards, containing 58 beds for lunatics and 
the sick, besides 12 solitary cells, which are made use of for beggars and drunkards confined 
only for a night, and in cases of emergency, for short ro-committals ; thus_ relieving the 
classes of the misdemeanants, -which are much overcrowded, and avoiding tho impropriety of 
encroacliin"- further upon the clasafication of the felons, ah-eady most injuj-iously limited. 

Of the aLove cells 66 are quite too small for adults, each cell being only soven feet by 
six, -without light or ventilation. The louvre which has been put outside, to pevent the 
prisoners having a view of the road, should bo reversed, so as to admit more light j and the 
windows, which on the outside are in a most disgraceful state, ought to be reconstructed on 
a better principle, which would admit of them remaining open -wlien. required. The other 
cells, numbering 124, are commodious and lightsome; tlie windows open on pivots, and 
allow the admission of air. Each cell is provided with hooks for three hammocks, and in 
some four can be hung. When there is necessity for more than that number to be put in a 
cell, ticks filled with straw arc made use of; but in the class lor tire beggars, loose straw 
only is used, which is changed weekly— an old blanket or rug is considepd a sufficient 
covering for each, where from three to eight persons, in a most wretched, filthy condition, 
are obliged to be confined in a cell. The bedding used in the other classes is gpd, and kpt 
clean. *The hammocks and ticks are manufactured in tlie prison. An excellent plan has 
been devised by the governor, of hanging the hammocks on chains, whidi he is getting made 
by a prisoner, at a small expense ; it is simple and neat, will be a saving of continual cost, 
and prevent the infliction of punishment for destroying the cord. 

The range corridors, being very broad and airy, greatly promote the v^tilation of the 
cells. They answer as day-rooms, and are suited for exercise on -n-et days. They pe heated 
by small hot-water pip^, laid on tho floor outside the coll doors, which afford httle or no 
heat within the cells. The system has been condemned as ineffectual and expensive ; it is 
also liable to get out of order frequently, and is difficult to repair. Each apparatus requires 
two cwt. of coal to keep a moderate temperature in the corridors during the day, and eight 
of these are at present used for heating sLx long ranges of cells and twelve short ones. If 
the Board of Superintendence would supersede this system by some plan extending the 
warm ventilation to the cells, they would eventually save a considerable amount to tho 



’’“xhe msuffldent supply of water to most of the classes is not only a groat inooiiTemoncc, 
leadine to serious infringements upon prison discipline, but is also most injimous to the 
health of the prison, tending to induce habits of filth .and consequent disease. Tho 
provision made for an additional supply of water from the Canal will not remedy tins eml : 
■the defect lies in the branches supplying the water to the various classes. Now branches

.should be provided, and so arranged as to insure a separate supply lor each class. 

Althoutm many Important improvements have been made in tins prison within tho short 
.time whicS has elapsed since tho appointment of the present governor, there is yet a great 
•deal more to be done, to accomplish which the Board of Supermtendence have not tailed 
ito devote their best attention ; and it is gratifying to remark, that extensive alterations of 
orimary importance are at present under their consideration, which, when completed, wiU 
Ifford ever-v means for the adoption of a sound system of discipline and reformation. 

The building, though affording remarkable advantages for a good prison, _ has many 
defects, arising chiefly from its original construction, _ which offers every facOity tor the 
commi^eation of prisoners with each other, from their respective classes; and until tbs 
great evil shall be remedied, and the means of a proper supervision provided, no efforts, 
however strenuous, can prevent the pernicious effects which ai-ise therefrom. 
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Beception Ward. 



Ill the alterations proposed, it is contemplated to remodel the yards, by taking down all 
the pcsent wails and rebuilding so that they will radiate to a point, whence the superrision 
of all the yards can be commanded, and the possibility of communication almost entirely cut 
off. Three of the principal yards on the east side of the building would be under the 
constant inspection of the governor from his office ; and those on tlic west, under the 
officer always on duty in the inside hall. The present unavoidable practice of allowing all 
persons who have intercourse with tho interior of the prison, or any part of it, to pass 
through different yards, where tho prisoners resort to, is attended with many serious 
obiections. To remedy this evil, it is proposed to build two covered passages, one for each 
side of the prison, by which moans tho prisoners committed and discharged can pass to and 
from the reception ward witliout coming into contact with those in the yards, thereby 
avoiding tho practice of committing many improper acts. This improvement would also 
lave the advantage of protecting tho officers from rain, to which they are e::tposed when 
passing in or out on business, as they very frcq^ueutly have to do in the course of the 
day. 

Reception Ward. 

The want of a reception ward, with washing-baths, and a proper system in the manao-e- 
mentof prisoners on their admission, had long been a source of serious detriment to thelieatth 
of the prison, of great irregularities, andloss of public property. All these evils will soon be 
entirely removed by the erection of washing-baths, provided with an abundant supply of 
hot and cold water, a store for the clothing t.akcn off the pilsoners, and a closet with a 
stove for fumigating them. A steam-engine heats this stove and warms the water for the 
baths, laundry, and bakery, and steams three boilers in the kitchen for maldng stirabout 
aud soup; thus doing away with five large fires, and saving thereby a considerable amount 
of fuel. These important improvements, now neaidy completed, have been done by conti’act, 
in connexion with other equally essential works, at the cost of £500. ’ 

A dreadful nuisance, caused by several privies which stood exposed to the passage 
close to the hospital, has been removed; and in lieu thereof, water-closets have been 
constructed on a self-acting principle, affording a flow of water each time the doors open, 
without being liable to get out of order. They have been, so much appi'oved of by the 
Board of Superintendence, that they contemplate extending them for general use through 
the whole building, providing thereby the best possible means of keeping the sewerage free, 
and promoting the liealtliful state of tho prison. ’ 

The extraordinary practice of giving tho prison dress to the felon’s classes only, and 
leaving tiic others in their wretched, filthy r.ags, covered in many cases with vermin, and 
without tlio means of getting a change of clean linen during'the entire time of their 
confinement, was a state of things wliich could not possibly have failed to contributo largely 
to tho diffusion of sickness and disease. All persons now committed for periods above a 
fortnight, are clothed with .a prison dress, and each gets a clean shirt every Sunday. They 
all pass through tho reception ward, where they are washed and have their hair cut and 
cleaned prior to being sent to their respective classes. This new department, created by 
Mr. Mi^qucs, without adding to the staff of tho prison, has been, placed under the manao'e- 
mont of a smart, intelligent officer, Mr. James Switch, whose long experience and thorough 
knowledge of old offeiuicrs, render him peculiarly suited for it. He has to identify all 
prisoners committed for trial, and make out returns, with the clerk, of all former convictions 
a duty of a vei’y important nature, and requiring particular care and accuracy. He 
attends tho office at tho admission and discharge of all prisoners, and is enabled to give the 
clerk valuable assistance m tracing the reference to their former committals. 



Laundry. 

The laundry, which has been allowed to fall into a shameful state of dilapidation, has 
been reconstruct^!, and a new drying-closet erected on an improved principle under the 
flir^tion of Mr. Marques — the entire^ work h.T,ving been done by the prisoners at a very 
little cost. All the clothing ^d bedding of tho establishment are washed by tlie prisoners, 
whereby the saving of a considerable sum is effected ; each prisoner is paid sixpence per 
week for tins work; and one who washes the hospital and lunatics’ bedding and clothing, 
which IS very heavy, receives ono shilling, without any other allowance or extra diet, as 
given to tho women m Grangegorman. The prisoners who do the washing, have also to 
measure and give out the coal for the prison and officers, before tlie turnkey in charge of 
the laundry, and none are selected for this department, e.xccpt from the class of labourws 
whoso character and circumstances afford no grounds for objection to this employment. 

about to ho made in the tread-miD, which cannot fail of being attended 
^ j ^ contemplated to enlarge the mill-house, aud to put up stalls at 

the end for the prisoners to sit in, whilst waiting for their turn on the wheel, and thus prevent 
tiieir seeing or conversing witlr each other ; and also to divide the two wheels into compai’t- 
ments upon the samo principle and for <a similar object, which, if carried out under 
sti ingont regulation, will be an effectual punishment of incorrigible offenders. 

Dy rcicrencc to the table showing the general state of the prison, it will be seen that all 
tho classes, especially thoso of the misdemeanants, are much crowded. They cannot, bow- 
over, be otherwise, in consequence of the unprecedented high number of prisoners in 
conhiiemcnt, ai^g chiefly from the alarming increase of beggai-s committed for periods 
f 've wenty-four hours. No less than 115 of these persons (nine-tenths of whom-are 
from different parts of Ireland) were in confinement on the . day of my inspection, the evil 
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effects of which eaa only be estimated by examining the limited accommodation provided for North Distbict. 

them, and viewing their wretched and filthy condition. Every precaution is used to guard -7— 

against the danger of contagious disease, by frcqucutl^ whitewashing the walls of the cells 

and ranges, changing the straw, and allowing a free circulation of air through the entire Hrideati. 

place. ' So long, Tiowever, as it continues necessary to put more than four men in a cell, the 

danger must ho considered great and imminent. 

The old laundry, which has been superseded, would mate an admirable place for this 
class of prisoners, by opening a door from it into the yard, and erecting a guard-bed. TWs 
would accommodate twenty-five or thirty persons, and would thereby afford a great relief 
to the adult class of vagi’ants, the number of which is eighty-nine, mixed with twenty-eight 
misdemeanants for short confinements, and the extent of ceUs for them no more than seven- 
teen of good size, and eleven very small. 

It is to be hoped that some change will shortly be made with regard to committing 
vagrants to prison, as it tends so much to upset all classification of prisoners, and to subvert 
every effort to establish a pi-oper system of discipline. 



S^arate Confinefnent. Separate Confine- 

In order to carry out the separate system of confinement, which has been so successful 
in its results wherever it has been tried, the Board of Superintendence have in contemplation 
to fit up a section of tlie prison for that purpose. Tbe cells, numbering thirty-nine, in the 
bottom, middle, and under ranges on the eastern side, are well adapted for it; they can be 
heated and ventilated by one apparatus. The application of tliis system, even to so limited 
ah extent, cannot fail of being attended with most salutary effects. There is no gaol in 
Ireland where the adoption of this system is so requisite as in that of the metropolis. The 
numerous cases committed for the first time under special circumstances — many of them 
persons in a respectable grade in life — would render such a course of discipline most 
essential ; and there can be no doubt that if pursued with the class of re-committals, it 
would deter many from coming hack, aud bo the means of reforming those whose minds 
may still be open to admonition and reflection. 



Employment and Schools. Employment and 

The remarkable change and progress made in the system of employment by tlio exertions °° 
of hlr. Marques is most gratifying, and highly creditable to the_ Board of Snpermtcndence, 
who have afforded every means to enable him to promote this most imporbant branch of 
discipline and industry. Of the largo number confined on the day of my inspection, few 
only; who wero utterly unable to work, were to be seen idle, as exemphfied in the following

The classiSoafion et the prisoners able to work at different trades is regnlated as ireH as 
existing circumstances ivill permit. The mat of more eateuded accommodation, and the 
insufficient number of qualified ofScers to supermtoud the rations norks and keep eorreol 
accounts, ate difficnlties irhieh cannot at present be surmounted. Hence the neeiMsity of 
placing aiithe ai’tisaus, whether committed for felony or misdemeanour, m one class, which is 
Snder*the charge of an intelligeiit and zealous ofScot named Horatio Manning, who keeps 
his books in a ?ery creditable manner. It is most essential that, whenever vacancies occur, 
they should he filled by a similar class of men, able to teach useful trades and keep accounts 

TheTsMing class is also deserving of special notice. The officer here is effident, and 
has a perfect knowledge of his business, and the attention he devotes to the toohing of the 
hoys put under his ca?e is eneeediugly cemmendable. Boys committed for the first toe 
who show a disposition to learn the trade are generally assigned to tins class, and before 
JhX sentences eipire many acquire a knowledge which may enable them to earn an honest 
livelihood The separate system of confinement is partially adopted _m this class, and is 
attended with many bonefiial offsets. After the hour for enercise m the morning ea* 
prisoner ls put to Mi loom, with the cell door shat, and thus he works the whole day, except 
it meal hours aud the time allowed for exercise after four o’clock. The articles manufac 
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tured in this class are chiefly lioseys, corduroy, calico, sacking, hammock-cloth, and checks, 
all these articles being consumed in this prison, and in Grangegorman but the first-men- 
tioned, a great quantity of TTbich is sold to the public with profit. The cells are well 
adapted for looms, the number of which Mr. Marques proposes to increase, and he is now- 
putting up some to weave matting, wMch can be made a good source of profit and advantage 
to the prisoner. This class, whiai contains onlj^ twenty-one cells, cannot possibly admit of 
more than the present number of prisoners. The cells whore the looms ai-e do not admit of 
more than one person to sleep in each, and the officer could not attend to a greater number, 
an additional reason for some of the other classes being overcrowded. It should be added, 
that nearly all the manufactured supplies Jiitherto contracted for are now made in the prison 
at much advantage — -the clothing, shoes of superior quality, hammocks, tin ware, trenchers, 

cooperage, repaii’s of iron works, locks, &c saving thereby a very considerable sum 

annually to the public. 

The return of profits for the first four months after the appointment of Mr. Marques 
■was £4T 8s. id. The prisoners’ portion of the earnings, £18 6s. 5d — and the charges 
attendant thereon, £22 4s. 2d., exclusive of a very large amount of work done for the 
prison by carpenters, masons, smiths, painters, &c., who are paid at the rato of from to 
Is. fid. per week. 

The school is very well conducted by an able and zealous master (Mr Robert Hamill), 
whose merits in the efficient discharge of his duties have been deservedly appreciated by every 
person who has had an opportunity of judging of them. He is also the storekeeper, an 
office whicli has been much required, and for the additional duties of which, discharged 
without interfereuce with those of the school, he is paid £20 per anuum ; his salary being 
now £76 per annum, but without apax’tmcnts or coal, of which he was deprived in 
consequence of a recent alteration with regard to the families of officers being prohibited from 
residing in the prison — a measure most judiciously enforced by the Board of Superintendence. 

A large portion of the prisoners confined for periods above fourteen days being juvenile 
ofieuders, the attention of the schoolmaster is chiefly, if not wholly, directed to their instruc- 
tion. They are divided into two classes — oue for felons committed for three mouths and 
upwards, who attend school from ten till one o’clock each day, and the other comprises all 
the misdemeanants, including children taken up for bilging, who attend from one until 
dinner hour (three o’clock). There is an assistant schoolmaster who attends to the adult 
classes separately ; hut owing to the pressure of business in the office, he is not able to devote 
much time to the duty of the school. The master however is generally assisted by a prisoner 
chosen for that purpose, whose character and education render him fit to be placed in that 
position.

Schoolmaster’s Special Report. 

A considerable number of prisoners who attend school here, are at the time of admission ignorant 
of letters. The time requbed to make each prisoner read imperfectly (I mean of that class) is about 
three months ; and should the term of imprisonment of such individual extend to six or twelve months, 
the benefits' arising from school instruction will be in the direct ratio to the given time. I am particularly 
anxious to promote the moral and intellectual advancement of my young pupils, as I believe it to be my 
inqierative duty to use all the legi-fimate means in my power to inculcate upon their tender minds those 
principles of inoral rectitude -which are highly esteemed by the Author of their being, and by all good 
men, and winch, may have a tendency to rescue them from a life of vice and infamy. I have been 
most sohcitous for an asylum to be opened for the reception of destitute boys on their discharge from 
prison ; and I have reason to hope, from the exertions of some benevolent gentlemen on this subject, 
that ere long such will be the case. It is gratifying for me to have to state, for the information of 
the Insp^tor-Generd, that notwithstanding the many disadvantages attendant on the fluctuating 
state of this farideweU, with reference to the ingress and egress of prisoners, vet, in the lapse of the 
last twelve months, a vast amount of good has been effected here by means of school instruction.

The respective chaplains preach ."md exhort at divine service on Sundays and holidays, and Draus Fsisoss. 
ihe juveniles are taught the catechism by the monitors of their classes. Prayers are read Richmond SHdeKstl, 
by a prisoner in every class at rising in the morning, and before locking up in the evening. Relipoua Instruc- . 
i'he Catholics assemble together for that purpose, and the Protestants retire for the same tion. 
object. Bibles and Testaments are allowed to the latter, prayer and other religious instruc- 
tion boolcs to be used by the former. Scripture Extracts, and the Reading Lessons published 
by the Board of National Education, are also used. 

At the demise of the late Roman Catholic chaplain. Rev. W. Stafford, the Grand Jury 
referred the appointment of his successor to the Board of Superintendence, who, on the 
recommendation of the Roman Catliolio Archbishop, nominated Rev. Jeremiah Clarke for 
that office, to act tinder the control of Rev. W. Meagher, p.p., of Rathmincs. A letter 
addressed by His Grace, Most Rev. Dr. Murray, to the Grand Jury, calling their atten- 
tion to the salary (£40 per annum), being a remuneration wholly inadequate to the services 
which the duties of the office would require, induced the board to consider the subject, and 
justified them in coming to tho conclusion, that the spiritual wants of the Rom.an Catholic 
prisoners in Richmond Bridcivoll and Grangegorman, required the undivided and unceaang 
attention of a chaplain relieved from all other duties. There appear to ho the strongest 
reasons for acquiescing in this opinion, and also in tho recommendation urged by the Board 
for a legislative enactment, which would enable the Grand Jury to present the sum of £100 
per annum for each of tho Roman Catholic chaplains of the above-named prisons; and as tho 
untried prisoners are soon to go thereto, the increase from £40 to £50 for the Protestant 
chaplain, suggested by the board, appears very reasonable.

Lunatict. 



Dietary. 

The dietary is good and sufficient, having been modified two years ago, with the concur- 
rence of the medical officers, and tiie sanction of tlic Court of Queen’s Bench. 

Breakfast — 3-J oz. Indian meal, 3^ oz. oaten meal, and 1 pint of buttermilk (Irish measure). 
Dinner — 1 lb. wheat meal bread and 1 pint (Irish) new-milk. Instead of milk, a quart of 
oi-head soup on Sundays. Daily cost of provisions for each prisoner, 2^d. 

Bread of excellent quality is baked here for this and the other city prisons. The daily 
consumption of tho three prisons averages 600 loaves, brown and white; the cost of each 
loaf has rated since last November at b\d. per 4 lb. The flour is bought in the market by 
Mr. Marques, with the approval of the Board of Superintendence ; by which arrangement 
the quality of the bread is sure to be good. Tlie master baker is a most indefatigable and 
zealous officer — understands his business well, and gives perfect satisfaction. Ho is able to 
keep a proper check on tho clerk and store-keeper’s entries of the flour received and made 
into bread, and the quantity of the latter supplied to each prison. He is paid £2 per week 
for himself and his assistant ; and ho is also allowed the additional .assistance of three 
prisoners, who are put under him to learn the business. The bakery is kept in a creditable 
manner ; and the improvements just finished make it independent of the other parts of the 
prison, and prevent iutercourse with tho prisonoi's — a matter of great advantage to discipline 
and regularity. 

_Tho other articles of provision are supplied by contract at the following prices : New- 

milk, per imperial gallon, 5d . ; buttermilk, per imperijd gallon, 2d. ; ox-beads, each, 1 Id . ; 
beef, for lunatics and hospital, per pound, Ad. Oatme.al (purchased in the market), average 
price per cwt., 12«. ; Indian meal (purchased in the market), per cwt, 9s. 6tf. 

Since tho adoption of the mode of malcing stirabout by steam, the quality lias much 
improved — tho 7 oz. of meal making an hnperisd quart of solid stirabout, weighing over 3 lbs. 

_ Tho scale of dietary is the same for all prisoners, whether adults or juveniles ; but altera- 
tions in tho dietary of the prisons generally arc now preparing, as it could not have been 
the intention of the Legislature that tho same quantity of food should be given to a child as 
that allowed to a man sentenced to hard labour. In this prison a large number of the inmates 
are boys, many of them varying from six to twelve years of age, and some are more children, 
committed under the Vngrant Act — all of whom, under the present system, would be legally 
entitled to the same allowance. Tho governor, however, with tho sanction of tho board, 
has used his discretion in giving such children only half diet ; and has also reduced the 
allowance to some juveniles under ten years of age, who have been in tho habit of coming 
here frequently, it being well known that the diet they got was an encouragement to many 
to commit offences, and others prefer the prison to tho poorhouse. This subject should 
receive the attention of the board and medical officers, and bo brought under tho notice of 
Goveriiment, in order that such legal measures may be adopted as shall be deemed most 
advisable. 



Books and Accounts. 

An ^tirely new system of keeping the numerous books and extensive accounts of this 
jwison has been introduced _by _Mr. Marques, with perfect checks and facility of inspection. 
The criminal and other registries, tho abstract daily issue of provisions, gcncr-al ledger, and 
many other books necessary to bo posted daily in the office, are accurately and satisfactorily 
kept by the dork (Mr. Patrick Brophy), whose abilities and long experience render him 
well qudificd for the duo discharge of the extensivo and heavy duties of his office; and 
although he is assisted by liis som witliout any remuneration from the public, some of the 
busmess be done by the assistant schoolmaster, it being impossible for one person to 
areomjnisli tho labour to be performed daily. There is no apartment in the building in 
wmeh ho ^uld reside, and this causes great inconvenience ami disadvantage to tho public 
business. He attends from eight o’cloclc in the morning, when the first discharge of prisoners 
takes place, until such time after lock-up hour in the evening as tho state of the prison is 
accurately ascertamed. 



J-iWtUCiCS. 

This department is well managed, the patients being placed under the care of an officer 
of long experience, who is both huroauo and attentive. Tho accommodation, which is 
f wards, with twenty beds (owing to four other wards being used as the hos- 

pital lor the convict depot), is not adequate for more than fifteen p.atients and their keepers. 
Xne^resuUis, that of twenty-two cases at present in confinement, five arc obliged to be put 
at night into tho convict hospital — a course highly objectionable in many respects, and which 
physician attending the convicts has remonstrated against. I understand that the 
^oarcl ot Supermtendence, when conceding to tlie Government the room they gave up for 
tne convicts, were promised that any cases exceeding tho number that could be accoimno- 
oated 111 the iunalic wards should be removed to the lunatic asylum ; and it is but right, 
therefore, that the board should expect tho fulfilment of that promise.

Hospital. Jtichmand BrideaeU. 

The hospital contains three irards, irith thirty-eight beds, and is not as commodions as Hospital, 
the present crowded state of the prison would render desirable. It has been remarkably 
healthy, and free from any serious diseases, considering the wretched condition of many of 
the persons committed. The cause may be, in a great moasure, tho thorough cleansing of 
the sewerage, and the particulai' caro eiercised in maintaining general cleanliness and free 
ventilation through the entire prison. 

It is most e^iscntial that water-closets and baths should bo erected in connexion with the 
wards, and that the privy in. tho yard be removed. The superintendent, who is a faithful 
and zealous officer, resides close to tho wards, and has accera to the patients at night. The 
medical officers visit regularly, and the medicines are furnished by the same apothecary who 
supplies the other prisons. A judicious procantioii has been taken by the Board of Super- 
intendenco, at the suggestion of Doctor Harty, to have an apothecary I'csiding in tho prison, 
in the event of cholera breaking out amongst the prisoners.

Tho local iuspeetor, physician, and sui’gcon, are paid X40D per annum, each, for all the Dublin 
prisons. 



Although the number of officers composing tbo prison staff may appear large, it is by no 
means equal to wdiat would be required for maintaining a constant and efficient system of 
discipline, and insuring the duo classification of tho prisoners confined in so large a prison. 
Somo of them are old officers, no longer fit for active service, who ought to be superannu- 
ated, and qualified persons, .able to teach trades, should ho appointed in their ])laccs. A 
master of works is much wanted, to assist tho governor to carry on industrial and profitable 
employment, as it is impossible that ho can devote any thing liko the time and attention 
which tho details of the works ueccssaiuly require. Tho profit on manufactures and trades 
would amply repay tho salary of such an officer. Each officer is allowed a ration of bread 
and milk per diem, the value of which is, at present prices, £7 3 j. per annum. Those 
I’esiJing in the prison arc allowed three stone of coal in winter, and two stone in summer ; and 
also J lb. candles and I lb. soap, weekly. The governor (filr. Marques) was appointed by his 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, on the recommendation of tho Grand Jury of last Easter term, 
and of the Board of Superintendence, for whom he had acted as secretary for many ycai’s, 
the duties of which office he still continues to discharge, with the assistance of his clerk, to 
the entire satisfaction of tho hoard. The valuable improvements and additions to the 
accommodation of the gaol to which I have mado reference have been sug,goated by Mr. 
Marques, under whose superintendence they are being carried into effect. The citizens of 
Dublin liave been fortunate in seem’ing the services of Mr. Marques as governor of this 
important prison, to tho effective management of ivliich he appears resolved to devote the 
ox^ricnce and zeal for which ho has been hitherto distinguished.

1 nsiTED this prison on the abore day, and made a minute and thorough inspection of every 
part of the house. It is healthfully situated, being built on a hill on the north side of the 
city. It is the finest prison in Dublin, and could easily be made, if necessary, capable of 
accommodating 1,000 prisoners. It is excluriToly for the punishment of female offenders, 
and is also a convict depot to which all the female convicts of Ireland are sent, and where 
they generally spend three months preparatory to their transportation.

I found the entire prison in very good order : the cells clean and well ventilated. The 
bedding clean and comfortable, and the stores properly attended to. The kitchen is spacious 
and airy; very clean, and has a good supply of boilers. The kitchen matron appears to be 
a woman of experience, and well fitted for her duties ; in fact, the general arrangements of 
the house seem to be most creditably conducted by the matron and all the ofBcers connected 
with it. But, notwithstanding, there seem to me (after mature consideration) to be some 
matters to which I should direct atteutioa, and which I have noticed under their several 
heads.'

The separate system has been, as far as practicable, carried into operation in classes 8, 
9, and 10, which contain 45 cells, well suited for the purpose. Wannth and ventilation of 
those cells is strictly attended to; but it would be requisite to have water conveyed into the 
cells, and many other expensive alterations made before the system could be properly 
brought into play. This would involve an increased taxation on the city, which, at present 
might not be advisable; but, notwithstanding, I would strenuously urge on the Board of 
Superintendence and the Grand Jury the necessity of perfecting the system as soon as 
possible, as it is quite apparent, from the fact of so many bad characters being so frequently 
rercommitted, that their punishment is not sufficiently rigorous, and that separate confinement 
must be very instrumental in checking crime, by the dread of real punishment it would hold 
out to offenders. 

The drunkards (of which class 3,558 were committed during the last year) are never awarded 
more than 24 hours’ imprisonment. They are most troublesome, requii’ing a separate 
registry to be kept for them, though they are in a great measure re-eommitments. They 

f et no food daring their confinement here, and are always discharged before breakfast 
our. 

The vagrants are committed for periods varying from 24 hours to a month. The cells in 
reception ward are used for tnem. In this class there is an increase of more than 
double on the number for 1847, which was 609.

Employment and Schools. En 

Scl 

Handicraft employments seem to have absorbed all the time and attention of the inmates, 

-to the almost total exclusion of instruction and mental culture. This is to bo much 
regretted, as it is a true and admitted prindple, that the imparting of moral and religious 
precepts to the minds of offenders is the most likely means of reclaiming them, and working 
a reformation of their characters. For this desirable end, the chief requisites here would be 
the establishment of a school under the National Board of Education ; the appointment of 
a qualified and efficient school matron, who should keep a registry, and note the proficiency 
made under her, and whose efforts should be, not merely to impart a superficial instruction 
in the principles of reading, &c., but more particularly directed to the instruction of their 
minds, and me improvement of their morals. The attendance of the clergymen at this 
school during the hours of instruction might also he of importance. The details of this 
school could be at any time regulated; and I am under the impression that it would tend 
very much to bring about the objects for which this prison was established. 

The vast majority of those confined here are Roman Catholics, there being on the day of 
my visit 600 {including convicts) professing that faith, and these are quite ignorant of the 
duties which religion enjoins, very many of them having been from their infancy trained up 
in vice and immorality. 

Under these circumstances, it appears to me that the appointment of a resident Roman 
•Catholic chaplain would be most desirable ; and I have learned with much pleasure that the 
Board of Superintendence intend, with the assistance of the Government, to have a bill 
introduced into Parliament to sanction tbeii* allowing an efficient remuneration to the Roman 
Catholic chaplain, for devoting his whole time to the prison duty, as I think that the control 
which a priest exercises over the minds of those persons would ,be most effectual in weaning 
many of them from their vicious career, and his constant presence in the house would instil 
into them such a dread of being re-committed to the prison, that it would have a very salu- 
tary effect in preventing the committal of petty crimes ; and I would also suggest the pro- 
priety of his affording one hour’s daily general iasti’uction to the prisoners in the chapel. 

As to employment, the prisoners are, as far as practicable, kept constantly working — 
some at the laundry, some at needlework, and some at scouring and cleaning house. 
The laundry, as bemg the chief remunerative employment, demands more detailed obser- 
vations. 

In this department of the prison there is a matron, who receives £40 a year from the 
city, and £10 from the Government, whose duty it is to superintend the workers, and to 
receive and account for the clothes sent in to her. The number of persons employed is 
about fifty, and the quantity of washing done is immense. In connexion with it there is a 
Tn fl Ti employed for driving the laundry cart— the horse belongs to the matron, the cart to 
the city, and the payment of the driver and the expenses of keeping the horse are defrayed 
by the matron out of the profits of the laundry. The workers are allowed an extra ration 
of bread for their evening meal. The net annual profit accruing from the laundry, as 
appears by the Report of the Board of Superintendence, is about £200 ; but when from 
that sum are deducted the extra issue of bread, and the expense caused by the “ wear and 
tear” of machinery, it will appear that the profit does not, in point of fact, exceed £100 a 
year, which little more than compensates for the outlay incurred in the erection and fitting 
up of the laundry, which is very large and commodious, and furnished with drying-loft, 
stove-room, and all other appurtenances; but independently of the small amount of profit 
which the laundry produces, there is a more serious consideration connected with it. Under 
the present system, the laundi*y workers are selected on account of their fitness for that 
worl^ without any regard to crime or conduct; and thus young girls, who have perhaps not 
gone far in the path of vice, are thrown into intimate and close connexion with profligate 
and abandoned veterans in crime. It is needless to say wbat this leads to. Besides, so far 
from being made feel the rigorous severity of a prison, the laundry workers experience so 
much comfort, that they frequently volunteer to remain in the house after their terms of 
confinement have expired — a system which should never have been permitted ; and after 
they are discharged, the discipline of this prison has so little terror for them, that they do 
not hesitate to commit fresh crimes, of which the subjoined table of re-committals furnishes 
substantial evidence

It may Here be proper to call attention to the fact, that, at present the accounts of debit 
and credit connected with the laundry and other remunerative employments are liept by the 
matron. I think this is inadvisable, aad that all accounts should pass through the public 
office under proper supervision, and that the hall porter should keep a regulai* check on the 
clothes received and sent out, and should he obliged to give and take receipts for samej and 
all moneys paid or received should pass through the hands of tlie governor. 



Dietary. 

Breakfast — 7 oz. oaten and Indian meal, and 1 pint, Irish measure, of new-milk. 
Dinner — 1 lb. of bread, and 1 pint of buttermilk. Co,st of each prisoner per diem, S^d. ; 
per annum, £4 15s. O^d. 

Twenty-five officers and two sei’vants residing in the prison have a daily tdlowanee of 
2 lbs. of loread, 1 quart of new-milk, 2 stone of coals, and a weekly allowance of \ lb. soap 
and ^ lb. candles. The lunatics and sick in hospital are allowed extra diet of -i lb. of beef 
per day, three times a week. 

The storekeeper, John Coleman, as well as the governor, superintends the receipt of pro- 
visions. The meal is placed in the public store ; the bread, meat, and milk are received 
by the store matron, Mrs. Miles, and placed in another store. This system should, I think, 
be altered, and the same store made the depository for all provisions, under the control of 
the same storekeeper, who should give out what is required on proper requisitions to the 
sub-matrons for their respective classes. 



Books and Accounts. 

The rule adopted in keeping the books of this prison seems to be a very efficient one, 
and, as far as I can perceive, they are most accurately kept. The governor has the control 
of the expenditure and oat-door work, but not of the laundry and the other house employ- 
ments — a circumstance which I havo before commented upou. The registry is well arranged; 
and the reference boolcs, which must be very complicated, appear to be kept with great care 
and exactness. The registry for drunkards and vagrants is distinct from the ordinary 
ciiminal registry, on account of the great numbers committed for those offences ; and the 
expenditure and dietary returns are admirably systematized. The schedules required in 
connexion with the infliction and payment of fines increase very largely the onerous duties 
of the clerk.

Ilie governor Mr. Synnot, has been recently appointed, vice Mr. Mai-<iue5, promoted 
to Richmond BridcweU ; and it is most satisfactory to be enabled to state that Mr. Synnot 
evinces the most sincere anxiety for the proper regulation of the whole establishment, and 
esneciallv for the general improvement of the unfortunate inmates. I have no doubt 
that the next report will embody substantial proofs of the success of Mr. Synnot s labours, 

UDon which he W most cheerfully entered. The subordinate of&cers appear well qmli- 
fied for and attentive to, their respective duties. The position of the Governor, how- 
ever annears to be most anomalous ; he it is who is responsible for the safe custody of the 
nrisoners and for the manner in which the prison is conducted ; and yet, from a practice 
Lme time in operation, he seems not invested with any power for mspectmg it, or of making 
himself person^Iy cognizant of its arrangements. This appears^ to me highly absurd and 
improper; and I must suggest the propriety of not only authorizing him, but of making it 
an imMrative part of his duty to go tlirough the prison, attended by a matron, at least 
once a day. His inspection might be often made at meal times. 

Hospital. 

The accoramodelion is three large tvavils, ivith thirty-five hods, four spai-e rooms for fever or 
other special cases, two bath-rooms, and a water-closet attached to the principal ward : a 
surgery, store-room, kitchen, and two exercising yards. The matron m charge has an 
apartment in the hospital. , . , t x i p • • xv i. 

^Havino- miiratclv and carefully inspected the hospital, I am strongly of opinion that a 
crreat necessity e.-ast 3 of there being, if not a resident apothecary, at least the daily 
attendance of one, who would be present to inspect the prisoners on Iheir _ commitment : 
that one of the hospital stores should be fitted up as a laboratory and provided with the 
necessary medicines, where they should be prepared, and thereby obviate the useless and 
improper waste of time in sending a messenger to a distant part of the city to have 
prescripdons compounded. As an instance of the dangers consequent on nou-inspection m 
the manner proposed, I may mention that during my visit, it happened that among those 
sent to prison on that day, were two persons affected with contagious disease, which was 
discovered by mere chance. . ^ r\ 

The daily influx of vagrants and improper characters as exceedingly great. On Uie day ol 
mv visit fhero fiail bean received niuoty-si!!; adults, aud Uveaty-one cluldreu ; and these poi-sons 
coming from the filthy purlieus of the city, nhere they must have been exposed to mfeetious 
disease. It is most importaat, that to prevent the spread of contagion, they should undergo 
proper medical inspection, before they are passed into the house 109 see.

T^e^sSe^?aZrSicia^ of this establishment frequently visit on the same day, and a 
day or two may inteWene without the attendance of either ; these gentlemen should regulate

Lunatics. *■ 

There are sixty-two lunatics confined in this prison under the cm-e of the matron, 

Mrs. Kennedy, whose good disposition, kindness of temper and attention render her a most 
valuable officer, and who is. I thiSi:, insufficiontly remunerated. It is melancholy to see so 
many persons deprived of reason, not subjected to^at resti-aint and treatment which tbeir 
ailmLts recuh-e I would strongly advise the Board of Superintendence to use every 
exertion in 4eir power to cause the removal of those lunatics to a proper asylum. 

I feel that I cannot do better than introduce here a memorandum of D,r. ^ hite, Inspector 
of Lunatic Asylums, which I found upon the visiting hook of this estabhsliment.

Since the last inspection no change has been made in. the internal arrangements of the 
wison. By statutable enactments the marshalsea is subject to the control of the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, which has prescribed the classification, in accordance with which the above 
distribntion has been made — of course, exclusive of the hospital, which can never be governed 
by any general rule of allocation. 

The accommodations afforded by this prison are such as befit a place intended not for 
punishment so much as for mere detention. The rooms are ample, and well ventilated. Pip® 
water is copiously supplied. A shower and a plunge bath, with abundance of warni and cold 
water, contribute materially to the health and comfort of the inmates. To these provisions 
a fine spring of water forms an important addition. 

Nothing can exceed the humane attention paid to the condition of the persons imprisoned 
here, under the superintendence of Mr. Mullen, the Marshal, whose benevolent disposition 
towards them appears to be fully and effectively adopted by his deputy and subordinates. 
The yards are free from impurities ; the apartments comfortably appointed and scrupulously 
clean. A free opportunity was given to all to state any ground of complaint, but they 
declared full contentment and satisfaction.

The following observations have been addressed to me by Mr. Mullen, the Marshal 
The discipline of the prison continues to be upheld in tliat spirit of indulgence which exempts 
debtors tcom the stringent regulations applied to cnrainal prisons ; for instance, a tap is established 
m the pnson, for the sale of malt liquors and cider; and although the sale of spirituous liquors or 
^nes IS forbidden, the moderate use of those articles is not prohibited. From the intemperance, 
however, of individuals during the last year, I have occasionally suspended this privilege ; nad it is 
my intention, should any such excess ^am occur, to exclude, with the sanction of the Court of Queen’s 
JoencD, the use oi wines or spirituous liquors altogether. 

Since the last inspection an- Act has passed, a 1 and 12 Victoria, to limit, except in certain cases, the 
arrest of persons for debt under ten pounds. The operation of that Act has been most beneficial ; for 
while, from the sum fixed as the limit, no injurious effect has resulted to the public credit, the greatest 
benefit has arisen m rehev.ng tlie county gaols particularly from being crowded with a class of prisoners

^gravated mental disorder and overthrown the intellect whose infirmity it was sought to 
relieve. The temperance pledge has largely contributed to remove this national evil. Might » “ “• 
not the discipline of a prison, which has perhaps no defined punitive character, be made thus 
far reformatory, by bringing to bear upon it the force of habit, which grows and strengthens 
although it may have been the offspring of constrmt ? 

The worthy and intelligent marshal has drawn my attention to a practice amongst pauper 
debtors, intentionally to protract the term of their incarceration — to linger here in idle 
dependence upon the subsistence afforded by the dietary regulations, forgotten by their 
hopeless creditors, and without an effort for their own enlargement. This is a flagrant 
abuse, by which a prison is converted into a poorhouse, without test or occupation. There 
is apparently no remedy for it in the power of the marshal at present. 

The Board of Works should he called on to paint the wood-works of the prison, the 
interior of the church and chapel especially. 

Saint Sepuldire’s Manor Prison. Sepulclire’* 

. , 1 . Manor Prison. 

This small prison, containing five small rooms for debtors paying rent, and one for paupers, 
belongs to the Archbishop of Dublin, and is used for the reception of prisoners committed by 
the seneschal of this court. On the day of my inspection there were but three persons con- 
fined ; two of whom were paupers, but not in receipt of any gaol allowance. 

The marshal or governor receives no salary, his emoluments arising from other duties 
connected with the court. 

I cannot avoid remarking upon the disgraceful state of this prison, which should at once 
he abolished. It is much to be regretted, that when other debtors’ prisons were consolidated 
in the Four Courts’ Marshalsea by the 5th and 6fch Victoria, Saint Sepulchre’s was not 
included. I strongly recommend that this should be done on the first opportunity, as the 
continuance of such a prison is discreditable.

The accommodation consists of forty-six single and four solitary cells, ton rooms with beds, 
seven day-rooms, and other prbon apartments. This prison remains in the same state as 
represented in the two previous reports. There has been an increase of forty-five prisoners 
since the last inspection ; and in the present state of the prison, classification is scarcely 
possible. The tried and untried are mixed ; and the prisoners eat their meals in the day- 
rooms. An order arrived, whilst I was inspecting the gaol, for the removal of twenty con- 
victs : and on the 1st November following, it was expected that a number of poor debtors 
would be discharged under the bill then coming into operation. 

The committals during the past year were — males, 684 ; females, 141. And the re-com- 
mitments — males, 111 ; females, 26. 

Employment and Schools. 

The schoolmaster spends five and a half hours daily amongst the classes teaching, and 
keeps a registry. The male prisoners are employed in stone-breaking, oakum-picking, 
shoe-making, and carpentering ; tlio females, at sewing, knitting, flowering, veiuing, and 
washing for the prison. 

The matron teaches in her department one and a half hours each day. 

The local inspector stated that there was little demand for broken stones, as the railway 
had now connected the town with the other portions of the county. 

Pemale Department. Female Department, 

The matron appears to superintend this department correctly. The laundry is exceedingly 
email ; and there is no drying-room. The cells are very dark, but the day-rooms are 
good and airy.

Breakfast 8 oz. of oatmeal in stirabout, and 1 pint of new-milk. Dinner — 1 lb. of 

household bread, and 1 pint of buttermilk; but in the winter season, a pint of now-milk, 
instead of buttermilk, is given. Salt 1 pint per week for each prisoner.

Generalobservations. General Observations. 

It is satisfactory to reflect that this old prison will be soon superseded by the substitution 
of the c.xcellcnt House of Correction at Belfast, for the county of Antrim gaol. It is dark 
and gloomy, and totally unsuited, as has been frequently observcil, for the enforcement of 
any reformatory discipline whatever. Aftei’ all the experience that has been brought to 
b^r upon this important subject, it w.as melancholy to observe young untried boys mi.ved 
with old convicted offenders. I frit it my duty to call the particular attention of the c.xcel- 
lont local inspector, Mr. Rowan, to thchiirragon dresses used here — quite too light a material 
for the winter months. It is but right to commend tbo cleanliness and good oi’der app.ircnt 
throughout each department — a state of things very creditable to the governor and bis officers. 
It h[^ been remarked, that notwithstanding the great antiquity of this building, the darkness 
of the interior, the want of proper ventilation, and an occasional scarcity of water, its 
inmates have generally enjoyed better health than in other places of confinement. A radical 
cure, however, for all its defects will be, I hope, shortly applied, when the county gaol will 
bo located in Belfast. J if' ’ Jfe

Thc accommodiitioR hero affords 308 single, and si.-cteen solitary, colls. Tliere are two 
hospitals, a kitchen, laundry, and thirty-five yards; thus affording ample room for oven 
more than were in custody at my inspection. Each cell is thirteen by seven foot, and nine 
feet ten inches high. The cells "are kept in tho cleanest order, supplied with cots, combs, 
and brushes. Over each there is a cistern containing twelve gallons of vvator. Tho whole 
prison is lighted with gas. The hot-air system is in operation, and ventilation is well 
secured by an air-shaft. There is a bell attached to each cell as a means of communicating 
with tho officers. la pursuance of the recommendation of the Inspector-General, the 
windows of tho cells have been altered so as to open an inch, whereby an abundance of fresh 
air can be at any moment admitted.

School is taught by the schoolmaster in the chapel, commencing at nine and ending at Schools, 
four o'clock; during which period the three chaplains attend in turn, twice every week, in 
tho cliapel, to lecture the fiock of their own religious persuasion. I had much pleospe in 
observing on my visit, that sep.nratioa in the chapel and during the hours of teaching is 
strictly enforced.

Without making further reference to what has been already s-nid of the insufficiency 
of the present laundry, it was satisfactory to learn that additions were about to be made in 
this department of the prison, previous to its being converted into the county gaol. _ There 
is to bo a new laundry erected on tho opposite side to where the present one is situated, 
which will have a store-room, maugling-room, smoothing-room, and ten separate cells, with 
apparatus for a supply of hot and cold water. There will thus be afforded ample moans to 
take washing from tlie town, as I understand is contemplated, and which will give useful 
and profitable employment.

The provisions are cooked hy two servants employed at 3s. each, per week, with prison 
rations. They come to the prison at 6 o’clock, a.m., and leave at 6^ o’clock, p.m. 

Books and Accounts. Boots and Account*. 

The accounts are kept in the most correct manner, and regularly checked. The head 
warden acts most efficiently as book-keeper. There is a black-list containing tbe names of 
all prisoners who are re-committed. This list specifies the crime, the result of tho trial, and 
tlie sentence of the court on each occasion, and is regularly submitted to the judge at assizes, 
and the assistant-barrister nt quarter-sessions.

General Observations. 



So much has been already said, and indeed most justly said, of tlie efficiency and regu- 
larity of system in this prison, that little remains to be added. It is no less evident than 
gi-atifying to perceive tlie perfect unanimity which pervades all who are responsible for its 
management — an unanimity which is at once apparent in the perfect regularity which exists 
throughout the whole establishment. 

The Board of Superintendence are devoted to tho best interests of the prison, and tho 
experienced local inspector is the zealous interpreter of their views and wishes. It is due to 
the governor, Mr. Forbes, to state, that he has made the principles of tho separate system 
his study; and his great knowledge of prison discipline enables him to superintend, not only 
with advantage to the unfortunate inmates under his charge, but to the officers under liis 
command. 

The board have been most fortunate in their selection of sub-officers ; and tbc plan of 
having different grades in ranlc and salary, affords a sure means both of rewards and punish- 
ments. Dr. Purdou states that the board have promptly made every improvement connected 
with the health of the prison that has been suggested ; and, referring to the effect of the 
separate system pursued here, he sJws, “ that in no one instance has the mind of any individujd 
bewme affected in the prison.” Then, with respect to tho general health of the inmates, 
which I have already reported as so satisfactory, Dr. Purdon says — “ the old and infirm do 
not beai’ with it well ; those of fifty or sixty yeai’s of age, too often of broken down consti- 
tutions, towards tho termination of a confinement of twelve, eighteen, or twenty-four months, 
almost invariably become enfeebled and unwell, and in some few instances have gone out 
much injnred in health; the young rarely, indeed never suffer, unless they have been 
subject or very highly disposed to scrofulous affections, which appear to be aggravated by 
confinement ; and there is not a single record of a female suffering in any respect from the- 
system.”

The number confined on the last inspection ivas 273, sLotving n small decrease since that 
period ; but this is easily accounted for, by the discharge of poor debtors, which came into 
operation under the new Act on the day of my visit, -Twenty-six prisoners still remain here 
under sentence of transportation ; and their presence adds to the difficulties under which 
the pi’ison labours in other respects. The new addition referred to in the two former 
reports, although not entirely completed, is now occupied, and gives additional accommodation 
for 60 prisoners on the separate system. Thus, sufficient room is affordod notwithstanding 
its crowded state. The general accommodation consists of 62 single and 15 solitary colls, 
and 27 rooms with beds. The whole prison is kept clean and well ventilated ; and there is 
an abundant supply of water throughout. The new kitchen, which was much required, is 
spacious and well ai-ranged ; but itis to bo regretted that the new chapel is certainly too small, 
and this alone is sufficient to prove that the separate system, originally intended by tiio now 
•addition, cannot be completely carried out. The bedding is good ; and the authorities have 
commenced to use sheets in the new portion of the prison. 

The number of committals dm*ing tho past year were — ^males, 780; females, 382; total, 
1,162. And the re-commitments — males, 39 ; females 27 ; total, 66.

The storekeeper is also schoolmaster; but all teaching has been for some time suspended, 
in consequence of tho insecurity which might ariso, under such circumstances, during 
the completion of the new works. The prisoners are, however, occasionally employed 
tailoring and shoe-making. The tread-wheel is unavailable for any purpose, except that of 
cai’ryiug the sentence of hard laboni' into execution. 



Female Department, Female Department. 

This department in the old prison, notwithstanding the limited accommodation, is kept by 
the matron and her asastant in the best possible order. There ai-e but two classes, containing 
tho tried and untried ; and when debtors are committed hero they are necessarily mixed 
with tho other prisoners. There .are some solitary cells in this department which arc damp 
and dark, and should not be (and I understand are not) used. The matron teaches school, 
and has a registry, together with a book denoting the progress of each prisoner. A dimi- 
nution of numbers has fortunately occurred hero also, in consequence of the discharge of 
poor debtors, on the day of my visit, under the provisions of the new Act.

There are two hospitals, male and female ; arid both are kept in the best possible order. 

The nursetender was, I regret, on the point of death, but her daughter performs the neces- 
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sary duties effectively. There was hut one hospital originall;^ ; but the efficient local 
inspector planned a new and commodious addition tor females. Sheets are used here. The 
sheds which were erected when disease was prevalent are fortunately, at present, unoccupied ; 
but they are too confined, owing to the then small area of the prison grounds. 

There is a salaried apothecary who compoirads the medicines. He and Dr. Robinson, of 
the county infirmary, ai*c vigilant iir their superintendence of this important department; 
indeed tho sanitary state of the prison is corroborative of the attention of tlie medical officers. 
Tiiere was ljut one malo prisoner sick on tho (hiy of my visit ; and there were only 17 deaths 
during tho past year.

General ObseiDations, 

The liberality and good feelings of the Gr.and Jury of tho county of Armagh, are quite 
apparent in the esponso which they have voluntarily incurred in tho erection of the new 
and excellent prison, which is now on tho eve of being completed ; and which, as before 
observed, is now occupied by a large number of prisoners. The zealous and experienced local 
inspector, Dr. Kidd, is most anxious to test the value of tho separate system ; but, as I have 
suggested to him, his zeal and influence must be still further oxercisod to bring this salutary 
plan to a successful issue. 

It is right to state, that the chief turnkey (a man apparently of groat intelligence) has 
been already to Belfast House of Correction (undoubtedly the model prison of Ireland), in 
order to iniiiate himself in a system calculated to sustain the best principles of reform and 
discipline. Gas-light has been introduced hero, contributing, as it invariably docs, to con- 
venience, regularity, and security. I regret being compelled to state, that the deficiency 
referred to by my predecessors, as to the want of the clothing of prisoners, appears still 
very generally to exist; bnttbe assurances which I have received from Dr. Kidd, the local 
inspector, upon this point, have induced mo to abstain from c.xercising at present the dis- 
cretion vested in me by the 87th sec. of 7 Geo. IV. 

I regretted to find the governor in such a debilitated shite of health ; but I am bound to 
appreciate the experience of his deputy, the cliicf turnkey, wlio, with the local inspector, 
accompanied mo, and afforded every information on my inspection. Tho uniform which tlio 
Board have sanctioned for the turnkeys, merits my commendation, and must add, as in all 
cases, to the respectability and efficiency of tho subordinate officers. 

Bridewells. 

Lurtjnn . — Tho accommodation hero affords three cells and one day-room for males; one 
coll, and one room with four beds, and a day-room for females. Tliero is also a refractory 
cell. It is lighted with g.is. There is good storage for coal and straw. The yards are not 
kept sufficiently dean. The keeper, William Neale, who has a salary of £1.5, keeps his 
books correctly. Tlicrc is a good supply cf water. 

Morkethill. — There aro-but three edis, with one bod in each, and one day-room. tThe 
local inspector reports that there is sometimes a deficiency of water, which is supplied from a 
cistern filled from the roof of the courthouse. The keeper, John Todd, Las an annual salary 
of£lO. 

Nexoloiadiomilton . — Here, as reported, there are two cells for males and one for females, 
with a day-room foi' each class. A good supply of water. The keeper, James Frazer, has 
a salary of £10 per annum. 

The local inspector. Dr. Kidd, reports this bridew'oll as carefully and properly kept; and 
states that tlic number confined is generally vcrjjf limited, and tho sessions being hold but 
once in the ye.ar the accommodation may be considered sufficient. 

Balhjhot. — One small day-room, and one small room containing threo beds for males. 
One apartment serving both for day-room and sleeping-room for females. No pump, and a 
very deficient supply of water. I feel bound to continue here the report of the local inspector : 
“ I beg to represent tiiat the bridewell at Ballybot is in a most unsatisfiictoi’y state, and has 
been for a long time tho subject of many complaints. Its structure was originally bad. Its 
accommodation quite insufficient ; and as a place of custody it is insecure. Tiiese evils are 
all aggravated by the utter inefficiency of the keeper, who i,s an old worn-out man. Dis- 
cipline and cleanliness appeal’ to be entirely lost sight of, nor is there any hope of improve- 
ment while the present keeper continues in charge of it. As it is at a greater distance from 
the county gaol than any of the other bridewells of the county, there are sometimes a 
considerable number of prisoners confined in it.”

The greatest number in gaol at one time during the past year tvas 273 — males 217, 
females 56. 

By the foregoing amount of prisoners, and by reference to the last report, it will, I regret, 
be found, that there aro 25 more in custody than at the period of the former inspection. For 
this number (212) the accommodation is 86 single, 5 solitary cells, and 16 rooms wkhbcds. 

The poor debtors continue still to ci’owd this gaol, but tlie Act which will como into ope- 
ration on the 1st November will contribute materially to the relief of the prison. The 
eleauliness and appearance of each department, under all circumstances, go far to prove the 
zeal and attention paid to the supervision of the establishment ; but the govoruor finds 
classification difficult, if not altogether impossible, to enforce. Some of the bedding appeared 
worn, but a now supply is to be issued after 1st October. The prisoner's ai’e clothed in 
prison dress. The solitary cells arc badly ventilated. 



Employnient and Schools. 

The prisoners arc kept constantly employed in the useful occupations of weavers, carpen- 
ters, tailors, shoemakers, clogniakers, smiths, painters, and glaziers. They aro occasionally 
employed in making tins for tho use of tlio prison. 

There are turnkeys who uudorstand the trades of smith, shoemaker, painter, and glazier. 
The schoolmaster teaches for two hours each day in tlic chapel.

I found this department, containing 48 prisoners, in very excellent order, under the care of 
a matron and assistant matron, who arc well experienced in their duties, but who are com- 
pelled, under the present circumstances of tlie prison, to apply tho cliaracters of those under 
their charfve as the only test of classification. The assistant matron acts as schoolmistress, 
and the pnsoners are employed in spinning, knitting, washing, making prison dresses and 
bedticks. . . , 

The laundry is badly arranged, and the great w.ant of a drying-room is evidenced by one ot 
the yards being kept in grass for drying clothes.

Brcakfist— 8 oz. of oatmeal made into stirabout, aud 1 piut of buttermilk. Dinner — I lb. 
wholemeal bread, and 1 ]unt of new-milk. The dietary appears quite correct, and the pro- 
visions, which are regulai-ly inspected by the chaplains, of good quality.

Ccne)'al Ohssi'vations. 

It may be easily inferred from my previous remarks, that I had every reason to bo con- 
vinced of the anxious and successful attention of the Board and of the experienced local 
inspector to the interests of this establishment. 

Tlie prison also bears ample testimony to tho careful supervision of the governor, Mr. 
GaHogly, whose responsibility is very much increased by the presence of 35 convicts under 
sentence of transportation. This unfortunate class Las become very troublesome, and some 
in consequence of insubordination and an attempt to escape, have been jilaced in irons ; but 
it is right to add, that tho law has been sti'ictly complied with in enforcing the powers 
intrusted to the Board of Superintendence. Indeed my inspection of the records of the 
gaol proves the small amount of punishment at any time inflicted. I sincerely hope that no 
obstacle will arise to retard the speedy commencement and completion of the necessary hos- 
pital accommodation, as suggested in the plan to which I have already referred. 



Brideiuells. 

Cootthill. — George Traynor, keeper, salary £30 per annum. The accommodation consists 
of five colls and day-room, and y.ard for males. Ono cell for fem.ales. A visiting-booli is kept. 
There is a supply of water. ' ^

The foregoing taUe shows, I regret, nn incrcise of 30 prisoners, 20 of whom (males) -were 
mider sentence of transportation.

The accommodation affords 83 single cells, V rooms with beds, 13 day-rooms, in addition 
to hospitals and kitchens.

General Ohservations. 



General observations. 



The whole appearance of this prison is evidence of the attention of tlie Board of Superin- 
tendence, which meets the first Monday in each month ; and the long experience of the local 
inspector contributes much to the successful supervision of the establishment, notwitlistanding 
the increased number confined. Some relief wDl be afforded by the discharge of poor debtors 
under the bill which will come into operation on the 1st November next. 

The turnkeys, who ai’e dressed in neat uniform, are men carefully selected, and are well 
acquainted with the performance of their responsible duties. A turnkey sleeps in each class, 
thus effecting the regularity and security of the prisoners. 

The name and offence of each prisoner (a system winch ought to be m every gaol) is 
inscribed over the cells. I cannot too much appreciate the plan adopted by tlie Board of 
appointing experienced and well conducted turnkeys, as keepers to the county bridewells.

Buncrana . — Tliis bridewell is well kept by Hugh Swan, who has a salary of £25 per 
annum. It contains 2 cells for males, with 4 beds in each ; and 2 colls for females, with 2 
beds in each ; 2 day-rooms, and 2 yards. The bedding is good. Tho supply of water is 
uncertain, depending on rain from the roof to a cistern. The keeper’s book is correct, but 
there is no visiting-book. Tho yard should not be kept in grass. Tlie walls are insecure- 
the privies affording au easy mams of escape. 

Glenties . — There are 2 cells for males, and 1 for females; and a yard ; 2 separate day- 
rooms, besides a kitchen and 2 rooms for the keeper, William Buchanan, who has a salary 
of £25 a year. The water from the pump being unfit for uso, the keeper reports that it must 
be carried from a distance. 

Donegal . — Besides apartments for the keeper, James Sharkey, who has a salary of £30 
per annum, there are 5 cells, with 1 daj^-room, and 2 yards. The keeper reports the water 
from the pump unfit for use, and that it must be supplied from tho river, which is adjacent 
to tho bridewell.

IS above, of Enniskillen gaol will show a decrease of 32 since the last 



annual inspection. Tlie number confineel, hoivcTOv, prefcnts proper classification from being- 
fully carried out. The netr gaol, wliicli has boon added to the old, has been completed, and 
is now occupied. The former contains 60 cells; the latter 36 ; and there are 15 rooms with 
beds. There is jio proper storage ; and I regret that there is pot a.ehanel, whieh -was a great 
omission in the plan for the new addition. There is not .any treadrinill. There has been a 
good forcing-pump erected, which affords an ample supply of ivater for all purposes. I 
found this prison, at a moment when my presence was not expected, clean, and very well 
regulated. The number of commitments for the past year were 97 1 — males 052, females 
319 ; and the re-commitments were only 17. 

Enxployment and Sohools. 

There is a schoolmaster, who pays regular attention to teaching ; but I may be permitted 
to suggest, that one more physically active might be engaged, -when the opportunity will 
occur for ade(iuately compensating, by superannuation, the present master. The male 
]>risoncr3 arc most usefully and profitably employed in weaving, tailoring, making shoes and 
clogs. I found also some employed in carpenter and cooper work. The frieze, linen, and 
tweed manufactured, arc of good quality, and make good clothing for both male and femedo 
prisoners. I must add, that all tlio prisoners appeared animated by a spirit of industry and 
anxiety to acquii-e knowledge in the respective trades in which they were engaged. 

Female Department. 

The female department has every appearance of being efficiently and properly superin- 
tended. The women wore all occupied in spinning, as a preliminary occupation to the very 
useful employment of the other prisoners ; but I regret much that there is no laundry. A 
day-room in, the old gaol, which is quite unsuited, is used fur the purpose. Indeed, it would 
appear that the female department, with tho exception of hospital accommodation, was 
entirely lost sight of in the plan for the recent addition. Tim crowded state of this clepart- 
mont (50 females and 2 children) prevents any useful system of government being carried 
out. There ia no regular school, but tlie matron teaches occasionally. 



. Dietary. 

Breakfast — S oz. oatmeal stir.about .and one pint of buttermilk. Dinner — 10 oz. oatmeal 
and 2 oz. rice, with one pint of new-milk. 

The provisions are good and sufficient, and there wore no complaints in rofcrcncc to the 
dietary.

It will he apparent, by the foregoing statements, that I had much reason to he pleased 
with the order and regularity which appeared to pervade the whole of this prison. I hope 
that the Board of Superintendence and the excellent and experienced local inspector, to 
whom great credit is due for their attention to the real interest of the prison, will consider 
-the Lest means of supplying the deficiencies to which I have taken leave to refer. The want 
of a good laundry is a sad deficiency in the female department of any gaol. The cook-house 
is entirely too small, and since the late addition, most inconveniently situated in reference to 
the entire gaol. Acook-house and store might bo built in the yard of the noi’th side of the 
prison. The present cooking-house could then be enlai’ged and converted into a board-room 
.and governor’s bouse, both of which I. need not say are much required This addition would 
admit of the apartments now occupied by the governor being added to the present too 
limited accommodation of the female department. The hitherto successful efforts of the 
governor in forwarding useful works by the employment of the prisoners, might give 
assurance to the Board, that under their sanction, he would, before the next annual inspection, 
accomplish, these great improvements without much expense to the county beyond the 
cost of the matcrims. In my remarks in the visiting-book I have called the attention of 
the Board to a breach of the Prison Act, in permitting two male prisoners to sleep in one 
cell. I was glad to perceive an oven and bake-house in course of erection; but it occurred 
to me tliat prisoners might effect their escape, if not closely superintended, from a wall near 
the oven, which leads to the main wall of the prison.

The number of commitments during the past year was 1,268 — males, 801 ; females, 467. 
There were but 12 re-commitments, namely — 2 males and 10 females. 

The accommodation here consists of 77 single cells, 20 day-rooms, and 17 rooms with 
beds. By comparison with the last annual inspection, it will he found that there is but one 
prisoner less in confinement. 

By the governor’s return it would appear, that the greatest number in custody at one 
time during the year, was 357— namely, males, 296 ; females, 61. I found the prison in a 
tolerable state oi cleanliness. The sashes of some windows aro rotten, and require glM;ing. 
Some of the cells were not occupied for want of bedding. There is an excellent supply of 
water ; and the sewers are kept clean and wholescane. The prison has a damp appearance, 
and the local inspector tells me that the walla are composed of a kind of stone which 
emits much damp in the winter season. There is a tread-wheel, which is constructed to 
supply water most usefully mid abundantly. Some- prisoners were without shoes — a 
deficiency to which I have called the attentioat of the £«a^. The master and poor debtors

have but one common yard. There are irorldng sheds, on the separate system, ^riuch has 
not been carried into operation, in consequence of the ov,ercrQ,wded state of the prison. 
There were 19 conyiets under sentence of transportation — 16 males and 3 females. If the 
cells unoccupied for want of bedding, were properly furnished, .the necessity of crowding 
so many into one cell would bo obviated. 

Employment and Schools. 

The clerk, who acts as schoolmaster, teaches in eacli class, and is assisted by the turnkeys. 
He keeps a good school registry, and considerable progress appears to have been made. I 
regretted to find no manufactures carried on. Tho prisoners’ clothing was being made, by 
contract, per suit, in the town. The prisoners were employed breaking stones; on the tread- 
mill, and other prison occupations. 

Female Departn\cnt, 

The female prisoners are confined in the old part of the prison — a dark, damp, cheerless 
building. I cannot understand why the large blocks of stone, which were originally placed 
in the windows, in addition to the iron grating, should be still left to obsti’uct air and light. 
The laundry is, of course, dark, and tEe necessary appendage of a drying-room is much 
wanted. Tlie yards are kept in grass plots for drying clothes, instead of being kept clean 
for the air and exercise of the female prisoners. The erection of a drying-room would 
remedy this evil. Tho matron, who appears evidently to understand her duties, is assisted 
by a female turnkey ; and school is taught for two hours each day in this class. 

Dietai-y. 

Ercakfast — 8 oz. meal made into stirabout, and 1 pint of new-milk. Dinner — 1 lb. of 
bread and half a pint of soup. The provisions are of excellent quality. 

Since my inspection tho lloard have altered the dietary, and made it in accordance with a 
circular issued from our office in April last. 



Boohs and Accounts. 

The books and accounts are fairly Icept, under the supervision of the local inspector, 
whose clerk is a very useful and intelligent officer. There are contracts at reasonable 
prices for bread, meal, meat, and milk.

I have alrea'lv made a memorandum calling the attention of the Board to some deficiencies; 
but the want of’tbe prisoners’ clothing, and the total absence of all useful trades and manu- 
factures, are circumstances not reflecting credit upon the management of this gaol. ^It has 
been 'svell ascertained that a proper system of trade and manufacture, conducted within a 
gaol, tends more to elevate the minds and improve the liabits of the unfortunate prisoners, 
than any other mode of government, whilst it renders the supervision of the gaol much leas 
irksome to tho offleers. The moral success of this system has also heen frequently proved 
in couvertinw men of sloth and indolonco into active and industrious members of sodety; and 
in many gaols manufactures have proved no less asource of morality and Immovement, than 
of regularity and profit. In reference to tho prison dresses, I must refer the Board to the 
seventy-eighth section of the Prisons Act, which cannot be misunderstood. 

I was glad to learn from tho local inspector, whose experience and good-will are far 
more apparent than his power to effect good, that tho windows were about to be repaired. 
I regretted to find the bridewells in so unsatisfactory a state, and I would suggest to tho 
Board to effect some arrangement with the local inspector to enable him to visit them 
occasionally.

Manorliamilton . — The keeper is Patrick Ferguson: annual’ salary, £30. There has been 
a new addition built containing three cells and one day-room, being the same accommodation 
as the old bridowoll affords. It appears that tho new portion has not as yet been furnished 
for prisoners by the Board of Superintendence, and is not properly attached to the old bride- 
well, there being no secure passage from one to tho other, always thus affording a ready 
means of escape to prisoners, especially as the bridewell keeper is not provided with tmy 
assistant. Then the privy could not have been more conveniently arranged (if it were in- 
tentionally), to induce prisoners to scale the walb and escape without the slightest injury to 
themselves. 'J'he old bridewell, as at present occupied, is in a very unsatisfactory state. In 
fact, no attention appears to be paid to cleanliness. The bedding is worn and bad; and as far 
as the confined limits of the yard would admit, the keeper had contrived to cut a crop of 
orass thereof, which the seventy of the weather had prevented him from converting into 
Say, previous to my visit. There were two male prisoners — one for furtlier exaraiaation, 
another upon a quarter sessions’ decree for £ I 2s., including costs. Tho latter had been con- 
fined in this bridewell for twenty-two days instead of having been lodged by the Sheriff on. 
the debtors’ side of tho county prison. The keeper’s book is intelligibly kept; but there is 
no visitors’ book, nor has tliere been for a length of time. The windows require repairs.

The windows 
require glazing. The hooks are fairly kept, but there is no visiting-book.

It maybe seen by reference to the report of 1846, that the number of_ prisoners has 
increased by 121, and since tho last report (1847), by 49, viz : — 1846, 87 prisoners ; 1847, 
169 prisoners; 1848, 208 prisonci-s. - 

The accommodation is still ample, consisting of 153 single cells and 17 rooms with beds, 
independently of other apartments in proportion. The prison is kept in the best possible 
order. The working sheds ai’o well adapted for carrying out the separate system ; and are 
supplied with water and towels. There is a senti*y box in each yard for the turnkeys, who 
superintend tho classes whilst at work. Tho solitary cells, of which there are 12, are well 
ventilated, but too cold to bo used in winter. Correct classification is observed with very little 
exception.' The day-rooms, which are numerous, and not all occupied, may yet, I hope, as 
heretofore suggested, be converted to some useful purpose of prison discipline. The bed- 
clothes and furnituvo arc all in good order; and sheets are used. Tho prisoners eat their 
meals in their respective cells. The greatest number in custody during the past year w.as— 
males, 161 ; females, 60 ; total, 221. The re-commitmcnts wore—malcs, 30 ; females, 35 : 
and the total committals during the past year— males, 934 ; females, 427 ; total, 1,361.

The lending library, which has boeii some time established here, affords additional means for 
useful and moral instruction. The prisoners are employed at stone-breaking, and sometimes 
tailoring, shoe-making, and at carpenter work. 



Female Department. 

This department is well condneted by the matron and her assistant. There were but two 

female debtors in custody. The matron applies character os the test of classification : 

perhaps the best that can be adopted in a populous city, such as Londonderry. The matron 
arid her deputy teach school for two hours daily. There is a very good laundry. A dryino- 
room would be a valuable addition. ®

General Observations. 



Here I had every reason to feel the same satisfaction as my predecessors, in finding this 
prison, notwithstanding its crowded state, under a judicious system of supervision. To the 
constant attention of the Board of Superintendence much is duo. Tho long experience of 
the local inspector renders his task comparatively easy; but his services are not the less to 
be valued. I have ventmed to refer, in my remarks in the visiting-book, to the long and 
f«thiul services of Mr. Kitchen, the governor. Tho uniform of the turnkeys, who sleep in 
the corridors, is peciiHar but very appropriate, having a “ key” depicted on the arm. Each 
cell has inscribed over it the religion of the prisoner, thus affordmg means to the officers. 
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to call out the prUonevs to their respective worships. The hall and passages are lighted North District. 

with gas. Sapper is allowed here in addition to the legal diet ; and when withheld proves 

salutary by way of punishment. In no case is it allowed to beggars or juvenile offenders, 
it speaks well for tlie people of tho county of Londonderry that no execution has taken place 
here for the last 23 years.

■ Newtoivnlhnamd>j There ai*c three colls for males and one for females. Tho prison 

is well kept, and tho book correct. The place appears damp. There should bo a fresh supply 
of bedding. It is to be regretted that there is no proper supply of water. Alexander Craig 
is tlie keeper — salary £15 per annum. 

Coleraiii". — The keeper, Andrew Gilmore, (salary £20,) has the bridewell ia very good 
order, and his book correct. There is no supply of water. Besides keeper’s apartments 
there are seven colls for male, and seven for female, prisoners. 

Magherqfelt. — The accommodation as reported of this bridewell, consists of four cells, a 
day-room, and yard for males ; two cells, a day-room, and yard for female prisoners. A 
good supply of water is had from a pump in cnch yard. The female apartments are on 
the upper floor, the male cells beneath. Tlie keeper, Samuel Armstrong, has an annual 
sal.ary of_£l5. 

Since the fprcgping w.as written tho escape of a prisoner from this bridewell has been 
reported : and it is to be lioped that the w.all of the yar.ds, which is at present hut 10^ feet 
high, will bo raised so as to render the prison more secure.

On the inspection for IS47 there were in custody 174. The greatest number of com- 
mittals during the past year was 268— males, 2 iG ; leinalcs, 52 : of these there were re-com- 
mitments 69 — males, 51 ; females, 18. Tho number confined here was, I regret, 10 more than 
on the last inspection, there being IS-i prisoners of all classes. The accommodation for this 
large number consists of 63 single, and 7 solitary colls. 

The troad-mill affords a plentiful supply of water, and the gaol is kept in a clean and evi- 
dently healthy state. Sheets are made in the gaol, and used by the prisoners. There is 
hut one yard for debtors of both classes. Tlic governor endeavours to enforce classification, 
hut is compelled, in consequence of the crowded state of the gaol, to mix untried prisoners. 

Emploi/ment and Schools. Employment and 

The clerk, who also acts as schoolmaster, teaches one hour each morninm in the school- 
room. 

There are three turnkeys, professing and teaching the trades of weaver, tailor, and 
carpenter : shoe-making is also carried on. The prisoners make bedticlcs, sheets, shirts, aud 
towellinm. The weaving-room is very well arranged and heated. The prisoners also grind 
corn ana make bread ; aud the corn-mill is worked by the prisoners. . , 

Female Department. 

There are 45 prisoners here under tho charge of a matron and a female turnkey, whose 
department was in a very satisfactory state. 

There is no separate accommodatioa for female debtors, and character is the only test here 
for classification. 

The accommodation for the prisoners consists of 5 airy rooms, with beds. 

The laundry^ is too small, and the want of a drying-room is much felt. The matron con- 
ducts a school in her department. 

Dietary. 

The dietary is according to rule, and of excellent quality. The bread is made, as will be 
seen, by tho prisoners, and costs about one penny per pound. 

Bre^fast — 8 oz. of meal made into stirabout, and one pint of buttermilk. Dinner 1 lb. 

of bread and one pint of new-milk.

The prisoners are kept steadily and constantly employed, under the supervision of intelli- 
gent officers. 

There is a kiln for drying corn in course of erection, and this and other improvements are 
provided for out of the profits of the -works. 

I have suggested that metal or iron bedsteads would be preferable to the loose wooden 
ones now in use.

Each class is taught there for aa hour daily. A registry is kept, and the profTess of the 
prisoners properly noted. * 

Female Department. 

This department is very confined — having only one day-room, tliree aleepiug-rooms, and 
a kitchen. There is no laundry, the kitclien being used for that purpose. 

The females are employed at noedlesvork, knitting, spinning, carding, washino', and 
picking oakum. They attend school for two hours daily. An assistant matron has been 
appointed since last inspection. 

Dietary. 

Breakfast — 8 oz. meal, made into stirabout, and a pint of buttermilk. Dinner 1 lb. of

The dietary is good and suflicieut. An extra allowancc.of half a pound of bread is given 
to each male convict, on bis performing a certain quantity of labour.

The hospital is a detached building, and appeared to be kept clean and in good. order; 
it is very limited in size, particularly the female ward. There liavo been only 36 cases of 
sickness admitted during the past year. Two male prisoners were in hospital on the day 
of my inspection. 

This department is carefully attended to by the surgeon. The medicines are supplied 
and compounded by the apothecary.

Much has been stated in former reports. respecting the insuffleieney of tliis gaol for prison 
purposes, but the evils arisin" from the present limited accommodation will shortly be 
remedied, as a new gaol, on the separate system, is in progress of being erected. Con- 
sidering the difficulties of clarification, it was satisfactory to observe tho successful efforts 
made for the supci-intendcnce of the whole establishment. 

The prisoners are provided with gaol clotliing and shoes. Tlicy appeared clean and 
orderly ; and the Governor, Mr. Lamb, is an attentive and exporieoecd officer. Pie will

Besides the debtors’ class and the day-rooms, the accommodation affords but sixteen- 
single and two solitary cells. Classification is not attempted. There were five convicts under 
sentence of transportation, placed in the same department with the untried prisoners. The 
iatorior of the gaol is clean, dry, and well ventilated ; and referring to the last annual report,, 
it is right to add, that the bedding is all new, and of good material. The surrounding area 
is not kept clean, and some of the prisoners might be employed to keep it in order. The 
prisoners are all comfortably clad. 

The commitments during past year were — males, 219 ; femiJes, 91 ; total, 310 : and the- 
re-commitments during same period — males, 48; females, 57 : total, 106. 

Employmmt and Schools. 

As hitherto, stone-breaking is the only employment. The prison dresses are made in the- 
town. There is no schoolmaster, nor any system of teaching. 

Female Department. 

There were eight female prisoners occupying one sleeping-room and one day-room. The- 
apartments were very clean, but the yard quite otherwise ; and, as the clothes are laid out. 
on it to dry, it should be cleaned of weeds, The females wash in the day-room, as there is 
neither Laundry nor drying-room. The room appropriated here for an hospital is incon- 
veniently situated, especially if there should be any contagious disease. It will be seen 
under its proper head, that the matron has a salary of £6 only. 

Dietary. 

Breakfast— Stirabout and new-milk. Dinner — Brown bread and buttermilk. 

The provisions aro good and reguhivly inspected ; but the dietary table has not beeu’ 
posted, as by law required, although reference has been made in the last report to this 
irregularity.

General Obsei'vatioTis. 

Althougli there still exists here many deficiencies, it was some satisfaction to find that a 
great deal of improTement had taken place since the last annual inspection. The governor 
has acquired experience, of which I hope he will continue to avail himself; and the zeal and 
benevolence of the local inspector (also recently appointed) will, no doubt, tend to promote 
the best interests of the establishment. Mr. Boylan, who kindly accompanied me through 
the gaol, suggested some valuable alterations, which I ti-ust he will submit to his colleagues, 
on the Board of Superintendence. It is sincerely to bo hoped too, that the board will take 
into consideration the importance of providing some mode of instruction for the unfortunate 
prisoners, especially as there is no system of trade or manufacture to occupy or improve them.

It is to be regretted that the foregoing statement proves an increase of thirtj^-eight prisoners 
mnce the former annual inspection, but the destitution of the people of this country which 
has certainly not diminished, might probably account for a much greater increase ; the 
accommodation consists of 138 single cells, and'tcn rooms with beds. Notwithstanding every 
adverse circumstance, the cleanliness and regularity of this prison have been amply sustained ; 
but I am bound to say, that if Captain Johnson’s recommendation on the former inspection, 
as to an increased supply of water had been carried out, much inconvenience and disease 
would have been obviated. There is, I regret, a deficiency in the clothing of the prisoners, 
and in reference to this I would refer the board to 78th see. 7th Geo. IV. 

Employment and Schools. 

The teaching is conducted by a turnkey who acts as schoolmaster. The system of Na- 
tional Education has been adopted, and an inspector from the National Board occasionally 
visits. The male prisoners are employed in stone-breaking, whitewashing, painting, paving, 
tailoring, and working on grounds attached to the piusou. The females are employed in 
knitting, washing, repairing bedding, and in making and repairing their own clothes. 

Female Department. 

This department is equal in cleanliness, order, and regularity, with the rest of the prison, 
and the female officers appear most anxious to inculcate tlio reformatory principles so 
zealously and efficiently sustained by the governor. It is to be regretted that the deneiency 
in the supply of water should prevent the female prisoners from being more extensively oc- 
cupied in washing in their own department, A drying-room would be a most judicious 
addition to the operations of the laundry. 

Dietary. 

Breakfast — 8 oz. of oatmeal, 1 pint of buttermilk. Dinner — 1 lb. of bread and 1 pint 
of new-milk. 

Books and Accounts. 

It is very satisfactory to observe the clear and distinct manner in which the books and 
accounts are kept. I find that the expenditure of this prison for the support of the prisoners, 
from Spring Assizes to Summer Assizes, 1848 — commencing 4th March, and ending 22nd 
July, inclusive — amounts to £1,157 19a. ^\d.

Tho still overcrowded state of this gaol trill be apparent from my foregoing observations ; 
but notwithstanding the tbfficnlties naturally arising therefrom, I am bound to pay my 
tribute of admiration to the system of regularity, deanliness, and ventilation which per- 
vades tho whole establishment. Having visited the prison at a moment when ray presence 
was quite xme-xpected, it was most gratifying to obsei’vo the order and subordination to which 
both officers and prisoners were evidently subject ; and as I have remarked in the visiting- 
book, the state of tho ■^vliole establishment is highly creditable to the governor, the Board 
of Superintendence, and the local inspector. 

Bridewells. Bridevjells. 

Belbnullet . — The keeper is named James Casey; has a salary of £l 0 per annum. The 
accommodation consists of 2 cells for males below, and 2 colls for females above. The 
Bridewell ■was being newly constructed, an improvement much required, but the accommo- 
dation is by no means adequate for tlie number of prisoners often confined here, especially 
at the annual sessions of tho peace held in the inontli of July. 

Ballina . — The koepoi*, Michael O’Connor, has an annual salary of £10. The accommo- 
dation consists of 7 colls and 2 yards. There is no proper separation for males and females, 
and the recominondation in tho last annual report as to a proper supply of water has not 
been carried into effect. Tlio bridowoll is very properly kept, and tho books all correct. 

Ballinrohe . — Tho keeper is William F. Kelly, and the yearly salary £10. There are 
10 cells, 3 day-rooms, and 2 yards; the latter should be gravelled and not kept in grass as 
at present. The bedding is quite insufficient, and the wmdows require gl.azing. There is 
no proper visiting-book. 

Westport. — Bridewell contains 7 sleeping colls, with 2 rooms and 2 yards. The goveimor, 
■who reports it woU kept and clean, complains of there being no proper supply of water.

Tho accommodation consists of 102 single colls, and 18 Cells of larger size, together with 
tho usual addition of yards, day-rooms, and two hospitals.' 

There were forty-two prisoners (including one female) under sentence of transportation. , 
The great number thus confined necessarily interferes with proper classification ; and it is to 
be lamented in reference to this gaol, as well as to others similarly circumstanced, that the 
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large increase during the year in the number of convicts throughout Ireland, prevents tlie Noutu Dtsiaici. , 
Government from immediately removing this unfortunate and troublesome class of prisoner. cov.rUvon4eaihGaot 
The bedding is all of excellent quality ; the whole prison was in the cleanest order, and "^aiTtm. ’ 
is very well ventilated. It was noted in a former report as damp, but it appeared dry and 
comfortable on the day of my inspection. Tho prisoners eat their meals in their cells, and 
there were no complaints maido by any of them. 

There is an ample supply of good water through every department, and the solitary cells, 
which form a distinct part of the building, have an apparatus for heating them when 
necessary. 

Employnient and Schools. Employment and 

The male prisoners are employed tailoring, shoe-making, carpentering, weaving, winding, 
aud stone-breaking. Sheeting and frieze for the prison are made. 

The schoolmaster, who is most attentive, teaches regularly aud keeps a book of proficiency. 

The females are employed carding and spinning wooilen yarn, sowing, knitting, and washing. 

The books in use are well selected and instructive; and I was gratified to be assured by 
tho Roman Catholic chaplain, that he and the, Protestant chaplain were quite agreed as to 
the nature of the hooks to be supplied. 

Female Department. Fcmule Department. 

The number of females confined was sixty-two, being an increase of forty-one since last 
iuspection. The matron, who has been, as recommended, supplied with an assistant, deserves 
credit for tho rcgulai-ity and clc.anliness of her portion of the establishment. A fevir females 
were without shoes, which the governor promised to supply. The matron teaches regularly 
as I was assured, bub docs not keep a scliool registry. The females arc employed as noted 
above, and also make and mend slvirts and bed-tickens. The want of a laundry here is a 
great deficiency ; the cold, damp, uneovorod areas where the prisoners are compelled to wash, 
must, in my opinion, contribute m\rch to generate disease. It is to be hoped that theBoai’d 
of Superintendence ^7ill obtain funds from the Grand Jury, in order to remedy such an evil.

Notwithstanding its crowded state, I feel pleasure in commending the very regular and 
efficient system of government adopted in the gaol of Trim. The Board of Superinten* 
dence have devoted much and successful attention to the management of this fine prison, 
and I have no doubt that their views and wishes have been fmthfully interpreted by the 
governor, Mr. Smartt, whose experience and zeal have been attended with such happy 
results. Mr. Smartt has indeed grown old in tlie seiwice, but his zeal and anxiety for the 
best interests of the establishment are by no means diminished. It is my duty, however, 
to state my impression, that it is imperative on tho Grand Jury to appointa local inspector, 
and in support of my opinion, I venture to refer the Grand Jury to 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74, 
sections 65, 66, 67, 108, and to rales 13, 14, and 24 of the 109th section. 



Bridewells. 

Navan. — This bridewell is cleanly and regularly kept by Richai'd Gerravd, who has an 
annual salary of £40. It contains on on© side eight cells, one day-room and yard for 
males ; and similar accommodation on the other side for females. The bedding is in good, 
order. The books are properly kept, and there is an abundant supply of water. 

Kells. — The report furnished of this bridewell coincides with my inspection of Navan. 
The keeper, David Greenwood, has a salary of £40 per annum.

By reference to the last report, when 180 prisoners were in custody, it will appear that 
there were 6 less confined on the day of my inspection; but this decrease was not on the 
mminal side, being attributable to the discharge of 45 debtors under the new bill, on the 1st 
November, the day previous to my visit. The prison, which was constructed in 1826, is 
still overcrowded, but the best means are adopted for its management. It is kept very clean 
and well ventilated. There is a sufficiency of water supplied by the working of the tread- 
wheel. The prisoners are clothed ; and the local inspector promised to supply shoes 
which are required, to some prisoners committed the day before my visit. I have suggested 
to the local inspector to renew, before the severity of winter, some of the blankets, which are 
much worn. 



The accommodation here at present consists of 68 single, and 7 solitary cells, 13 rooms 
with beds, and 9 day-rooms. 

The number of committals during the past year was— males, 843; females, 269; and 
the re-committols — males, 18 ; females, 26. The greatest number confined at one time during 
last year— ma]es,_208 ; females, 66. The turnkeys wear uniform, and steep within the gaol. 



Employment and Schools. 

A steady and intelligent turnkey acts as schoolmaster — teaches regularly, and keeps a 
school registry.. There is very little work here for the prisoners at present. Some are 
shoe-maldng, and, of course, stone-breaking, and at the tread-wheel. I need not 
add what am improvement it would he if the prison clothing (the mat^ial for which ia bought 
ana made by contract outside the gaol) was partially, if not entirely, manufactured by the 
prisoners. The crowded state of the gaol is the cause alleged for the total a.bsence- of any 
meful and profitable works.

The female prisoners are in charge of a respectable matron and her assistant, who keep Cov.niy of Monaghan 
their department in very creditable order. They teach the females, and keep a school* Gao?,

The prisoners are employed in sewing, knitting, washing, and making the clothing for 
juvenile male prisoners. There wore no female debtors ; five had been in custody, but were 
discharged on the 1st November. Some of the bhinkets in this depairtment also require 
renewal. The laundry is very small, and a drying room would be a useful and valuable 
addition. 

Dietary. Dietary. 

Breakfast — S oz. of meal in stirabout, and a pint of buttermilk. Dinner — 1 lb. of bread, 
and a pint of new*milk. 

The dietary is excellent. There were'no complaints of either its quality or suffidency. 

The provisions are regularly inspected. The contract for milk, which will be found under its 
proper head, appears high ; but I was assured by the local inspector and physician that 
■mill- has been scarce, and consequently dear, in Monaghan. 

Books and Accounts. Books and Acccmiits. 

The hooks and accounts, kept by John Temple, the chief turnkey, a very experienced 
and valuable officer, are quite correct. The contracts being half-yearly, the accounts are 
cheeked accordingly. There are regular pass hooks kept for all articles supplied. The 
punishment book is satisfactory evidence of strict i*cguIatiou, and of the undeviating adherence 
to the legal authority reposed in the governor, whose zeal and humanity, under aU circum- 
stances, have been successful in securing subordination.

Sospitfils. Hospitals. 

There are two hospitals, male and female, situated at a distance from each other. The 
want of baths here is a great deficiency, and well worthy of the attention of the hoard. 

The medicines are compounded by an apothecary on very reasonable terms ; and nothing 
can be more satisfactory tbam the cleanly appearance of both hospitals. Doctor M‘Dowell’s 
zeal and attention have been, under Providence, most successful in effecting the present 
healthy condition of the prison. His salary is hut £73 16s. while his professional visits 
in the year were 317. There were only eleven deaths in this gaol during the past year; 
and no infectious disease on the day of my inspection. 

Lunatics, Lunatics. 

There were eight male lunatics, who were kindly treated and divided amongst the classes. 

This plan is well intended ; bnt I would prefer having them kept apart, and superintended 
(if a turnkey cannot be spared) by well-conducted prisoners.

The exact supervision and general state of tKs gaol reflect much credit on the Board of 
Superintendence, the local inspector, and the governor. It is to be regretted, as in all 
crowded prisons, that proper classification is constantly prevented ; but nothing is to be more 
lamented than the want of employment amongst its inmates, at improving, useful, . and 
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Bridewells.

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profitable trades. It has been clearly proved that such employment, TFhea judiciously and 
porsereringly carried out, not only contributes to the facile and effective management of a 
gaol, but frequently tends to convert slothful and indolent habits into those of industry and 
perseverance. 

The authorities here are creditably anxious to act as much as possible upon the separate 
system, but vvithout further accommodation such cannot be sufficiently enforced. Referrino- 
to the successful and perfect system at Belfast, to the liberal improvements made .at Armagh, 
and to the ground belonging to the gaol of this county, it might be well ivorthy the con- 
sideration of the Grand Jury to endeavour to extend a system embracing employment 
and discipline, calculated at once to improve and to reform. 

Bridewells. 

Clones. — This bridewell, which has just been erected, affords two cells for males, two for 
females, and two for day-rooms. The keeper, John Kelly, has the small salary of £10, and 
sleeps apart from the bridewell. Tliero is no supply of water. The whole is most incou- 
veniently aud injudiciously arranged ; and I cannot conceive how the Board of Superin- 
tendence or the Grand Jury could have approved of such a plan. 

Castlehlaney. — The keeper, Richard Mitchell, at a salary of £40, has his bridewell in very 
good order, and his book correct. I have requested the local inspector of Monaghan to 
supply a visiting-book, pursuant to 62nd sec. of Prisons Act. There are four cells for males, 
and three for females. The separation is very well .'uranged. And as so many as 20 males 
and 15 females can be accommodated here, it might be judicious to afford a female turnkey, 
as it is difficult for the keeper to superintend the female class.- 

CarHoTcmacrosa This bridewell has one room, containing six beds for males, a,nd one 

containing four beds for female prisoners. There is a supply of water. The keeper, 
Archibald Temple, has an annual salary of £30. 

Balhjbay — Tliis bridewell, referred to in former reports, has been nbolished by the 
Grand Jury.

Tim gaol still continues overcrowded, there being two more in custody Ihiin on the Inst 
inspection. There wiw a much larger number confined daring the past y4r, namely, at one 
time 371, composed ot SOS males and 63 fcm.ales. I found the prison very clean, and wearing 
evory appearance of order .and regularity. The governor enforces classification as far as its 
crowded state will admit ; but the presence of tliirty-seven convicts, as in every such case, 
materially interferes with the salutary government of tho establishment. The boddinw is 
m good order; but tho clothing of the prisoners is stiU dcficiont, although the attention ofthe 
board was specially directed _to_this matter in tho last report of tlie Inspector-General, 
liitme 13 at present a house building in tho female prison, which will contain a laundry, a 
drying-room, a stove, a store, and apartments on the second story for the matron. 'The 
aecommodation for prisoners of all classes consists of 61 single cells, 20 rooms with bods, 
and 8 day-rooms, exclusive of hospital, kitchen, and laundry. 



Employment and Schools, 

The prisoners are very usefully employed in shoe-making, carpentry, coopering, tailoring, 
mat-making and weaving. These works have proclucod'some profits, and seem to be, so far, 
well couduoted under tho master of works, who perioctly understands his duties; but it is to 
be regretted that prisoners’ clothes have not been made within the gaol, instead of nianu- 
lacturmg hnen for the county infirmary, notwithstanding tliat the account shows a clear 
protit to the county. The sheets and bed-ticlcens used in the gaol are manufactured here, 
mere has been no school for some time in this gaol ; and when this important matter was 
last Di ought under the notice of the board, a minute was entered that “tliorc were no funds 
lor such a purpose.” 

Female Department.

I am of opinion that the dietary is good and sufficient. One prisoner hoirever, under 
charge of murder, complained of the roillc ; but on reference to the Roman Catholic cliaplain 
and physician, I did not consider the complaint properly sustained. His own healthy and 
robust appearance was by no means corroborative of the grievance. 

Boohs andAccoimts. Books and Accounts. 

The books and accounts are cleaidy and satisfactorily kept. The clerk, who also fills the 
situation of steward, is a very intelligent and useful officer. 

It was gratifying to find that there has been considerable profit on the works within the 
prison. Up to summer asszes, 1848, the sum of £180 12s. 10c?. has been placed to the 
credit of the prison, and the cost of the new building in course of erection is to be thus 
defrayed. The governor keeps his own calendar.

General Observations. Genenilobservatioin. 

I have reason to be satisfied with the improved condition of this prison, for which credit, 

I am sure, is justly due to the Board of Superintendence. The governor is evidently 
acquainted with all matters appertaining to his paa’ticular duties, hut he has been too short a 
period in office to enable him to prove the value of the zeal and experience whicli I am sure 
he possesses. He is the last of three governors appointed to this gaol within a short period, 
and I am quite convinced that frequent changes in the management of any establishment can 
never tend to its good or safe government. 

I must direct the attention of the Grand Jury, and of the Board of Superintendence, to 
the wretched state in which many of the prisoners JU’e, (and as it would appear by the last 
report were,) clad. For this state of things there appears to be no apology, as the Inspector- 
General on the last inspection gave an order, pursuant to 87th sec. 7 Geo. IV. cap. 74, for 200 
suits, which order has never been carried into force ; and I consider this neglect to have been 
as manifest as it was an unjustifiable breach of the salutary and humane provisions of the 
Act of Parliament. It is to be deplored that the prisoners should have been so long 
deprived of the advantages of a weu-establishod system of teaching, and I trust that the 
small amount required for this purpose will bo presented at the next assizes.

By referring to the last Annual Eeport, it will be found that there has been an increase 
of 31 prisoners since that period. This increase, I should say, has been chiefiy in the 
number of convicted felons, there being now 95 of that class, and only 66 in the previous 
inspection. 

There are 84 single cells, 2 1 rooms with beds, exclusive of solitary cells, and hospital accom- 
modation. All the day-rooms, but one, have been furnished with beds. The cells are all clean, 
and properly furnished with the necessary beds and bedding, besides sheets. The storage is 
excellent, and the condition of the prisoners’ private clothing is most praiseworthy. luleed 
the whole prison is well ventilated, and presents the gratifying appearance of a healthy and 
well-regulated establishment. The perfect application of the tread- wheels (of wliich there are 
three) to an ample supply of water throughout the prison, and the clearing of the sewers, 
has mainly contributed to the freedom from disease enjoyed by the inmates of the gaol. 
Working sheds have been erected in the yards; and thus the prisoners are kept constantly 
and usefully employed. The chapel, I must say, is too small, and badly arranged. The 
solitary colls, of which there are 5, and which are well constructed, are warmed in winter 
by hot air tubes. 

Employment and Employment and Schools. 

_ The male prisoners are employed in shoe-making, tailoring, not and mat-making, oakum- 
picking, and making bone manure. The females are engaged in sewing, knitting, washing, 
and other prison duties. An intelligent turnkey conducts a school in the male class, and 
some prisoners have made good progress ; but tlie overcrowded state of the prison, added 
to the confusion caused by the lunatics especially, have prevented any teaching being 
canned on. for some time in the female department. The prison clothing is made in the 
gaol. 

Female Depaitment. Female Department. 

I found this department in the same good order as the rest of the prison. There 
were 50 female prisoners, including 16 lunatics. The latter were troublesome in the 
extreme; and the constant attention which they require inevitably entails a suspension of 
those salutary rules essential for the due management of the prisoners. The laundry is on 
a good construction, and was undergoing repairs on my inspection. The drying-room is 
very well arranged. The school-room, which has been rendered useless from the circum- 
stances already referred to, has been converted into a sleeping-room.

Breakfast — 8 oz. of Indian meal stirabout, and 1 pint of new-millc. Dinner 4 lbs. of 

potatoes, and 1 pint of buttermilk. 

The provisions appear to be of excellent quality, and sufficiently supplied.

The hospital was in very good order ; and a proper separation between the male and 
female wards. The compounding department, wmch is superintended by an efficient 
apothecary, who is salaried, is most conveniently arranged. Dr. Lynne pays constant, and, 
as it would appear, most successful attention to the he^th of the prisoners. Dr. Little, the 
snrgeon of the county infirmary, affords his valuable advice whenever called upon. There 
were but 13 deaths (males, 10, and females, 3,) within the year preceding my inspection, 
on which occasion there was not a patient infected with any contagious disease.

The Board of Superintendence meets on the first Monday in every month ; and the state 
of the whole establishment affords ample testimony of the zeal and efficiency with which their 
duties are performed. 

General Observations. Generalobservations. 



On the day of my inspection I had the pleasure of meeting the following members of the 
Board of Superintendence, who most kindly accompanied me through the prison ; John Wynne, 
James Wood, Jemmet Duke, and Knox Barret, Esqrs. My foregoing observations will 
more amply testify than any thing I can here add, the judicious system which, under many 
ffifficulties, regulates the whole of this most important and interesting establishment. The 
local inspector is evidently experienced in, and devoted to, the duties appertaining to his 
office. And it is hut fair to add, that the governor, his deputy and subordinates, appear 
well acquainted with their respective duties. Classification is carried out to the extent 
which the present crowded state of the prison will admit ; but the board justly complain of 
the injury which discipline constantly undergoes by the detention of so many convicts under 
sentence of transportation : 10 of the latter class tave been confined here for more than a 
year since their conviction, and 4 for more than a year and a half.

Ballymote . — The keeper of this bridewell is Jackson Hawkesby, who has a salaiy of 
£40 per auTniTn. He complains that one of the chimneys continually smokes — a d^ect 
which ought, if possible, be remedied. The privies have been most injudiciously placed, 
affording from the roof a tempting and easy escape for prisoners. There are hut four cells — 
two for msdes, and two for females — an accommodation totally inade<juate for the numbers 
necessarily conned at Quarter Sessions. The local inspector, Captain Fawcett, haa under- 
taken to supply a visiting-book, which the keeper requires.

There was a decrease of 20 prisoners, as compared with the number confined at the last 
inspection ; but still the gaol was overcrowded. Proper classification is, however, observed. 
The prison is kept in clean and very creditable order. The tread-wheel affords a good 
supply of water. The bedding is excellent, and shoots aro used. There is bat one common 
yard for debtors of both classes. There aro no moans of enforcing the sentence of solitary 
confinement ; but the old chapel, which is entirely too small, might- be easily converted to 
this purpose, if a new one were erected. Tho greatest number in custody at one time, 
during the year was, males, 323 ; females, 90. 

The accommodation afforded consists of G9 single cells, IT rooms with beds, and 11 day- 
rooms, besides the hospitals and kitchens. Tho dress of male prisoners is made of barragon. 



Employment and Schools. 

A tuimkey acts us schoolmaster, and teaches for two hours eacli day in tho classes. The 
employment for prisoners here is, I regret, very limited. Some are employed shoe-making, 
tailoring, and carpentering. Toe governor was obliged to remove the weaving looms m 
order to afford further accommodation. 

Female Department. 

The female department, which is in the old prison, is entirely too small for the number of 
prisoners confined (77, and 4 in hospital). There is no separate accommodation for debtors 
hero ; mistress and pauper debtors being confined in ono small room, without any yard for 
their accommodation. So many as 27 females are obliged to sleep in one room. The 
matron, who certainly requires au assistant, is unable to devote any of her time to teaching 
school, in consequence of tho vigilant superintendence so large a number reqmro at her 
hands. 

Dietary. 

Breakfast — 8 oz. meal in stirabout, and 1 pint of buttermilk. Dinner — 1 lb. of broad, and 
1 pint of sweet-milk.

General Observations. General observations. 

The state in which I found this gaol, as far as regards its superintendence and manage- 
ment, evinced the vigilance and attention of the Board of Superintendence, the local 
inspector, and the governor. But there are radical defects here, especially in the female 
department, which ought to be remedied. I do not however pretend, under present circum- 
stances, to suggest any outlay, which it is more the province of the Grand Jury to decide. 

It is indeed a sad reflection, that young virtuous females committed for trifling offences, 
should, from want of accommodation, bo compelled to associate with those perhaps of 
immoral character and dissolute habits. I was glad to learn from the governor, who 
appears devoted to the interests of the establishment, that the board had given directions 
to fit up shops for the looms in one of the inner yards. Tho boai’d have also recommended 
an application to be made at the next jwesentment sessions for the erection of sheds in the 
front yard, with separate stalls. This would be a great improvement, as the former shed has 
been converted into a turf house. I have taken leave to call attention to the quality of the 
prisoners’ clothing, which is quite too light for the winter ; and iu this opinion the doctor of 
the gaol concurs. 

Bridewells. Btidewelb. 

Strabane. — This bridewell is well kept. It contains, for males, two cells with three beds in 
each, one day-room, and a yard ; for females, a room witli three beds, and a day-room. The ' 
keeper, James Murphy, has a salary of £30 per annum ; his book is well kept. There is 
not a visiting-book, as recommended in the last report. There is a good supply of water. 

Clogher. — There are here for males, two rooms with beds, one solitary cell, a day-room, a 
kitchen, and a yard ; for females, two rooms with beds, one single cell, a day-room, and yard. 

The keeper reports that he requires two additional beds; bis sal.Ti’y is £30 per annum.

The greatest number in gaol at one time during the past year was 228 — males, 170; 
females*°68 : of which the re-commitments were 23 — males, 15; females, 8. There were 
18 mo^ prisoners confined on the day of my visit than at the last inspection. There 
were 60 under sentence of transportation — ^namely, 48 males, and 2 females. The aecom- 
mo'dcation afforded is, 91 single, and 6 solitary cells; 11 rooms with beds, besides the usual 
number, in proportion, of day-rooms and yards. The prison was clean and well regulated, 
but, under its present circumstances, proper classification is impossible ; three are lodged 
in one cell, one of whom must sleep on the ground, owing to the narrowness of the 
bedsteads.

Hospitals. 

_ The health of this gaol is now m a very satisfactory state, but the hospital is not suffi- 
mently large in proportion to the size and accommodation of the prison. It consists of separate 
departments, three rooms in each. It is kept very clean. Dr. Ferguson, of the county 
inhrmary, who receives no salary, has been very constant and successful in his attendance te 
the sanitoy requirements of the prison. An apothecary receives £42 per annum for medi- 
cine. There were but 6 deaths during the past year.

General Observations. 

The cleanliness and regularity of this prison, overcrowded as it is, reflect credit on the 
management which thus effected its present satisfactory appearance. The Board of 
buperintendence ^dthe local inspector have been ansious and vigilant ; and the governor, 

Mr. l yn-ell, and his deputy, appear to have carried out with zeal and efficiency the views, 
and wishes oi their superiors. 

The inevitable difficulties of a crowded gaol are sadly increased by the constant presence 
ol 48 male feloj^, under sentence of transportation, many of whom here have proved them- 
selves very ill-disposed. However, the governor has succeeded in maintaining subordination, 

\ infriQging on the rules of classification, without which it Ls been proved 

that hude moral improvement can be effected amongst the unfortunate inmates of a prison. 
y}° , ® regretted that the chapel is so small, but such original mistakes in architecture 
“f* impossible, to remedy. The back wall of the new prison, governor’s 
hpase, and chapel, which bad been damp for many years, has been pointed wiSi Roman 
cement, and thus made this part of the building very dry. It was satisfactory to learn that 
the prisoners performed a great portion of this work. ^ ’

The large proportion of females included in the foregoing list seems worthy of observation. 
The whole number was less than at the time of the last inspection by 49, and considerably 
below the average. At the end of last Ma;f it was 297. Even with this diminution, how- 
ever, the number of cells being only 71, it is impossible to carry on a sj'stem, approaching 
to separation, with any degree of efficiency. The prison, I was informed, was dry, and 
the drainage good ; but I regret to find that the recommendation formerly made by 
Captain Johnson, that by means of a proper forcing-pump a stream of water should be sent 
through the privies, has not yet been adopted. At present it is necessary^ to open the 
sewers every year, in order to clean them out effectually. No classification is attempted 
beyond that prescribed by the Act ; and I found the remark of Sir N. Fitzsimon in his last 
report, as to mixing together vagrants and felons, was still applicable, although they are 
separated at night. I would strongly recommend that some arrangement might be made 
by which the boys might be placed oy themselves. Silence is the rule, which b enforced to 
some extent in the male department ; and tiiere are a good many punishments inflicted for 
the breach of it. 

The prisoners take their meals in'the day-rooms t formerly this was done in the cells, and 
there does not appear to have been any sufficient reason for departing from this praclice. 
The governor promised that he would use his endeavours to re-establish it. Gaol clothes are 
given to all except vagrants, and those committed for short periods. All the lipen is 
washed in the gaol. The washing ti’oughs for the prisoners are placed in passages adjoining 
the day-rooms, which strikes me as much preferable to the plan adopted in most prisons, of 
having them in the open yards. There have been some attempts at escape lately — one by 
removing the stones of one of the chimneys, and these have not yet been replaced.^ 

The wooden bedsteads alluded to in the last report have been removed ; but as in most of 
the cells a large iron bedstead is placed, in which three prisoners are obliged to sleep, I 
would recommend that these should be replaced by hammocks, or cots, which might easily he 
slung lengthwise. The tacks and some of the blankets are much worn ; but as tbe whole of the 
bedding is to be inspected by tbe board on the 6th instant, what is deficient in ^s respect 
will then he ordered to he made up. In one only- of the buildings (that occupied by the 
weavers) the rooms are warmed by a hot-water apparatus. 



Employment and Schools. Employment and 

The prisoners are principally employed in stone-breaking, shoe and nail making, weaving 
and carpentry and tin-work. There is also a tread-wheel, which is used for pumping water. 

All the gaol shirts and shoes are manufactured here, and liie other clothing made up. The 
tin-work and nails required are likewise supplied. The weaving is found the most profitable 
employment here as elsewhere, as well as that which is soonest learned. 

There is no schoolmaster ; but each turnkey instructs his own class in the day-room for 
two hours. Two prisoners are employed as cooks. 



Female Department. Female Department. 

This department, ^ has been before remarked, is sadly deficient in accommodafion, there 
being only 18 cells. By the proposed extension (which has not yet been sanctioned, but 
will be brought forward at the next special sessions), 12 cells and 2 day-rooms would be 
gained. At present the crowded state of the wards prevents any proper classification; but 
the cleanliness of the place, and the good order observable in the prisoners, are very credit- 
able to the matron. The women who are committed for any length of time receive school- 
instruction for about two hours a day from the matron and her assistant. A drying-room 
attached to the laundry is much wanted. 

Dietary. Dietary. 

Breakfast — 1 Ih. of bread, half Indian meal and half second flour, and 1 pint of buttermilk. 

Dinner 8 oz. of meal, half oatenmeal and half Indian meal, with 1 pint of new-milk. 

Complaints were made to me by the prisoners of the quality of the provisions, hut on 
tasting them I found them good and wholesome. They are regularly inspected by the 
ch^lains. 

The bread is supplied by contract, the price being l|d. per Ih. The other contracts are, 
oatmeal, 13j. per cwt. ; Indian meal, 9s. ; new-milk, pei* gallon, \ buttermilk, per 
gallon, 2|d. 
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BooTcs and Accounis, 

The hooks appear very correctly kept ; those relating to the daily consumption and 
TTorking accounts, by the deputy-governor, under the supervision of the local inspector. 
The system of checks appears sufficient. 

The by-laws are not kept in a printed form, but one printed copy is suspended at the gate. 

Officers. 

The officers’ visits since, the commencement of the year have been —

The local inspector, A. Fifczmaurice, Esn., has only lately been appointed; and this 
gentleman’s exertions in the performance of his duli«, as appears more particularly in the 
introduction of a perfect system of work accounts, seem to augur well for tiie future. In the 
last report it is stated that an additional turnkey was about to be appointed. This contem- 
plated addition to the staff I regret to say has not taken place ; and the present number is 
cert.'unly insufficient. They all sleep in the gaol, and wear a neat uniform. 

Hospital. 

The hospital accommodation appeal’s good and sufficient. There were 20 occupants 
when I was there. 

Lunatics. 

There were foui' lunatics, 2 males and 2 females, mixed with the other classes, and very 
inoffensive. 

Board of Svperintmdoice. 

The Board meets on the first Monday in every month, when there is generally a good 
attendance of members. The accounts aro then looked over and the contractors paid. 

General Ohservations. 

This prison appears to be kept in a very satisfactory state of deanliness and discipline 
by the goveraor, Mr. M'Dowell, whose successful attempts to introduce a regular system of 
trade work, do him much credit. 

A practice exists here in common with most other gaols, of having no night-watch, the 
prisoners being left in their ceils without any inspection. T cannot but think that this is an 
error which might lead to serious conseq^uences, and ought hy all means to be rectified. 

A very great inconvenience results to the prison, from a garden which immediately 
adjoins the outer wall, opposite to the female depai’tment. Any person mounting this wall 
might converse hy signs with the women ; and I understand that prohibited ai-ticles are 
constantly thrown over. Measures should be taken to obtain possession of this ground, and 
throw it into the limits of the prison, otherwise tliis evil must unavoidably continue.

This is within one of the number at the time of the last inspection. The greatest number at 
one period during the past year was 566. The accommodation for these is 84 single cells on 
the male side, and 31 on the female, and nine rooms with beds. The gaol is situated in an 
open, dry spot, and the drainage is well constructed, but the fall hardly sufficient. There is 
an ample supply of water from a spring, which is pumped by hand into a cistern on the top of 
the building — ^mence directed through every part of the prison, and forced through the sewers 
generally once a week, which is found sufficient to cleanse them, and compensate for the other- 
wise imperfect drainage. There is no night-watch going rounds within the wards. The dassifi- 
cation is according to the Act ; and in addition, there is a class composed of the best and worst 
characters, with respect to whom a system approaching to the separate is adopted. These 
(generally boys) are kept in their colls, except when at meals or exercise. For tMs purpose 
29 cells, warmed hy hot water pipes, are appropriated ; ten of these, however, being rather 
small are only occupied at night. With respect to the other classes, silence is not attempted 
to he enforced to any extent ; but communication is prevented as much as possible. 
Formerly the prisoners ate their meals in their cells; but astliis, from the crowded state of the 
building, is nowimpractieable, the day-rooms and work-slieds are used for this purpose. _ There 
are two baths — one in the hospital, the other occasionally made use of hy the prisoners. 
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The solitarr cells, liai-dly differing from the others, accept in possessing shutters as means South Disthict. 

of darkening them, arc Tery little dreaded as a ymnishment. Besides the nsnal necessaries — - 

in the yards, regular water-closets are constructed in some of the wards ; and the washing- 

places supplied with towels on rollers, apj>eared to me very convenient. In general cots are 

made use of instead of bedsloads, hj which laudable practice considev.able space is saved ; 

but I regretted to observe that in some of tlio rooms the bedding is obliged to bo laid on the 

floors . In a great many of the cells four prisoners sleep in cots ; and for them sufficient 

ventilation is sought to be obtained by having, in the window, a perforated plate of zinc. 

The ward containing those summarily committed was lamentably crowded — 45 being 
congregated in an unusually small day-room.

Notwithstanding the difficulty occasioned by the very full state of l.ho prison, the governor 
contrives (much to his credit) to find employment for all the inmates. The turnkeys perform 
the part of trade instructors ; and besides stone-breaking, the tread-wheel, and pumping 
water, a great variety of occupations are carried on, as will appear by the foUowiug state-

The profits of the work done during the present year, after deducting the costs, amount 
to £254 2s. 9rf. 

There are sheds round the walls of some of the yards in which the atonc-brealting is carried 
on, tlio prisoners sitting in a row behind one another, so that conversation cannot well take 
place ; and in a large oclagoual building, answering the purpose of a factory, and well 
warmed and lighted, there are twelve separate working cells. Twenty-two prisoners act as 
wardsmen, and four as cooks. 

A rcc'ular schoolmaster is appointed, with a salary of £3t), who te.aches the prisoners in 
classes ; and on those occasions tho chaplains frc<iucntly assist. Each class has the benefit 
of an hour’s instruedon daily. 

Female Department. Femalu Department. 

Tliis department is small compared with the rest of the gaol, but appeared well managed 
by the ra.atron. The women were divided into two classes, according to character ; a ]flan 
which ought always to bo adopted if possible. There are no solitary colls; the only one 
originailylntended’for this purpose is now used for sleeping in. There is a very good laundry ; 
hu° a drying-room, as mentioned in the last report, would he a valuable addition. Tho 
employment of the women has already been stated. 

Tho matron, with two assistants, acts as schoolmistress, so that each class is taught for au 
hour and a half daily. , „ - , u i i- 

A portion of the male side of the building, containing nineteen cells, has been added to tins 
department. Each of the cells holds two females, who use it for working in the day-ticuo. 

This part of the prison appeared to me damp. 

Dietary. Dictury. 

Breakfast 8 oz. of oatmeal in stirabout, and 1 pint of iiew-mllk. Dinner — I lb. of whole 

wheat-meal bread, and 1 pint of skimmed milk. Tlio provisions are inspected daily by the 
ch-aplaiiis. The bread, which I found sweet and good, is baked in the gaol, and consequently 
cheaper, and probably better, than if otherwise supplied. 

The contracts are— Oatmeal, per cwt., 13«.; new-milk, per gallon of 2 quarts, 3V.; butter- 
milk, per gallon of 2 quarts, 2^d. 

Boohs and Accounu. Books and Account*. 

The books are well and correctly kept by the clerk ; and the system of checks is, in 
my opinion, sufficient to prevent any waste or abuse.

There is no local inspector ; but this want, I am inclined to think, will he but little felt as 
long as tho gaol is under the superintendence of such a governor as Mr. Giles D’Arcy. 
Thrs genileman has only lately succeeded his father in this post ; but having been for some 
time accustomed to act under him as clerk, ho is enabled to bring to the work considerable 
knowledge and experience, in addition to activity, energy, and zeal. 

I regretted to observe, however, that some of tho turnkeys appeared hardly competent to 
give the assistance requisite to inaiiit.T.!n proper regularity and_discijiline.

Hospitals. 

The hospital accommodation I found good. The medicines are supplied by a salaried 
apothecary, at the wholesale druggist prices. There are two fever sheds — one of these is 
unoccupied ; the other, Trom its superior ventilation and comfort, is preferred by the medical 
officers to the room in the original building, and the patients are consequently placed in it. 
There were 27 sick at the time of my visit, but no bad fever cases ; and the prison was. 
considered in a very healthy state. 

Lunatics. 

There were seven lunatics — all males. These ai-e placed in a class by themselves, under- 
the care of two prisoners and an officer. 

Board qf Superintendmee. 

The meetings of the boardhre held on the first Monday in every month, and oftener should 
they he required. I was informed that these were generally attended by a majority of the 
members, who take much interest in the welfare of the prison. The accounts are looked 
over on these occasions, and the bills paid. 

General Ohservations. 

I found this fine prison in a most satisfactory state of cleanline^ and order ; and, as before 
observed, the manner in -which trade occupation has been kept up, despite the obstacles- 
caused by insufficient room, and the influx of vagrants and others, whose short committals 
render auy discipline difficult, shows considerable knowledge in the art of prison management 
It would be pleasing to find these exertions met hereafter, by a corresponding liberality in 
affording greater scope for them. 

The ground immediately surrounding the prison, although vacant, is private property ■ 
and there is nothing to prevent any building being erected against the boundary wall. It 
would bo highly desirable to purcuase a limited space around the wall, and thus to keep it 
properly insulated. ^ 

Bridewells. 

All the bridewells in tliis county are visited regularly, and managed by the governor of 
the county gaol ; and consequently are, without exception, in a satis^tory state? 

Tulla. — This contains two day-rooms, and on the first floor, five male, and two female 
cells. At present there is no sewer to the privy ; but I -was informed that one was about 
to be made. The yards require gravelling. There is a good supply of water ; and the 
place was clean and well kept. 

Ennistymon. — In this bridewell there were si.x male prisoners — one, it was feared, ill with 
fever. The accommodation is insufficient — one day-room and two cells, on the ground floor, 
for males, and the same above for females. There is a very good supply of water by a 
pump. The books were correct; and the state of tho whole creditable to the keeper. ^ 

Xilrush. — This is a roomy bridewell, but ill constructed — the yards being interposed 
between the prisoners’ and tho keepers’ apartments ; tho latter looking in another direction 
There were only three prisoners confined here. There is one day-room on each side and 
sis cells for males (one for drunkai-ds), and two for females. The supply of water ample.. 
Tho whole place was clean, and in good order. 

Six-mile-Bridge.—Tlm bridewell only contains one day-room and two cells for males, on 
the ground floor, and the same for females above. There is a good supply of water. The- 
hoolawere correctly kept ; and the place in a state of cleanliness and order that does 
credit to the keeper, who has held the post 27 years. 

Killaloe — There were six male prisoners confined in this bridewell, which is well con- 
structed and kept very clean. The books correct. There is one, day-room together with 
three cells oa the male side, pd one cell less on the female. A pump is much wanted as, at 
present, all the water is obtained from a spring nearly a mile distant.

Although the number of prisoners was at this time less by 328 than at the last inspec- 
tion, still the necassity of accommodating so many more than the gaol is calculated to hold, 
must seriously militate against the enforcement of proper order and discipline under less 
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efficient management than that of the present intelligent and most energetic governor, 
aided as he is by a zealous local inspector. Still much injury must arise from the con- 
tamination certain to take place, where sometimes as many as 10 are confined in one cell, 
without any inspection during the ni^ht. A system of classification, according to character, 

is nevertheless carried oat ; and the ooys arc very properly sepai’atcd from the adults a 

plan which it seems to me might easily, and most advantageously, be adopted in many other 
gaols. The prison is pei-feetly dry, in good repair, and well supplied with water from the 
river, as well as from springs within tlie walls. The water is pumped up by means of the 
tread-wheel, and a contmual stream transmitted through the sewers. The meals are taken 
in the day-rooms. Silence is not enforced except during work, and partially at meal time. 
In one of the wards there is an apparatus for wai’ming the cells, which, however, does not 
act properly, its only effect being to fill the day-room with smoke. There ai*e no solitary 
cells, strictly speaking : those which arc made use of for the purpose of punishment, have 
shutters by which they are darkened. The kitchen is small, but so well arranged, that no 
inconvenience is felt from this circumstance. A Hour-mill is in process of erection, at the 
cost of £150, to be worked by a capstan which will employ the labour of 20 men, andit will 
he capable of grinding 20 bags daily. The prisoners’ waslung-places struck me as being 
more than ordinarily convenient. 

In the pauper debtors’ sleeping-rooms the boards of the floors ai’e in a very decayed and 
dangerous state. This department is exceedingly crowded, 50 men being put in five rooms : 
when, however, the new Act comes into operation on the first of next month, it is expected 
that the gaol will be relieved of this class of inmates. 

Employment and Schools. 

r The governor appears to have given his attention more especially to the employment of 
the prisoners i and the consequence is, that the number of trades carried on, and the quality 
of articles manufactured, are certainly surprisiog. The following is a list of those trades 
which, during the past year, have been taught to persons previously uninstructed ; —

All the gaol clothing, as well as most of the utensils, are made in the prison, and the 
bread is also baked there. 

One of the turnkeys (assisted by another) attends to the schooling ; and it is anticipated 
will be regulaidv appointed a schoolmaster by the Educational Board. The boys alone 
attend the school, which is held in the chapel. They are divided into four classes, with a 
monitor to each. The adults are taught in their wards, if they are inclined to receive 
instruction. 

Female Department. 

This department seems well managed by the matron. Somo of the cells are unusually 
small, and others exceedingly dark. The women were employed in washing, spinning, and 
mak ing the prison clothes. There wore no children here. The laundry, as originally 
constructed, is much too small ; hut an open shed has been added, which is found to give 
sufficient accommodation in this respect. There is a good drying-closet, an adjunct which 
ought always to be provided if possible. 

Dietai'y. 

Breakfast — 6 oz. Indian meal and 2 oz. rice (made into stirabout), with 1 pint of milk. 
Dinner — 1 lb. of bread, and 1 pint of milk. The bread, which is baked in the prison, is 
excellent, and costs about ifc?. per lb. The milk, which is skimmed, is sweet and good. 
The provisions are regularly inspected by the chaplains. 

The contracts are : — Indian meal, per cwt., IOj. ; meat, per lb., (for the hospital,) &d. ; 
milk, per gallon, 3^5. ; salt, per stono, Zd. 



Boohs and Accounts. 

The hooks are most admirably kept, and the system of checks as perfect as it could well 
be made. 

Officers. 

_A11 the tui’nkeys (except one) sleep in the gaol and wear uniform, and they are provided 
with printed forms of reports, which are every morning filled up, signed, and delivered to 
the governor,’ who keeps a registry of them.

The hospital is situated at the top of a verv long flight of staivs, and is consequently 
esoeestingly fdi'y- There are 4 vr-irds, which appeared well kept. Tlie number of side at 
the time of my vbit was, 28 — 19 males and 9 females ; not half the number there were at 
the last inspection, and no bad cases. 

irttiiafics. 

There were 5 lunatics, 4 males and 1 female, perfectly inofi'euslTe, and mixed with the 
other classes. Only one of the former showed decided symptoms of insanity, and ho was 
removed while I was there. 

Board of Sui'>eriiitend(ince. 

The hoard meets upon the lost Friday in every month ; and all the payments are made 
monthly. 

Cenei'al Observations. 

This gaol occupies an elevated site, and is not overlooked ; but the surrounding ground is 
partly covered with large trees, which in some places overhang the e.xternal wall, and may 
interfere witJi the ventilation. The prisoners on admission are all bathed, and their clothes 
purified by being sprinkled with nuick-lime. I would suggest the erection of a fumigating 
oven, by which this process woull be more effectually performed. 

The governor has introduced a new kind of punishment for disorderly conduct, viz., 
obliging the offender to take his meals apart from the others. This, he informs me, he finds 
exceedingly effectual in promoting discipline. 

I cannot conclude without a remark upon the inadequate amount of the salary of tbe 
physician, wlio is also tho medical officer of the city gaol. Pi.xed at a time when the 
inmates of the prison were nothing like so numerous as they are at present, and when only 
an occasional visit was required, it appears a very unequal remuneration for an almost 
constant attendance. 

Bridewells. 

Mallow This bridewell contains 2 day-rooms and 6 cells; sometimes no less than 12 

persons are placed in one cell, and that none of the largest. There are no inspection holes, 
a deficiency that appears to exist in most bridewells. There were here 8 males and 5 
females. The privies are bad, apparently from defective sewerage. The place appeared 
clean, and the books well kept. I was informed that there was a difficulty iu obtaining 
medical assistance when required, there being no regular officer. 

Charleville. — The keeper, TJiomas Watson, having died about a year since, this bridewell 
has been kept by bis widow assisted bj-- her son, about 16 years of age — a proceeding which 
is certainly contrary to the letter ol the Prisons Act. There were no prisoners at the 
time I was there ; 129 were committed last quarter. The bedding is clean, but damp 
and much worn. The chimneys smoke very much. There are 4 small cells and 2 lai’ge 
ones above ; one of the latter was (by permission of the Board of Superintendence) used 
as a bed-room for the children of the keeper. The books are properly kept, and the 
bridewell appears to be regularly visited by the local inspector. 

KatUurk . — There were 3 male and 2 female prisoners here on the day of my visit, but 
I was told that the average was about 20 ; the accommodation being 2 day-rooms, and 2 
cells for males, and the same number for females, 2 of them very damp. The bridewell 
was very inucli out of repair, and I was told that an estimate for repairs was now before 
the bench of magistrates. The bedding very old. The books correctly kept. 

Mill-street.' — ^This briilewcll I found in a wretched state, partly owing to its defective 
construction, and partly to the illness of the keeper. There is only 1 day-room, which is 
used by tho males ; tlio window out of order. Tho females sleep in a room up stairs where 
there are 3 beds. There is no ceiling, the slates being visible. There is only 1 cell for 
males, nearly dai’k. The bedding was old. Behind the yard is a stable, with the windows 
looking into it. The sewerage is defective, and the whole building requires remodelling. 
Tbe books are well kept. ° 

Maa-oom. — There were no prisoners here at tho time of my visit. It contains 2 day- 
rooms and 4 cells on the male side, and 2 on the female. The bridewell w.as in good order, 
aud the books well kept. A new bed and sitting room for the keeper are being constructed 
in the place of some unserviceable cells. Since the last report the kitchen chimney lias 
been pulled down and rebuilt, but without effecting the purpose intended, of preventing its 
smoking. 

Bunmanway — Up stairs there is 1 large cell with a fire-place for males, in which some- 
times 20 prisoners are placed ; below, 1 day-room for males, and 1 sleeping-room containing 
3 beds, and used also as a day-room for females. The entrance to the 2 latter is through 
the keeper’s apartment. Bedding and all necessaries in a very bad state. Tlio yards were 
very dirty, and the keeper complained of want of accommodation. There were 4 prisoners 
confined at the time I was there. 

Bandon. — In this bridewell they wero putting up an addidonal boiler and sinking a well. 
There were 12 prisoners confined there. Tho sewerage bad. The hooks correctly kept. 
I found that some of the prisoners had been smoking in a cell, which I was told was rather 
encouraged by tlic local inspector by way of fumigation. I recommend tliat some other 
disinfecting process should be adopted, instead of conniving at such a manifest infraction of 
the I nsons Act. ^ There are 4 cells for males and the same for females. 

Clonakilly. — Ihere was also a boiler erecting here as at Bandon. There ai'e 2 day- 
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rooms, 4 cells for males and 2 for females. There Tvere 4 prisoners at; the time of my 
visit, and 26 had i^one out in the morning, notwithstanding it appeared clean and in order. 
No contract could' be obtained for brown bread. 

liosscarbcrnj. — I found here the keeper away, the outer gates unlocked, and the place 
dirty. I was told it was very damp. There were there 2 males and 3 females. On the 
male side there is 1 day-room, 1 large cell, and another for drunkards looking into the yard 
for females, which is not used. The yard on the male side is quite insecure; on the female side 
there is a day -room and bed-room up stairs. The bedding much -worn and deficient. Con- 
tracts for rice or meal could not bo obtained. 

Skibbereeii: This bridewell when I saw it was in a most disgi’aceful state. All the 

windows broken and most of the doors ; one cell could not be used, in consequence. The wood- 
work also rotten, and the bedding much worn. There is 1 day-room and 4 cells for males, 
and a day-i-oom and 2 cells for females. There is a fever shed which is not used. Nine 
men and 12 women wore confined there, and the keeper seemed quite incompetent to 
preserve order. , . . 

RaHt?-y.— There were confined here 2 males only, and the pla.ee was undergouig repair. 
The main sewer is defective, and the prison consequently in a dirty state. The bridewell 
altogether however was clean and in good order, and_ the books well kept. There arc 2 
day-rooms and 2 cells for females, and 3 for males, quite insufficient to meet the wants ot 
this district, and the building might easily bo extended. The keeper seems intelligout and 
attentive to Ins duties. , , , i j 

Castletown This bridewell has no outer wall. It contains 2 rooms only, 1 for males and 

the other for females, with a bed in each. The bedding was very old,_ and I was informed 
that they were exjiccting some new sets. The place altogether was miserably dirty, and m 
wretclied order. There were no prisoners at the time of my visit. The privy m the femme 
vard was open to the exterior and very unsafe. New books had been applied tor, the 
entiies .at present being made on loose scraps of paper. _ t. t i • u 

The following bridewells were inspected this year by Captain Johnson, who lias kindly 
furnished me with his reports ; — . it. 

Mitchclstown. — This bridewell was not clean. The chimneys however smoke so much 
as to afford a partial excuse. There is no local inspector. The books are well kept. _ 

Ktnsale This is a new bridewell, tolerably well constructed, but totally deficient m all 

proper furniture. There are iio bedsteads, and the palliasses arc on the floor. Nothing can 
be more improper than putting prisoners in a bridewell before the proper .suppuM are 
furnished. The keeper’s rooms must be almost uninhabitable in winter for want ot being 
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Cove . — This is also a new prison, and, like that at Kinsale, seems to be totally 
neglected by the county authorities. t • • 

Midleton . — This bridewell is clean, and the books are correctly kept. It is in every 
way creditable to the keeper. It is however quite deficient in proper sewerage. 

Yoiighal . — A new bridewell not yet occupied. It is roomy and well planned. 

Ftrinoy . — Clean and well arranged. Tke bedding is not so good as it should be. Ine 
books are well kept. There is no proper separation of the cells ; and the pump, which was 
reported as deficient iS months ago is still in the same state. _ The want of a proper supply 
of water is totally contrary to the letter and spirit of the Prisons Act.

Being six less than on the last inspection, and twenty below the average. 

There beino’ 108 cells in this gaol, it is not in such a crowded state as some others, bnt it 
is frequently necessary to place three prisoners in one cell. The female department being of the 
same size as the male, one of the wards in the former is used as a reception ward for the males. 
This, however, is managed in such, a way, that there is still a complete separation between 
the sexes. Some parts of the prison are damp, but this does not appear to be attended with 
any injury to health, as I am assured by the surgeon, that disease is less frequent there 
than in the immediate neighbourhood. The prisoners have their meals in the day-rooms ; 
and tho only time tliey ai’e under inspection is when they are ,at work. There is no 
night-watch inside, nor are there any inspection holes in the cells. 

A stream of water is brought into the prison from a source above it, when this fails, 
which seldom happens, a supply is obtained from a well within the walls. Tho tanks are 
fiUed by means of the tread-wheel, and the water is sufficiently distributed through the 
yards and wards. No classification is attempted beyond that mentioned in the Act. The 
gaol appeared very clean and well kept. There is no kitchen; a bread diet alone being 



in use. 
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Envploymmt and Schools. 

The ti'ades can-ied on are shoe-making and tailoring, ivheneTer any of the nvisonPv<t 
happened previously to have folloived these oocupations ; none are taught. There 
present tivo shoemakers, but no tailor. AU the gaol clothing is made up in the prison Tf^a 
other employments are, stone-brealdng and the tread-wheel. A ci-anlc machine 'is ako 
erected, which is found exceedingly useful m providing for the refractory a species of labour 
which can be regulated to any degree of severity. 

Nine prisoners are etnpbjed ns irardsmon ; Sye tnrnies’s give school instruction of n-lirl, 
each prisoner has two houi’s dmly. ’ ^ 

Female Department. 

This department is divided into two classes— prostitutes and others. It appeai-ed cleau 
and orderly. There was one child there. The women were employed in washing, mending 
gaol clothes, and shoe-binding. In one of the workshops there is a settlement in the wall tliat 
has_ a ^ngerous appearance. The extreme dampness of some of the cells in this depai'tment 
noticed by Sir N. Fitzsimon in the last inspection, appears to me to be caused by water 
brin^^^ed ^bis is a great inconvenience, as it prevents some of the cells

Crowded as I found this prison, taking into consideration the accommodation it affords, it 
is gratifying to think that its present position is fax better than that detailed in the report of 
the last inspection, when no less than 888 inmates were contained in it, of whom more than 
120 were suffering from fever and dysentery. At the time I was there the number of sick 
was only 36; and thongh some of the patients were considered past recovery, there was no bad 
cQ.g ft of fever. The walls of this gaol are damp, but this does not appear to affect the general 
healthiness of the place. There arc two supplies of water — one, a stream diverted from the 
river, which is raised by means of the tread- wheel, and flows through some of the drains, but 
not through the privies ; the other from a well which is pumped up hy hand. It would be 
desirable to form a constant stream through the sowers which, at present, ai’e obliged to be 
occasionally opened for cleansing. One part of the building was, as I experienced, from 
this cause, exceedingly offensive. There arc four solitary cells, which, from want of proper 
warmth and ventilation, are perfectly useless. The chapel is small ; hut a shed has been 
erected outsido the door, which being left open, a space is afforded in which the females can 
congregate. The kitchen is roomy, and contains a boiler capable of holding 400 gallons. 

There is no night-watch inside the ward ; an omission which may be excused, from the 
danger attending any officer going his rounds, while the day-rooms remain occupied as bed- 
rooms. No classificatioQ is attempted, nor is silence enforced. There are, at present, two 
baths in, which the prisoners are bathed on reception, and once a week .afterwards. Another 
bath is in process of erection in the female department. A fumigating apparatus for the 
prisoners’ clothes is very desirable. Those prisoners who are ti’oublesome talie their meals 
apart ; the others, in their day-rooms. 



Employment and Schools. Employment and 

The only employment at present, besides the tread-wheel and stone-breaking, consist in 
supplying the prison requimtes ; for which there are three males learning carpentering, and 
four tailoring, there being already two tailors at work. Twenty-four wei’e occupied in 
stone-breaking, and twelve as cooks. 

Each turnk(^ is supposed to impart school-instruction to Ins own class ; but this is done very 
irreo-ulaidy. ft is hoped that a regular salaried schoolmaster will, before long, be employed. 

Those nominally receiving tuition were 24. The books ai-e supplied by the National Board. 



Female Department. Female Department. 

Nine cells and a room have bean taken from the male side and added to this department, 
which seems well managed by the matron — a person of some experience. The accommo- 
dation, however, is not sufficient to allow of a classification according to character, which 
would he very desirable. There are 14 small separate work-sheds which do not appear 
turned to any particular use. The women are employed in carding, sewing, knitting, and 
spinning. The linen belonging to this department only is washed by them. A new laundry 
is about to be constructed, with a bath and reception room for femmes adjoining. It would, 
no doubt, have been more convenient to have the baths and reception room for both males 
and females, nearer to the entrance of the prison ; but as this would have added considerable 
to the expense, there seems no sufficient reason to find fault with the present arrangement. 

A person employed by the Roman Catholic chaplain teaches the females three days in the 
week. 

Di,l.ry. 

Breakfast — 9 oz. Indian meal made into stirabout, and half a pint of new-milk. Dinner 
— the same. 

This dietary was adopted in July last. Complaints upon the subject were made to me hy 
the prisoners ; and there can be no doubt that it is not only illegal, but certainly insufficient. 

I am. quite aware of the injurious consequences of feeding prisoners too well ; but I most 
strongly protest against the law being infringed in this manner, particularly at a time when 
a recurrence is apprehended of those maladies which are almost certain to be aggravated, if 
not produced, by insufficient nourishment. I sincerely trust that the board has, by this time, 

Become awalce to the danger, and made some alteration before it as too late. 

There are no contracts, except for bread and meat for the hospital, and for new-milk, 
which is 7-^. per gallon. 

Books and Accomts. Bo.ta anS Actonit^ 

The books are very well and correctly kept ; and the system of checks seems sufficient. 

The punishments few. In the last report it is stated that the gaol was in debt to the amount 
of nearly £2,000 ; this, it is satisfactory to know, has since been cleared off, and all arrears 
paid up to the 30^ June.

Gencnlobservaiions. General Observations. 

The gaol appeared to me clean, orderly, and (with the c.xception of the w.ont of trade 
employment) well managed, and the governor, Mr. Ryan, intelligent iuul anxious to do 
right ; but I am compeilod to add that certain charges have been made, seriouslv affectino- 
the state of prison disciifiine, and wliicli are at present under investigation b}' tho’ Board i5‘ 
Suporiutcndenco. The result will show how far tliese charges aro borne out by facts ; and 
in the meantime I should consider it unjust to the governor to make any further allusion to 
the subject. 

Bridewells. Bridmvells. 

The bridowolls in this county are all under the charge of the local inspector of tho county 
gaol; and their books and accounts, in general, particularly well kept. 

PorUmna — The keeper of this hridcwcll died about 5 months ago ; and his son, of tho 
ago of 16, has been appointed to succeed him, assisted by his niollior. It is a new huikliug, 
and all tho cells had not, at the time of my inspection, been furnished ivitli hodsteads or 
bedding. The sewerage is very defective. "There is no drain from the necessaries ; and tho 
cesspools occasionally overflowing, render the pumj) water unfit to use. I ivas told that 
the yards are sometimes under water. On the male side there is ono day -room and nine 
cells ; on the other side a day-room and three colls. The place was clean. 

Woodford. — Tiioro was ono prisoner, a little girl, confined hero.. The accommodation 

one room on the ground floor, with a fire place, and two hods for males, and ono room on the 
first floor with one bod for females. The two yards i-oquirc re-paving, the rain havinw worn 
water-courses through them, there being no drains to carry it off. The bridewell wi\s° clean, 
and the books correctly kept. 

Eyvccourt. — This contained ono laalo prisoner. The yards require new gravelling, aud 
the privies repairing. There are two ckiy -rooms and one coll for females, ami four for mules, 
one of which is used by the keeper’s family. The flooring of the cells is in bad order, and 
the window-frames require repmring, 

Ballinasloc. — A new building, largo and dean. It contains one daj'-room ami sl.x cells for 
males, and a clay-room .and two single colls, and one double one, for females. There were 
four male prisoners confined there. 

Loughrea. — Here was another instance of abridewell being kept by a woman, in the name 
of her son — a mere boy ; a plan for evading one of tho plainest regulations of the Prisons 
Act, which I think by no means justifiable. There arc two day-rooms and seven colls. The 
bedding is bad ; and the place clean, taking into consideration the large number (.311 con- 
fined there. 

Oughterard . — There was one prisoner (a malo) here at the time of my visit. The accom- 
modation, two day-rooms and four cells on the first floor, and one below with two beds. 
There does not appear to be any sepm'ntlon of the sexes, as far as regards the distribution 
of the sleeping rooms. The bridewell was clean, with the exception of tho female day -room and 
in an untidy' state. The keeper seemed a respectable and intelligent man. 

Chfden. — There were two male prisoners here. Tlio bed-clothes wore in a bad state. On 
the ground ^oor there is the daj'-room and four cells for males — all very darli, the windows 
being close to the outer wall. Up stairs there is a day-room for females and tlirce cells, 
together with a slecpjng-room containing a bed, but no fire-place.- The floor of tho day- 
roomfor females requires repairing, as also the walls of the male yard.

At the time of the last inspection the number was 142. The present state is certainly 
far more satisfactory ; still, to accommodate this diminished number, there are only 39 cells, 
and 12 rooms with beds, and a miserable spirit of economy paralyzes every attempt to put 
the prison in a better condition. The consequence is, that it is out of repair in almost 
every part ; the windows broken, and the state disgraceful ; although, to do justice to the 
governor and local inspector, they appear to use their best endeavours to combat these 
evils. There is a good supply of water pumped up by the tread- wheel into a cistern, and con- 
ducted thence by pipes to the different yards. A stream passes through some of the drains, 
but is not sufficient to carry off the soil from the privies, which is consequently obliged to 
he occasionally removed. There is no classification of the prisoners, nor is silence enforced. 
The meals are ts^en in the day-rooms. By a very proper regulation, one of the turnkeys 
goes nightly rounds in the interior of the btmdings. There are no baths, nor are the prisoners 
on adnmsion examined, or their clothes removed. Three of the cells are occupied by the 
turnkeys. The chapel is in rather a dirty state. The pauper debtors’ ward contains 
a very bad day-room ; but this is of the less consequence, as that part of the prbon is not 
likely in future to have many inmates. There is not any fire-place in the master debtors’ 
day-room. The kitchen contains a good steam apparatus. 

JLTnploym&!i,t and Schools, 

There is no employment beyond the tread-wheel and prison duties. One piusoner is em- 
ployed as cook. The only school instruction is imparted three times a week, by a person 
employed and paid by the Roman Catholic chaplain. 

Female Department. 

Tins department contains two day-rooms, one exceedingly dark. The women, who looked 
clean and orderly, were employed in needlework and washing. The forms mentioned as 
deficient in the last report have been since supplied. 

Dietary, 

Breakfast — 9 oz. Indian meal made into stirabout, and half a pint of sweet-milk. Dinner, 
the same. 

The proviaons are good, hut this dietary is not warranted by law, and cannot be sufficient 
to keep the prisoners m a good state of health. It is to be hoped that a proper (hetary will 
be adopted without loss of time. 

Books and Accounts. 

These seem properly kept by the governor; and the whole system of accounts and checks, 
sufficient to prevent any mismanagement.

The Protestant chaplain has been for some time ill, and ineapableof performing his duties; 
In the meantime a gentleman has been appointed as his substitute, respecting whose irregu- 
larity in the performance of the services, some complaints appear in the visitors’ book. 

The pay of almost all the officers is much in arrear : the governor has not received any 
-salary for two years; and the turnkeys (who all sleep in the gaol), are in the most destitute 
condition, and obliged to subsist upon gaol diet. It is really to be hoped that this discreditable 
and cruel state of tilings will not be suffered to continue much longer. 
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Hospital. 

The hospital contaias two good and airy rooms for males, and one for females. I found 
there only two patients, and no had case. 

Lunatics. 

There were no Itiuatics confined here. 

Board of Superintendence. 

The board hardly ever meet, and appear to have abdicated their functions, and left the 
whole management of affairs to the local inspector. The books and accounts are looked 
over and checked only by the Grand Jury. 

General Ohservaiions. 

The cleanliness and apparent order of the prison are certainly ci-editable to the governor; 
and the place is perhaps in. as good a condition as could be e.xpeetcd, taking into consideration 
the total neglect it appears to meet with from those under whose management the law. 
places it. Seeing the miserable state of the prisoners with respect to clothing, I felt it my 
duty to give an order to the local inspector to provide 30 suits.

The number of prisoners was less by 81 than it was at the time of the last inspection ; I 
must add, however, that 30 males and 10 females, not included in the foregoing enumeration, 
were admitted while I was there. There being only 64 single cells and 18 double ones, and 
4 rooms with beds, it is manifest that the numbers are more tbau sufficieut to cause all the 
evils incident to an overcrowded state, which are, however, met in a manner most creditable 
to the governor and his deputy. I need not add, that unfortunately it is still necessary to 
appropriate the working-sheds and chapel as dormitories, and the central hall is now used as 
a chapel. The master debtors’ depai-tment remains still in the same defective and smoky 
state as was remarked by Sir N. Fitzsimon on his last visit. There is one bath, which Is 
hardly ever used. A quantity of gaol clothing has been laid up in store ; but as this is 
insufficient for the wants of all the prisoners, it has been thought better not to distribute 
any. The colls formed out of the working-shods are in winter warmed by means of iron- 
flues, the others not at all. The privies are very dark and inconvenient. The kitchen is 
large, and supplied with a boiler of a size sufficient to cook stirabout for all the inmates. No 
classification is attempted beyond that of debtors, tried and untried, and silence is not 
enforced. The punishments appear to be very infrequent. 



Employment and Schools. 

The tread-wheel, -which was not in use at the time of the last inspection, is now again at 
work ; and the principal other employments are, stone-breaking, wea-ving, brush and mat 
making, shoe-making, and toiloriog. That, notwithstanding the overcrowded state of the 
gaol, employment in trades has been carried to some extent, is sho-wn by the following 
statement : —

At the present moment there is, I regret to say, not any school; nor do the prisoners 
receive instruction from any one. 

Femo.le Department. Female Department. 

This department is exceedingly clean, orderly, and well managed by the excellent matron 
at the head of it. There -were 4 children there at the time of my visit. Classification is 
adopted according to character. The laundry stove, mentioned in the last report as being 
out of repair, is now mended. 

Dietary. Dietary. 

Breakfast, 1 lb. of bread, and I pint of new-milk. Dinner, 6 oz. of meal and 2 oz. of rice, 

TYi ftflA into gruel, and 1 pint of milk. The bread is not baked in the gaol. 

The contracts aro, — bread, 6\d. per 4 lb. loaf, and milk, l^rf. per quart. Tliere are no 
contracts for meal or rice: the prices last paid for these were — meal, 10s. per cwt., and rice 
19a. per cwt. The provisions are regularly examined by the chaplains. 

Boohs and Accounts. Boot* and Accounti. 

The books and accounts are very regular and correct. Printed forms, filled up and signed 
by the cook and turnkeys, form a system of complete checks on the issues. The books con- 
tainino- the work accounts are also admirably kept by the deputy-governor. 

The prison is at present in debt to the amount of 882/. 14s. which it is satis- 

factory to observe is a diminution of the sum owed last year.

' Fortunately the gaol is in a healthy state, there being only 9 males and 2 females on the 
sick list, and no bad cases; but should any epidemic occur, the consequences likely to arise 
from the very restiucted accommodation would be lamentable, there being only three rooms 
in this department, in one of which there is no fire-place. I wish most earnestly to call the 
attention of the board to the paramount necessity of providing as soon as possible for such a 
contingency, by an extension of the building. 

Lunatics. Lunatics. 

There were 25 lunatics at the time I -was there; of these 15 were males, and were kept 
separate from the other prisoners. The females were mixed with the others, and some of 
them appeared very violent. One -wa^ obliged to hare her arms confined during the day. 

Board of Superintendence. Board of Superin- 

The hoard do not meet on any regular day, but whenever they are summoned, and then • 

there is some difficulty in procuring an attendance of members. The payments are made 
half-yearly. 

General OhservaidortB. General observations. 

This gaol is very airy, and apparently dry; but from its low situation the sewerage is 
defective, there being no fall from it. Water is raised by a forcing-pump into a cistern a 
few feet from the ground, and thence taken by buckets to the ;yards and wards. I would 
recommend that a tank should be placed on the top of the building, from which a constant 
supply might be derived for all parts. 

The ragged state of the prisoners’ clothes is the only drawback to the generally neat 
appearance of the place. It would be greatly desirable to employ as many men as possible 
in preparing a proper quantity of gaol clothing, so that a suit might he given to each, and 
their own clothes properly purified, which is not done at present. 

This gaol was exceedingly clean, and altogether inas good a state of discipline as such an 
overcro-wding would allow. It appears to be greatly indebted to tbe unremitting attention 
of tbe local inspector, the Rev. R. C. Hurly, of whose kind exertions it is impossible to 
speak too highly. 

Bridewells. Bridewells. 

• Kenmare. This bridewell contains on the ground floor 1 day-room and 2 cells on each 

side, and 2 cells with fire-places up stairs, which appears to be the size of all the bridewells' 
in this county except that at Killarney. The chimneys smoke. The bedding -was very' 
bad. The bridewml clean and in good order, and the books well kept. 

• Killarney As the quai-ter sessions were being held here, the bridewell, at the time of my 

•visit, contained about 66 persons, and was consequently in a state of dirtand^confusion; but ^ 
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Sorra Dibtmct, the keeper, -who is recently appointed, appears anxious to do his duty. The bedding is in a 
— very bad state. There are 2 more cells here on the male ade than in the other hridewells, 

Comt^^Emy ^here are no regular books. 

Milltovm. — There Tvere no prisoners here. The place clean, but the yards overgro'wn 
■with grass. There ■were no regular books, the entries being made on a loose sheet of 
paper. 

C(^ireiveen. Here there Trere 12 prisoners. The place was damp, and the privies very 

(hrty. One of the cells up stars has no bed in it, and 2 of the bedsteads in the others are- 
bronen. There are no regular books. 

Dingle. — The sewerage is very bad here, and the privies want repair. New bedding 
is required. The bridewell was clean, and the books correctly kept. 

lAsfowd.- There were 2 men and 3 women confined here. The place clean, and in good 

order. Some repairs "were necessary, as the water comes through the wall down the window 
in the keeper’s room. The chimneys smoke much, I was informed. 

Caatleisland Here -were 3 men and 1 woman, and the bridewell very clean and well 

kept. The outer door is almost in pieces, and very unsafe. 

Tarhert. — The bedding here was clean but very much worn. The privies in a greatly 
dilapidated state, and requiring repair ; and a new flag-stone is required for one of the sinks. 
The same thing ocom-s here as at Listowel, of the water coming through the wall into the 
keeper’s room. The corners of the yard walls r^uire plastering, as the present roughness- 
might facilitate escape. One cell on the female side is filled •with the arms belonging to the 
yeomanry.

The number of inmates on the day of my visit falls short of that on the previous inspec- 
tion by 22. On the 18th of this month 16 convicts were seat out. There are 32 single 
cells and 3 solitary, together with 2 sleeping-rooms. The solitary cells are well ventila'ted 
and dry, but rather narrow. In the male department there were 26 cells with one prisoner 
each, and two with three sleeping in them. None of the cells are warmed, nor do they 
seem sufficiently large to be adapted to the separate system. The gaol appeared very dry, 
clean, and in good repmr, and the bedding in a proper state. The torcing-pump was oat of 
order; but I understand that the Board of Superintendence have given directions for its 
reparation. There is only one bath, wliich is placed in tho pump-house, and used solely by 
prisoners when admitted in a more than usually filthy state, or when ordered by the phy- 
sician. The chapel is far too small : and the prisoners are obliged to stand during the whole 
service, there being no benches ; in fact, there is no room for them. Larger boilers are 
required in the kitchen. There is also a want of accommodation for the turnkeys, all of 
whom sleep and live in one room ; it is proposed, however, to erect an additional one over 
this. I would suggest tiiat, instead of this, arrangements might be made to allow of a 
turakey sleeping in each ward. 

and Employmmt and Schools. 

The principal employments are, tailoring, shoe-making, painting, carpentry, oakum-picking,, 
mat and net making, stone-breaking, &c, One of the turnkeys, who was a tailor, acts as 
instructor ; and all the gaol clothing, except some of the shoes, is made up here. There is 
no tread-mill, but the board have determmed upon erecting one ; and I would recommend 
that it should be put up with separate compartments to prevent communication between 
those working on it. Two prisoners are employed in the kitchen ; and all receive two hours’’ 
schooling daily from one of the turnkeys, who keeps a school registry. There is no 
walking exercise. The only classification is that according to the Act, and no attempt is- 
made to enforce silence. 

Female Department. Departmmt. 

The matron, who has been eighteen years in this employment, is wife to the governor ; the 
assistant-matron is his niece ; and they together devote one hour and a half daily to the 
moral instruction of the women, who make some progress. The principal employments are, 
sewingj knittii^, plain-work, and washing. There were two children there at tho time of 
my_ visit. This department, which seems well managed, is defective in several particulars; 
besides having only one day-room and no laundry, it is not sufficiently removed from the 
^ that male and female prisoners in adjoining cells might easily converse 

_ Dietm-g. 

"The dietary in the return made to me is as follows : Breakfast — 4 oz. of oatmeal, 4 oZr 
Indian meal, 1 pint of new-milk. Dinner — 1 lb. of brown bread, 1 pint of new-milk. 
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I found. Loireyer, that since the 16th of this month a trial had been made of 4 lb. of SotranDisTBicr. 
potatoes instead of the bread. This howeTer I was assured would be discontinued in a cow^Mdare ' 
few days, it being difficult to obtain a supply of good potatoes. Gaol, at Athy. 

The contracts are, bread, per lb., 2d.; oatmeal, per cwt., 165.; Indian meal, per cwt. 13s. ;

The state of this gaol, as to cleanliness and order, is certainly creditable to the governs, 

Mr Drill* and the turnkeys seem zealous and intelligent officers ; but there appears to be 
a want of supervision at night. The turnkeys sleep in a detached building, and do not go 
any rounds except when there are convicts in the gaol. The prisoners are locked into_ their 
dormitories when they take their meals. Gaol clothing is not given to those -who are m for 
short confinements. On the prisoners’ admission, tbrnr own clothes are washed, but not 
fumigated. One man, at the time of my visit, was in irons by order of the bo^d, for 
attempting an escape. The number of re-commitments during the last year was, males, 49 ;

The number above stated, of which 30 are sentenced to transportation, falls short of that 
on the previous inspection, which was 122. This, however, is to be attributed to the 
Terence of the season of the year. There are 62 separata cells, some of them occupied by 
smrie persons, others by three. The prisoners are classified, hut silence is not attempted to 
be enforced. The prison is in a good state of repair, and very dry; and the cleanlmess, as 
•well as the order and discipline apparent among the inmates reflect credit on the governor, who 
appears a most zealous and intelbgent officer. The water is supplied from a well, from which 
it m pumped up and distributed through the different wards— each jirivy receiving a percent 
supTfiy. ^ Those prisoners who are confined separately, take their meals in their cells, the 
others in the day-rooms. The linen is all washed in the gaol. AU the prisoners were m 
saol clothing. Baths, and a fumigatiug oven for clothes are much wanted, and the eon-ve- 
mences for prisoners’ washing (consisting only of very low stone troughs) appear to 
some amendment. There are 4 solitary cells, very dry, and warmed ^d properly ventilated. 
Only one of the other buildings contains an apparatus for warming the cells, i he number 
of re-commitments last year was 25. 

Employment and Schools. 

The prisoners are employed in -weaving, and mat, net, and shoe making, as well as oakum- 
picking Of these occupations, the weaving is the most profitable. All the gaol clothmg is 
^ntr^ted for ; and it appears to me that a saving might be effected by manuf^tnrmg it on 
the spot. There is no stone-breaking. One prisoner is employed as wardsman to each 
room, and three as cooks.

brown bread and 1 pint of buttermilk. 

• I tasted the provisions, which were excellent. The contracts are : — Bread, the 4 lb. loaf 
(white), 6^., (brown), 6c/. ; oatmeal, per cwt., Us.; meat, per lb., 6cf. ; now-milk, per gallon, 
6Jc/. ; buttermilk, per gallon, 2^cf. ; salt, per stone, Z\d. 

There is an observation in last year’s report as to the neglect of tbe Roman Catholic 
chaplain in inspecting tbe provisions. I am sorry to learn that since that time this duty has 
only once been performed. This is the more to be regretted as complaints have been made 
of the (Quality of the milk, which, however, appear to be entirely unfounded. 

Books and Accounts. 

The books appear to be well kept, although the daily return is not e.xactly according to 
the form prescribed by the Act, which, however, I am given to understand will bo tlie case 
in future. In addition to the usual registers there are also two for drunkards and soldiers.

It would be highly desirable, sup- 
posing the plan of extension carried out as proposed by the governor— and of which he is 
constructing a woodeu model — that the limits of the external wall were enlarged by takiTi g

foul* individuals. There are six day-rooms and six work-rooms, four of the latter are used as 
dormitories, and one as a chapel and school-room. The working rooms are sometimes occu- 
pied at night by twenty prisoners, frequently three in a bed, which however might he 
avoided by using hammocks. There is only one room for the master debtors to live and sleep in. 
The prison was scrupulously clean, and, under the above circumstances, seemed well managed. . 
There is a supply of excellent water raised by three pumps, worked by manual labour; one 
of these forces the water into a cistern, from whence it flows to the passages and water- 
closets : each of the corridors is provided with these latter conveniences, which also con- 
tain the washing troughs, which I think might better be placed elsewhere. Gaol clothing 
Is given to the prisoners, except those committed for short periods ; and on reception, the 
men’s own clothing is talcen from them and fumigated. There is not much attempt at 
classification, and silence is not enforced. The prisoners take their meals in their cells; and 
there is no inspection at night; neither do the turnkeys (whose accommodation is very bad) 
sleep in every corridor. 'I'here are four solitary cells, with small yards attached to them. 
The kitchen is small, and contains the only bath in the prison. The exercising yards are 
constructed on a defective plan, there being no means of supervision from the other part of 
the prison. 

Employment and Schools. 

I regret to say that not much is now doing in the way of ti’ade employment,

It was alleged that since the discharge of the pauper debtor's great difficulty has arisen 
in procuring trade instructors. There is a salaried schoolmaster (Mr. Hourigan), who also 
acts as cleriv, and gives each person about two hours’ instruction weekly. There is no school 
regbter kept, so 1 was unable to form an idea of the success of his exertions; in fact, the 
multifarious duties imposed upon him would require a mind of no ordinai'y cast to get 
through them effectually. 

Female Department. 

This is removed some distance from the gaol to an old workhouse, where the women have 
five very roomy apartments, besides kitchen, laundry, and yards. It appeared well 
managed by the matron, Mrs. Hooy, who gives daily mstruotion in reading and writing. 
The inmates are classified according to character, and are employed in knitting and 
spinning, and mailing up, repairing, and washing the prisoners’ linen. There were eight 
children here. 

Dietary. 

On Sundays Breakfast — I lb. brown bread, and a pint of new-milk. Dinner — the same. 

On Week-days. — Breakfiist — 9 oz. Indian ineal in stirabout, and a pint of new-mUk. 
Dinner — 1 lb. of brown bread, and one pint of new-milk. 

The provisions appeai'ed excellent. 

The contracts are — brown bread, per lb., I white bread, per lb., l§d.; oatmeal, per 
cwt., 11s. 6d. ; Indian meal, per cwt., 9s. 9d. ; meat, per poixnd, id.\ new-milk, per gallon, 
7d.; buttermilk, 4id. 

Books and Accenmts. 

The books ai*e well kept by the clerk. The number of punishments appears small.

The provisions are regularly inspected by the chaplains. The turnkeys wear a uniform 
and appear intelligent and attentive to their duties. 

Hospital. 

This is much too small; there are only five rooms, two under-ground, and cheerless, and. 
one used as a store-room. There were fortunately only seven sick here, and no bad case. 
The medicines are made up at a druggist’s in the city, and his bill is paid after each assizes. 



Lunatics. Lunatics. 

These, as before stated, are confined together, with a few prisoners in charge of them, in 
the workhouse, which contains the female department, ‘from which however they are 
completely separated. They occupy two large rooms and a yard. 

Board of Superintendence. ■ Board of Superlnten- 

The board hold their meetings only when summoned, and there is generally a good 
attendance. At the meetings before each assizes the accounts are looked over, and the 
bills afterwards paid. ; 

General Observations. . Generalobservations. 

• A proposal for an extension of this prison has been long in agitation, the expense being! 
estimated not to exceed £10,000, , I understood that the plans were to be laid before the 
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SoDXH District, maristrates and cesspayers on the 12th of this month. As any alteration to be fully 
— effectual must be on large scale, it would, in my opinion, be preferable to constract a new 

Cornty^maenni/ prison altogether. In the meantime the female department is much better in its present 
' situation. “The very luconvenient state of this gaol must operate strongly ag^st carrying 
out any regular system of labour and discipline. Both the local inspector, Oolonel Jones, 
and the governor, Mr. Robbins, seem ansious to nse their utmost endeavours to overcome 
the difficulties against which they are struggling. 

Bridewells; Bridewells. 

UrZih£^ord.— There is here a very small day-room for males, and two cells. There is no 
drain from the prisons; and no pump, the water being brought from the street ; the bedding 
good, and books correct ; a visitors’ book wanted. I mund uie keeper absent, at the sesmoi^ 
and a female prisoner occupied in cleaning the day-room, in which the males were confined. 

CflfZan.— There were no prisoners here. Two small day-rooms and four cells, and only 
one yard, with no separation for the sexes. The cells have gratings only, and no doors. The 
yard was being new graveEed. There is no pump, and the water obliged to be brought from 
some distance. The books correct, and the place clean. 

Thomastoion . — This is a new bridewell, only opened last October,^ and the_ furniture not 
yet arrived, a bedstead or two having been lent from the gaol. It is most inconveniently 
constructed; a narrow yard all round; nineteen cells, and only one very small day-room up 
stairs. There are two privies, one above the other, and no sewer from them. The keeper’s 
apartments consist of an entrance passage and very small room adjoining. The only pump 
is in the court-house, and being close to the drain, the water is abominable and not nt for 
use. There are no regular books, and the entries are made correctly on ruled sheets. 
The building was clean, but in a wretched state, from the furniture not having been yet 
supplied. ‘

The state of this gloomy old prison may be best described negatively. There is neither 
chapel, hospital, school, laundry, trade employment, classification, nor proper accommoda- 
tion for the governor and turnkeys. There are six sleeping cells, one solitary, and ten 
rooms with beds ; there are some large, untidy yards, very much overlooked, and one con- 
taining a beautiful spring of pure water, besides which there are two pumps. 

The prisoners take their meals in the day-rooms. On reception they are stripped and 
their clothes placed in store, and gaol clothing given to those who are committed for more 
than three months. Divine service is performed in the day-room of the debtors’ department. 



Employment and Schools. 

The men are employed in brealdng stones, cooking, and cleaning the gaol. As before 
observed, there is no school. 

Teraale Department. Female Department, 

Some of the rooms in this department are under ground and very dark. The women 
are employed in knitting, cooking, white-washing, and scouring. All the gaol linen is 
washed here. There are three children with the women. No school instruction is at- 
tempted- 

Dietarf. Dietary. 

Brealrfast — 9 oz. Indian meal in stirabout, and 1 pint of new-milk. Dinner — 9 oz. of 
oatmeal in stirabout and 1 pint of new-milk. On Sun^y, 1 lb. of bread at dinner. 

It is hardly necessary for me to observe that this dietary is not warranted by law, and 
although I do not mean to affirm that it is insufficient, still I cannot but hope that the 
Board of Superintendence will consider the propriety of adopting one duly authorized. I 
wish more particularly to urge this, as complaints upon the subject were made to me by 
the prisoners. 

The contracts are — Bread, per lb., oatmeal, per cwfc., 11s. 9rf.; Indian meal, per 

cwt., 9s. fid. ; meat, per lb., fid. ; new-milk, per gallon, fid. ; which seem low enough. 

Scoki and Accounts. Boohs and Accounts. 

The boolK are kept by the governor, Mr. Magee, no clerk b^g allowed. The register 
of daily consumption is not in the form prescribed by the Act, neither does the system o£ 
checks appear complete. This will in future be remedied.

The turnkeys have only one room to sleep and live in ; are not pi-ovided with cIoDiing, 
and have lately had £3 taken off their salaries.

As I before stated, there is no hospital, a want which ought to be immediately supplied 
by erecting some shed oi’ temporary building at least. Should any epidemic disease prevail, 
the consequences might be serious.

After what has been so often said by my predecessors, it is unnecessary for me to enlarge 
upon the total insufficiency of this prison to answer its purpose : I must in fairness observe, 
however, that the local inspector and governor appear to perform their duties in a credit- 
able manner, as was evidenced by the clean state of the buildings, and the good order and 
discipline observable amongst their inmates. 

Adjoining the gaol, but separate from it, there is a lock-up house, containing two rooms in 
which drunhai’ds are detained, to prevent the necessity of admitting them into the gaol at 
night. The place is under the charge of the governor of tho gaol.

In addition to these eighteen more were admitted while I was there, molcing the whole 
number more by forty-three than that mentioned in the last report; much exceeding tho 
average, and sufficient to prevent any proper system of classification. The accommodation 
consists of 122 cells and six rooms with beds; the latter sometimes containing sixteen 
occupants. Two of these sleeping rooms are fitted up with cots, .aud one less conveniently 
with six wooden double bedsteads. The walls appeared damp iu some places, which, I was 
informed, was owing to tlic nature of tho limestone with which they are built. _ The water 
is raised by two forcing-pumps into cisterns, from whence it is distributed by pipes tlirough 
the buildings ; but there is no stream flowing through the sowers nor the privies which are 
obliged to be occasionally cleansed. Indeed, I understand that the supply of water during 
the summer is hardly sufficient to admit of its being put to this additional use. Tlie prison 
being on compai'ativciy high ground, there must be a considerable fall, which ought to be 
taken advantage of in constructing proper drains, which are evidently much wanted. There 
is no night-watch in tho wards, and the turnkeys sleep in a separate building, consequently 
the prisoners are without any nocturnal supervision. The inmates on reception aro stripped 
and examined, and their clothes taken from them, fumigated, and placed in store. Gaol 
clothing is given to all without distinction — a practice which is in conformity with the law, 
and ought always be adopted. The meals are taken in tho cells, as far as is practicable. 
There are two warm baths, one being in the hospital; and the men’s daily ablutions are per- 
formed in buckets in the yards. 1 would suggest the erection of a shed for this purpose. 
None of the cells are warmed ; but the day-rooms are all furnished with stoves, by which a 
tolerably high temperature is obtained at a comparatively small expense. There are four 
solitai’y cells, each with a small yard adjoining it. The Mtchen is fitted up with a steam 
apparatus for cooking potatoes: this has, of course, ceased to bo applicable for this purpose; 
but the steam is stiE used for the stirabout, which is foimdby thB process to be exceedingly 
well made, while tho labour of stirring is obviated. I observed that tho prisoners who acted 
as wardsmen were distinguished by a chevron of red cloth on the arm. 



Employment and Schools. Employment and 

Trade employment is carried on here to some extent, the turnkeys acting as instructors. 

AE the gaol clothing and bedding is manufactured here, as well as the iron-work, including 
the raEings, grated doors, &c. I found some of the men shaping stone intended for the 
erection of worksheds, which it is proposed to construct round the yards, where the prisoners 
may work in separate stalls. The males wash then* own linen in a room sufficiently- large 
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Sooth Dbtmot. to fulfil the double purpose of a laundry and drying room. It b stated m the last report 

that a corn-rDill iras about to he proyided. This is notr in operation, and fakes the labour of

There is a salaried schoolmaster lately appointed, irho regularly instructs the classes. 
The matron teaches them, for about two hours daily in reading and spelling.

The laundry 
is disproportionately small, and a proper di-ying room is much wanted. The employments of 
the females were, washing, spinning, carding, shirt and shift making, sewing, and prison 
duties. There were sis children here.

Breakfast 4 oz. of oatmeal, and 4 oz. of Indian meal, in stirabout, and 1 pint of new-miUc. 

Dinner—l lb. of household bread and 1 pint of buttermilk. 

The bread, which is baked in the gaol, is of very good (luality, and costs about per lb. 
The contracts are low, and the cost of prisoners’ subsistence altogether less than in the great 
mmority of prisons.

Books and Accounts, Booh and Accounts. 

The books are correctly kept by the governor, Mr. Harding, and the accounts appear to 
be looked after with care and attention to economy by Mr. Berry, the local inspector. The 
punishments are few, which, taking into consideration the orderly appearance of the prisoners, 
shows good management.

There are two hospitals, one for each sex, both very roomy, and containing a day-room and 
five dormitories. There, were eleven sick here, but no bad case — in fact, the gaol may be 
considered in a very healthy state.

There were three female lunatics, kept as much as possible by tbemselves, -and four males, 
mixed with the other prisoners — none of them dangerous.

over and all the bills paid. 

' Oemral OhstmOms. 

Notwithstanding the crowded state in which I found this gaol, it was satisfactory to 
observe a degree of order and discipline amongst the prisoners, which, under these untoward 
circumstances, must demand no little tact and exertion. The whole place too exhibited a 
clean appearance, which was evidently its usual state, and not got up for the occasion, as I 
fear is sometimes the case. 

Bridewell. Bridewell. 

Parsonstown. — This bridewell was visited by my colleague on the 8tli of November* 
The accommodation consists of two day-rooms, and two yards and nine cells. It is tolerably 
well kept, hut there is no visiting book. The keeper’s servants were employed washing for 
the keeper in the prison apartment, a circumstance which should not be tolerated. There 
were in custody seventeen males and fourteen females ; and during the year, ending the 8th 
November, there had been committed 1,067 prisoners. The Grand Jury should extend the 
accommodation of this prison if it is to he contmued as a district bridewell. It was again 
visited on the 1st of January in the present year, when there was no fire in the day-rooms ; 
and the prisoners, who complained of the intense cold, were locked out in the yard. Such 
neglect should be visited with the strongest censure of the board.

been 10 single cells added in the female department; hut as, even including these, the total *77. 

number is only 143, it must be evident that the gaol is still (like most others) fiUed to an 
extent which renders it impossible to maintain a proper system of classification and order. 

The average number of prisoners during the last year was — males, 367, females, 65 ; and 
the greatest number at one period was — males, 510, females, 99. The re-commitments were 
86, which do not appear many. Of the single cells there are 17, which were originally 
intended for sepai-ate confinement, two of these have fire-places, and on each floor there is 
a washing-place and water-closet ; these, owing to the defective state of the hospital, it has 
been found necessary to appropriate entirely to the reception of the sick. The prison is 
dry, but being built of limestone the walls are apt to attract a good deal of moisture in rainy 
weather. The sewerage appears to be good, but the supply of water defective, although 
there are two wells within the premises, ft was intended to obtain a supply from the Wa^r 
Company, but the demand for this being considered too high, the plan was abandoned for 
the present ; but it is to be hoped that some arrangement may still be effected between the 
pai-ties, as this would obviously be the best means of obtaining such a continual flow of 
water as might be sufficient to keep the drains clear, a work which now occasions much 
inconvenience and trouble. There is no watch in the wards at night, and although silence 
is the rule, it is not found possible to enforce it. The prisoners take their meals in their 
ceils, so far as is practicable. All the linen is washed in the prison, and gaol-clothing 
given only to those who want it. There is one warm bath in the hospital, and another 
moveable one, and the prisoners are bathed only when so ordered by the medical officer. 

In the debtors’ ward there are 10 cells with fire-places, and both classes of debtors are 
mixed together. Three of the cells are warmed. There are 4 solitary cells, and 2 
darkened with shutters for punishment purposes. There are also 4 condemned cells, each 
with a yard adjoining. Some of the windows required glazing. Sheets are used at night, 
which is an excellent plan, as not only tending to health and cleanliness, but also advantageous 
in an econoimcal point of view, as saving the bedding. Some of the cells are fitted with 
hammocks. The chapel is inconveniently small, not contmning above h»Tf the number con- 
fined. The prisoners on reception are not in general examine3, or their clothing removed. 

Employment and Schools. Employment and 

The Board of Superintendence have given directions that working sheds should be 
erected, some of which were commenced; when those are completed it is to be hoped 
that the whole number of prisoners confined will be employed in trades, and that a sufficient 
quantity of clothing wiU be made to supply the gaol wants.

he only employment which returns any profit, beyond the supply of gaol necessaries, is 
the manufacture of convict shoes. AU the clothes given in the gaol are made by the prisoners, 
and 2 are employed as cooks. 

There is no school-room especially reserved for this purpose, but 2 hours’ instruction 
is given daily to those desirous of receiving it by a regular schoolmaster, who also acts as 
clerk. A school-registry is kept, by whiwi it appears that some of the prisoners make 
considerable progress. 

Female Department. Female Department. 

The matron, who appears perfectly to understand her duties, has been here for above 16 
years. The females are occupied as already stated, and appeared clean and orderly ; there were 
3 children with them. The plan of extension in this department, by which 44 cells, adapted 
for the separate system, will be gained, was then in progress, and 10 of the new cells were 
actually occupied. They are fittea up with hammocks, which are slung lengthwise against fixed 
wooden supports. I suggested, that instead of this they should be slung across the cells, 
and in the day time rolled up and placed on a shelf, by which means the whole interior 
of the cell would be free for use. The laundry is very small, but there is a good drying- 
room. 

IXetary. Biituy. 

Breakfast — 6 oz. Indian meal and 2 oz. rice made into stirabout, and 1 pint of new-mUk. 

Dinner — 16 oz. of household bread, and 1 pint of sour milk. Lunatics — extra meal, 8 02. 
bread, and 1 pint of new-milk. I think the admixture of rice is very proper, as tending to 
correct the otherwise relaxing nature of the food ; and in this I am borne out by the memcal 
officer, who telk me that since this dietary has been adopted the healthiness of the place 
increased. ' The quality of the provisuons is good.

I have before mentoed that the chapel caa only 
contain one-balf of the inmates of the prison ; and as the other dutics of the Roman Cathohe 
chaplain would not allow of his giving two services, the cotaeqnenco is, that a large propor- 
tion of the prisoners are unable to attend. This circumstance must coimtantly occur ^ long 
as the chapWs services are not retained exclusively (as they ought to be) for the prison. 

Hospital. 

Fortunately the gaol is now in a healthy state, but the hospital is miserably sraaE and 
inadequate; and it has been found necessary (as already stated) to appropriate 17 cells in 
another part of the budding for the use of the patients. In the original edifice intended 
for the hospital, there is only one room for each sex, and that not a large one. 

Lunatics. 

The lunatics are only separated from the other prisoners dm-lng the night. Some of them 
were in a very excited state. 

Board of S^iperintendence. 

The board meets twice a raontb, and there is generally a "ood attendance. The accounts 
are then looked over. The payments are made once a month.

This gaol was very clean and regular; and although there is no local inspector, this 
defect is in some degree made up for by the care and attention of the governor, whose 
intelligence, as well as tact and kindness of manner in the management of the inmates, are 
very observable. . „ , , . , , t i . i 

i’he chief evil in this prison is the insufficient size of the- hospital, and I would strongly 
recommend that as little time as possible should be lost in providing a new and appropriate 
buildin<^ for this purpose. There is vacant ground behind the prison which might easily 
be obtained, and when enclosed within the boundary wall, would leave ample space, not 
only for the erection of a new hospital (a matter of paramount and immediate necessity), 
but plso for any future extension for the purpose of carrying out the separate system, without 
which iiQ gaol can ho considered as pei*foct. 



Bridewells. Brideivells. 

Kilfinnane. — This bridewell was in a very damp, ruinous, and, in fact, dangerous state. 
The door-poste were nearly all worn, and the outer door in boles. T understood that an 
estimate for repairs was before the board. Some of the bedsteads were broken. The 
books wero correctly kept. There were no prisoner.^ at the time of my visit. 

Bruff. This bridewell contains 2 day-rooms aud 4 cells. The bedding clean, but much 

worn. The yards wore full of grass and dirty, and with holes into the cesspool, which, I 
was told, sometimes overflows into the' necessaries. A sewer ought to be made luto the rivor 
close by. The doors and tables were much cut by the prisoners. There were 3 males and 
2 females confined there. 

Glin . — There was 1 male prisoner confined here. The place appeared damp. _ There as 
no sewer to the privies, and they require being cleaned out. The accommodation is — 1 day- 
room and 2 cells each, side on the ground floor ; and up stau-s 1 largo sleeping-room and 
another at present used by the keeper. There is another apartment appropriated as a 
sessions’ room. The books were correctly kept. 

Newcastle. Tl\o keeper was iU at tbe time of my visit, and consequentiy the inmates 

(5 males) were still in bed. One of the necessaries wants cleaning and repairing. Tbe door 
is in a broken state, and 2 day-room tables are required. There are 1 day-room and 2 cells 
on the male side, and 1 day-room and 3 cells (1 for drunkards) on tho other. The bedding 
was not very clean, and now ought to be supplied. Tho books were correct, and the place, 
considering all tho drawbacks, tolerably dean and regular. 

Jtathkeale. — This bridewell is situated under the court-house, in which the sessions were 
going on during my visit, and the prison consequently in a state of great confusion, no less 
flian 80 persons being confined there. It contams 2 day-rooms and 5 cells for males, one 
dark and very damp. There is a very small yard for females. Altogether, the place is 
exceedingly inconvenient. _ • rri.

T^e same state of repletion under -wliich all the gaols are suffering is still more injurious 
to the regularity and good mant^ement of this prison, owing to its confined situation 
and defective construction. There ai-o 72 cells, 10 solitary ones, and 23 rooms with 
beds. The gaol is in good repair, and the drainage effective. The place however is very 
insecure^ there bring several attempts at escapes, some of which have succeeded. “1® 
providea with water by a company, to which the sum of £10 10s. a year is paid. This 
supply is received into a tanh, and pipes have lately been laid down from this by order of the 
boai*d, so tliat a sufficient quantity is conveyed to all parts. Thero is a watcli insitfe the 
prison, who goes nightly through the wards — a plan which ought always to he adopted. There 
is no regular classification, nor is it possible to enforce silence, but the prisoners generally 
take their meals in their cells. The linen is all washed in the gaol, and issued twice a week. 
When prisoners are admitted they are bathed and their clothes cleansed but not fumigated. 
There is a bath, which is used by every jiriaoncr once a month. The day-rooms contain ^oves 
in the winter instead of fire-places, by which a saving of fuel is supposed to he effected. 
is a list of the furniture in each day-room hung up, for which the turnkeys ai-c responsible. 
Some of the day-rooms are much too small for the crowded classes. In one of ^e staircases 
the banisters have been removed, which renders it clangeroim ; and in some of the wards, 
there bring an insufficient number of bedsteads, the bedding is laid on the floors. I recom- 
mend that hammocks, which are used in some of the ccUs,_sliould be generally adopted. Ihe 
kitchen is very roomy, compared with the rest of the building. The chapel looks small, but 
I was told was sufficient to contain all the prisoners ; the walls require whitewashing. 
Gaol clothing is only issued to a few : I would recommend that in future it should be given to 
all who require it. A supply of shoes is also wanted, particularly for the females.

The mati’otL has only recently been appointed, and appears attentive, and anxious to perform 
her duties in an efficient manner. A perfect system of subordination does not however appear 
to be yet attained. She also acts as schoolmistress for three hom*s a day ; and her statement 
as to me progress made by her pupils was satisfactory. There were three children in this 
department. The women were ckissifiod as tried, untried, and debtors. Two of the cells were 
used as store-rooms, and some (berides those appropriated to punishment) are perfectly dark, 
without windows or proper means of ventilation, A drying closet attached to the laundry 
would he highly desirable.

■ Breakfast 4 oz. oatmeal, and 4 oz. Indian meal, made into stfrabout, and 1 pint of sweet- 

milk. Dinner— 1 lb. of bread, and 1 pint of buttermilk. I understood it was only a few 
days before that brown bread of the coarser sort had been substituted for white bread ; loud 
complaints of this change, and of the q^uality of the former, were consequently made to me by 
the prisoners. I cannot say that the bread appeared to me to he bad hut as its tendency 
must be to a certrin degree relaxing, I would recommend that, should it be continued, rice 
should take the place of oatmeal at breakfast, which would act as a corrective, and probably 

injurious coB.=,.ences. 



There are a great variety of books, all kept most correctly by the clerk, who is one ^the 
turnkeys, under the supervision of the local inspector ; and the system of checks is perfect.

I found this prison (with the exception that some of the windows required glazing and 
cleaning) in a perfectly clean and good state. The governor was ill ; and I was accompanied 
over It by the local inspector, Dr. Gibson, whose constant attention to all the details of 
management, and fertile resources to meet the evils caused by insufficient room and uncon- 
structed buildings, have been the theme of praise of all my predecessors. This gentleman 
has now, I understand, been twenty-seven years connected with this prison ; and to him must 
belong the credit of the many useful regulations introduced into it, although labouring under 
the difficulty of havmg no code of by-laws to guide him. It is much to be wished that the 
evils consequent upon restricted room should not be left to be combatted by the unassisted 
eudeavour.s of this able officer ; hut that the Grand Jury -would see the necessity of the case 
and copent to an enlargement of the premises, for which the adjoining ground (alreadr 
heiongmg to the city) affords sufficient space. ^ ^

Besides the tread-wheel and usual prison duties five prisoners ai’e employed in weaving ; 
and this, I regret to say, is the extent of employment at present. I was informed, that since 
a violent attempt on the part of convicts to escape, last year, it was judged inexpedient to 
allow the use of hammers or other tools ; and that all work should be suspended except that 
necessary for prison purposes. I cannot hut think, however, that some other cause must 
exist (faeades tills very futile excuse), to which the present unwillingness of the hoard to 
encourage working at trades must be ascribed. The prison clothing is, however, repaired 
here. Five men are employed as cooks. With respect to schooling, each turnkey teaches 
Lis own cla-^ daily — ^two hours in summer and one in winter. School registries are kept, 
hut not with that degree of correctness which might enable me to form any idea of the 
progress made. 

Female Department. Female Department. 

Tills department, which seemed very well managed by the matron, is divided into two 
classes — the tried and untried ; in which latter all those with children are included. The 
women are employed in needlework ; and all the clothing for the females is made up by them. 

The matron gives school-instruction for two hours every day. As observed iu the last report, 
there was no laundry originally constructed, and at present a small day-room is used for 
that purpose. A proper drying appai’atus is also mu(^ required. Some of the bedding in 
this department appeared worn, though clean. 



Dietary. Dietary. 

The dietary is good and sufficient. Breakfast — 6 oz. Indian meal and 2 oz. rice, made 
into stirabout, and 1 pint of buttermilk. Dinner — 1 Ib. best bread and 1 pint new -milk. I 
think that brown bread might be advantageously substituted for white. The provisions are 
regularly inspected by the _ chaplains. The contracts seem low bread, per lb., Ud.; 
oatmeal, per cwt., 12s. ; Indian meal, 9«. 4Jd. ; meat, per lb., 5Jd. ; new-milk, per gaflon, 

'Id.', buttermilk, rice, per cwt., 13s. 

Socks and Accounts, Books and Acconnis. 

The books (of which there ai-e a considerable number) are correctly kept by the clerk> 

Ml’. Lewis, with the exception that in that relating to the daily consumption the totals were 
not summed up at the foot of each column. The system of check seems perfect. A book 
is kept by the gate-porter, in which every article that enters the gaol is marked.

The state of this handsome prison, as to cleanliness, order, aud good management, is 
certainly very creditable to the able r.nd experienced governor, Mr. Wilson. 

There are only two points to which I wish particularly to call attention. One of these is 
the expediency of agam reverting to a regular system of trade employment, without which 
no gaol can exMbit the proper reformatory part of the prison system. The other remai’k relates 
to a night-watch going regular rounds within the comdors ; as I think this ought never to 
be omitted ; and the prisoners, when in their cells, kept under the constant impression that 
their words and actions are likely to be observed at any moment of the night.

The number at the time of the last inspection was 29 less ; and on the 16th of July last 
it amounted to 642. There are 192 cells to provide for these ; and consequently it is 
necessary to place in some of them not less than four prisoners. The large iron bedsteads 
render this o.vceedingly difficult to arrange ; and 1 wo^d strongly recommend their removal, 
and that cots (which might he manufactured in the gaol) should he substituted in their 
stead. The prison is well supplied with water from_ a well on the premises ; thonce it is 
pumped up by means of the tread-wheels, and distributed through the yards, as well as 
forced tliroagh the drmns every day. Those prisoners who are committed for short periods 
are not supplied with gaol clothing, except in cases of urgent necessity ; but it is furnished 
to all the others. There is no night-watch within tliew.ards; but a turnkey sleeps with 
each class. All the prisoners take their meals in their cells ; and classification according to 
character is attempted as far as practicable ; and the boys goiiovally kept separate from the 
others. Silence is made a rule, and canned out to some extent. All the prisoners, on 
admission, are examined by the medical officer; and in most cases their clothes taken 
from them and purified. I would recommend the erection of a fumigating oven which would 
much facilitate this process. .. There are baths in different ii.arts of the prison. The 
prisoners wash under cover in. places adjoining the day-rooms. Two of the yards have lately 
been furnished with work-sheds ; and I understand that tho otliers are to be similarly pro • 
vided. A new building was lately constructed — one part of which contains the present 
bakehouse ; and in the other portion (the upper story of which consists of store-rooms) a 
new corn-mill is being put up. It is expected that this machine, which was made at Bir- 
mingham, at tho cost ot X92, will grind a barrel of moal in an hour. Tho oven is warmed 
by means of steam which passes through metal plates ; and tho interior is lighted with gas. 
This is found more economical than one heated with fuel. Eight of the cells arc used as 
store-rooms ; and there are 34 built for the separ.ate system, and warmed with hot water, 
hut so inconvenient that the governor proposes their conversion into work-shops.

It is auticipated that the neir eorn-mill will provide labour for twenty. All the gaol 
clothing aad bedding is manufactured and made up there, as well as all the other articles in 
use. There are no less than 300 suits of clothing in store. 

The turnkeys act as instructors in the different trades; and in addition to this hold a 
school in their respective classes, from one to two hours daily. A school register is kept by 
the head turnkey, which shows considerable progress made by somo of the scliolars.

This department is large, and built on an excellent plan, with a central hall, from which 
four sections radiate, each containing a day-room and eight cells. In one of the sections the 
cells are warmed by hot water pipes. Tho women are classed according to character, and 
were employed as above-stated. They wasli for the public as well as for the prison ; and 
for this purpose there is an additional and distinct laundry. The females appear neat and 
orderly ; and the state of the department creditable to tho matron. Gravel walks have been 
made in the yai’ds in conformity with the suggestion in the last report. 

One of the two assistants, under tho snperintendonce of the matron, gives one hour’s 
school instruction daily. 

Dietary. Dietary. 

Breakfast — 1 lb. of bread and 1 pint of new-milk. Dinner — 1 Ib. of bread and 1 pint of 
skimmed milk. The provisions are regularly examined by the chaplains and local inspector. 

The bread is very good, and baked in the pnson, as before mentioned, at a cost of about l^d. 
per lb. It is calculated that by this, a saving has been effected of £19 19s. 2d. in three 
weeks only. 

It is contemplated that an application should be made to allow the vagrants the same 
description of bread as that consumed in the workhouses. 

The milk is contracted for at tho rate of 9d. the gallon for new, and 5d. for skimmed. 

Books md Accounts. Books and Acoounts. 

The books are kept correctly by the deputy-governor ; and the system of checks seems 
sufficient. A code of by-laws has been drawn up and sanctioned ; bat not yet havino- beon 
received from tbe Clerk of the Crown it does not exist in a printed fom. °

The turnkeys sleep in the gaol, and wear an exceedingly neat uniform, 
be intelligent officers ; and their occupation as trade insti-uctors does not 
their keeping up a proper degree of discipline in their classes. 

Hospitals. Hospitals. 

There are two separate infirmaries for tho males and females; and the accommodation 
afforded by them is by no means sufficient. There are only two rooms for each sex ; and I 
observed that in one case it was necessary, owing to a deficiency of bedsteads, to place a 
patient on tho floor. Last year, during the time of fever, some of the males were obliged 
to bo transferred to the female infirmary. Fortunately tho gaol, at present, is in a healthy 
state, there being only twenty-three sick (including some cases of small-pox, introduced by 
vagrants vei'y improperly sent there), but should fever again be prevalent, great incon- 
venience would result from want of room. The medicines are supplied from Dublin, and 
compounded in the hospital. 

Lunatics. Xunaties. 

There were two male and three female lunatics confi.ned here, mixed with the other 
prisoners, and apparently inoffensive. 

Board of Supes'intendence. Board of Superin- 

The meetings of the board are held on the first Monday in every month, in order to 
inspect the accounts, and tbe bills are then paid. I am told the attendance is generally good, 
much interest being taken in the prison, by tbe members. 

General Obset'vations. General observa- 

This fine prison was erected only a few years ago — unfortunately before the true form of 
construction bad been discovered. The state of cleanliness, good order, and discipline, in 
which I found it, as weE as the activity displayed in the various trades carried on, show 
that the local inspector and governor are not only well acquainted with their duties, but 
perfectly competent to perform them. , The only remark 1 have to make, is again to allude 
to tho defective state of the hospital, and to urge upon the Grand Jury the necessity of 
making some provision against a state of things, Siat the destitution anticipated during the 
coming winter is considered likely to produce. 

Bridewtlb. 

Bosorea. — In this bridewell there were twelve male, and four female prisoners. There 
are six cells and a day-room on each side ; but no separation, as to cells, between the se-tes. 

One of the cells is occupied by tho keeper. The stairs most inconveniently, if not danger- 
ously steep. The bridewell was clean, and the books correct.

Newport . — There were no prisoners confined in this bridewell at the time of my inspection. 
The huilding is very inconvement. There is only one yard (overlooked by the windows of 
an adjoining house), no day-room, and only two cells ; that used for males contains two bed- 
steads. There is no supply of water except by fetching it from the river. The cells are- 
very dark, and, I am told, were also damp, being partly under ground. The bedding is much 
worn. The keeper appeared attentive to his duties, aud had his books correctly kept. 

Ten\plemore.—T)i\% bridewell was clean, and had a good supply of water, but the pump- 
was out of order. There were here four male and eight female prisoners — one of the latter 
a lunatic. There is no sewer from the privy, which is cleaned out once a quarter. The 
construction of the building is exceedingly inconvenient and bad. The day-rooms are up 
stairs, without fire-places, and not used, there being a communication by windows with the 
street. There are six cells, two of which are used as day-rooms. The books were correct. 

Thurles . — This bridewell was inspected by Captain Johnson on the 12th of May, and the- 
following is his report. — I found there forty prisoners confined in twenty cells, while 200- 
have been placed in it during quarter sessions. The bridewell was tolerably clean. The 
bedding, which was washing, appeared very deficient in quantity — only twenty sets, minus- 
fifteen rugs. A great number of vagrants were confined there, having been committed for- 
fourteen miys’ iroprisonmeat, and who had not been forwarded to the county ganl. This- 
system is quite illegal, and must destroy the discipline of any minor prison, which are not 
constructed for the purpose of carrying out sentences of imprisonment.

To accommodate these there are 225 cells — 181 on the male side — 10 solitary cells, and 
7 rooms under ground, which are not used. There are also 18 day-rooms, 8 of which are 
used as dormitories, the fire-places of two of them being stopped up. In each of the corridors 
there is an Ai-nott’s stove, by which the colls are rendered sufficiently warm ; in fact, to my 
feelings the temperature appeared unnecessarily high. As the number of cells is considerable, 
there is seldom occasion to place more than one prisoner in each, or more than three in the 
sleeping-rooms. Some of the cells are large — suffidently so to be adapted, if thought requi- 
site, to the separate system, 

In the centre of two of the yards there are wooden day-rooms erected, which are warmed 
'with stoves. Some of the cells are furnished with looms for the weavers, and these are not 
used for sleeping in. The prison appears dry ; and I was informed that the drainage was 
good. There is a copious supply of water, which is raised by the tread-wheel from a well 
into a tank, and from thence impelled daily through the sewers and privies with considerable 
force, as I witnessed ; so there can be no doubt but that an effectual cleansing is accomplished. 

The kitchen contains a boiler capable of making stirabout for 600 persons. There is also 
a steam apparatus for cooking potatoes ; aud as fliis has not been used for some years, and 
probably will not again be in request, it might be advisable to see whether it could not bo 
adapted to some other purpose. 

There is one warm bath in each hospital, and there are six cold ones, besides a shower bath ; 
the former are never used by the prisoners except when ordered by the medical officer ; they 
are, however, all bathed in cold water on admittance. Gaol clothing is only given to those- 
who require it. I would recommend that the prisoners’ clothing should be subjected to a 
fumigating process. 

The prisoners take their meals in their cells. There is no particular classification attempted 
beyond that men-tloned in. the Act; but silence is enforced with some degree of strictness, 
al^ough there do not appear to be many punishments for the breach of it. There is no 
night-watch going rounds inside the corridors, a precaution which, in my opinion, ought 
always to be adopted, but a turnkey sleeps in one of the cells adjoining each class. 

JBnyjIoyment and Schools. 

■ The scene of industry and activity, combined with order and silence, exhibited in this- 
gaol- was very satisfactory. The prisoners are taught various trades by the turnkeys,. 
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some of -wliom are mechanics, and all the gaol clothing and bedding is manufactured here. 
A number ai’e employed (as mentioned in the last report) in cleansing the soldiers’ bedding. 
For the drying of these, large horses are put up in the yards, -which I should fear might 
prevent a proper ventilation. All the male prisoners’ linen is washed by them. The fol* 
lowing return shows the manner in which the prisoners -were employed the day before my 
visit : —

The works were idle, -with the exception of washing, for six weeks, in conseciuence of the 
late Special Commission. \Yith respect to iDstruction, there is, I regret to say, no regular 
schoolmaster ; hut the prisoners are taught by the turnkeys of each class spelhng and read- 
ing, from ten to eleven, a.m. There is no register kept, which might show the progress 
made by the scholars.

This department appeared very well managed by the matron, Mrs. Cleary, and the inmates 
-orderly and industrious. Their employments have been already stated. There were twelye 
children here at the time of my visit. As the linen of the male prisoners is washed hy them, 
the laundry here is only used for washing for the public, whici is done in a very superior 
manner, and produces a good profit. A shed has been erected in the yard, which is found 
very convenient. 

The -women receive school instruction from the matron’s daughters daily from ten to eleven 
in spelling and reading only. 

Dietary. Dietary. 

Breakfast — 8 oz. oatmeal in stirabout, and 1 pint of new-milk. Dinner — 1 lb. of house- 
hold bread, and 1 pint of buttermilk. 

The oatmeal for breakfast has only lately been adopted instead of bread, by which a 
saving of £l 4s. a day is effected. It is of very good quality. Although the bread is not 
had, yet I should think a better quality (and probably at a less cost) might be obtained by 
baking upon the premises, and for this purpose I would ad-vise the erection of an oven 
•similar to that at Nenagh. 

The contracts .are, .bread, the 41b. loaf, ; oatmeal, per cwt., 12s.; new-milk, per 
gallon, 8dl. ; buttermilk. Ad. ; salt, per stone, 3^t^. 

Books and Accounts. Books and Accounts. 

The books appear to be well kept, and the entries made in a manner so as to present a 
sufficient check against any irregulmrity or waste.

The turnkeys wear a very neat uniform, and appear intelligent, and competent to perform 
their duties, and to preserve proper discipline. Each keeps a book of his class, which is 
looked over weekly hy the local inspector. 

Hospital. Hospital. 

The hospital for males is a roomy building, and some new apartments bave lately been 
added to it, the labour being performed by -the prisoners. Happily it has not yet been 
found necessary to make use of this addition, except for the accommodation, of state prisoners. 

There were omy fourteen sick at the time of my visit, and no case of fever. The medicines 
axe supplied by an apothecary, who receives no salary. 

Lunatics. ■ Lunatics. 

There were nine lunatics — seven males and two females. Some of these cases were the con- 
sequence of epilepsy, and the others did not exhibit any violent conduct. I found them confined 
in a space railed off beneath the chapel, with two convicted prisoners to take care of them. 

Board of Superintendence. Bosird of Superin- 

The board meets on the first Saturday in every month, and there is generally a full

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attendance of the members, "who take a proper interest in the T^elfare of the prison. The 
accounts are looked over at these meetings, and the bills are then paid. 

General Obtervoiions. 

The governor, Mr. Strahan, and the local inspector, the Eev. James Morton, appear 
to have brought, by their efforts and attention, the system of this gaol to a state of great 
perfection. I have rarely seen more cleanliness or better discipline, and the quantity of trade 
•works carried on is very gratifying. I may add, that I never heard a more decided nega- 
tive than that given to the question put to all the prisoners, whether they had any thing to 
complain of. 

BrideuxJls. 

N&w Birmingham . — There were here three male prisoners. The accommodation consists 
of one day-room without any fire-place, and four colls on tho ground floor j and four cells -with 
a day-room for females up stairs. The roof requires slating, and the floors are in holes. 
There is no pump, and tho water has to be brought from a considerable distance. There is 
no sewer to the privies. Ono of the cells is almost useless, the window looking into a private 
garden. The books were correct ; the place clean, except the floors. 

Tippa-ary . — I found this bridewell in some confusion, a large number of prisoners having 
been received during the night, some of whom being ordered to be kept separate. Almost 
all the cells (eight on each side) 'wore occupied; making allowance however for these 
circumstances, tlio place was clean and in good order. Two of tlie cells on the female side 
are used as powder stores. The sewerage is good, and the supply of water sufficient. 

CaiTick-on-Suir . — In this bridewell the accommodation for the keeper appears insufficient. 
There are three colls, and one for drunkards on tlte male side, together with a day-room, 
and tho same (though smaller) on the female. There is a good supply of tvater from pumps. 
The keeper seems to understand his duties. 

The following bridewells were inspected last summer by Captain Johnson, and he has 
been good enough to furnish me with his reports ; — 

Cashi}l . — This bridewell was clean and in good order. The windows of the court-house 
should be barred, they are quite unsafe, as is the door from the •jvomen’s yard to the garden. 
The latter should be built up. The books are correctly kept. 

Cahir . — Tolerably neat. Bedding good and clean. The yards are quite out of order, 
and the boundary ■n'all would require to be raised. The supply of water is bad. The books 
are properly kept. 

Clogheen , — This bridewell is not ns clean as it ought to be. The pump undergoing 
repair. The bedding is good and sufficient, and the books tolerably well kept.

This is an increase of 30 over the number at the Last inspection, and tho crowding is, con- 
sequently, very lamentable. No less than eight -individuals are sometimes compelled to 
sleep in one cell. Of course no system of classification is practicable, beyond the imperfect 
one of tried and nntried, and long and short terms of confinement. Conversation between 
the prisoners is not prevented, although loud talking is not allowed. The meals are taken 
in a large room used as a day and school room. The men, on admission, are stripped 
and examined, and their clothes laid by. A good reception-room has lately been provided, 
which would be much improved by having a bath placed in it. Gaol clothing (which is all 
manufactured here, as well as the blankets) is given to those who require it. There is a 
largo wooden vat, at present in an open yard, but which might be more conveniently placed 
unaer cover, which, onco a week, the prisoners use as a warm hath. There are on the pre- 
mises four pumps — one connected with a tank containing soft water — and from them a good 
supply is obtained ; hut a proper system of pipes seems much required. The water is 
chalybeate, but does not produce any ill effects. There are seven working rooms and a 
shed, as well as five cells containing looms. Each corridor conttfins a stove, which is lighted 
only in ■very cold or damp weather. The prison appeared very clean, with the exception 
of the windows. One of the rooms in the poor debtors’ department requires new flooring. 



Employment and Employment and Schools. 

The tread-wheel had not been at work for some time, but I was assured that it would be 
put in use forthwith. At the time of my visit the looms were not at work, waiting the 
arrival of a supply of the raw material, ifhere is a contract for barrack washing, which is 
done by the male prisoners. The number of prisoners occupied in the various employments 
is as follows : —

There is no regular schoolmaster, but one of the prisoners has for some time been 
engaged to give instruction to the others for about four hours daily. This is an objec- 
tionable arrangement, ■which it would be as well to remedy by appointing, without loss of 
time, a proper schoolmaster, with an adequate salary. . 

Female DepaTlment. Female Department. 

In this there are 18 cells — some very dark, and one used as a store-room, being uninbabit- 
able from its vicinity to the boiler. There aro two clay-rooms, forming two classes, according 
to character. I was sorry to learn that in this department there had been no schom 
instruction for some time j but I was assured by the local inspector and governor that this 
should he remedied, and the matron (as heretofore) teach the women on Sundays, and also 
on week days from six to seven in the evening. There are two excellent drying lofts — one 
very large, and recently built out of the profits of the prison labour. ^ 

Dietary. Dietary. 

The dietary appears good and sufficient. Breakfast — 6 oz. Indian meal and 2 oz. rice, in 
stirabout, and 1 pint of new-milk. Dinner — 1 lb. of bread and 1 pint of sour milk. 

There are no contTiacts for rice or Indian meal — the prices last paid being, for the former, 

14s. per cwt. ; and for the Latter, 9s. 4|<i. The contracts are — ^bread, per lb., ; 
new-milk, per gallon, 6JcZ. ; buttermilk, per gallon, 3|<i. 

The bread is very good. 

BooTiS and .Accounts. Books ami Accounts. 

The hooks are kept by Mr. O’Neill, who holds the oiRce of clerk, together with that of 
turnkey. Owing to the recent change of officers, these were in some confusion — no entries 
having been made in the punishment book since last June ; neither is there any governor’s 
journS . The system of checks does not appear to be as perfect as it might be ; but this the 
local inspector told me would be altered in future.

This department consists of seven rooms, and one appropriated to patients ■with cutaneous 
disorders. There were 22 sick at the time of my visit, and 2 cases of fever. A washing 
shed, the vicinity of which was considered injurious, is about to be converted into a room 
for convalescents.

■ There were no lunatics in the gaol. 

Board of Superintendence. Board of Supetin- 

The board meets once a month, and there is generally a good attendance of members, tendence. 

At these meetings the accounts are looked over, and orders made for their payment. The 
sums paid for the preceding month are then likewise audited. 

General Ohservations. General observa- 

The present governor, Mr. D. C. Triphooke, having been only ten days in office, my 
inspection of this prison was necessaiuly under a considerable disadvantage. As far as I 
could judge, this gentleman, with the assistance of the able and active local iuspector, the 
Rev. R. i. Hobson (who is also the local inspector of the city gaol), seems likely to perform 
the duties which devolve upon him in a satisfactory manner. 

I understand th.at the court-house adjoining this prison is about to be rendered useless, in 
consequence of the erection of a new building now in progress, and destined for that purpose. 

Were the space of ground thus vacated given up to the enlargement of the county gaol, a 
relief ■would bo found for its present state of repletion. 

BridevrelU. Bridewell* 

Diingarvan . — There were here 22 prisoners. The whole building was in the hands of a 
contractor, and extensive additions being made. The old part consists of one day-room on 
the male side (small and low), and four cells up stairs and two below. The addition was 
three cells on the ground floor and the same number above. The furniture of the ne^w cells 
had not arrived. On the female side there are now two cells on the ground floor and. two 
above, and four more are contemplated. .The sewerage is bad, and the water is brought 
from a distance. The books were correct. 

Lismore . — I am indebted for the report of this brideweE to my predecessor, Captain 
Johnson, who inspected it oa the 20th of May last. The books are well kept, and the 
keeper is a respectable person; but tbe brideweE is quite unfitted for the purpose.it is 
intended for.

The gaol contains all the male prisoners, with tho exception, of those who are at work on 
the tread-wheel, which is in the House of Correction. Both establishments are under the 
same board, and have the same officers, e.xcept the governor and turnkeys. The gaol is 
an old building, but in good repair, and kept in proper order by the governor, Mr. Wright, 
who appears an intelligent officer. All the sewers were opened a few weeks ago, and the 
drainage is now very good. The prisoners take their meals in the day-rooms, one of which 
appears infected with a smoky chimney. All the linen is washed by the women in the 
House of Correction. A remark having been made in the last report, as to the quality of 
the blankets, I may observe that a new supply has been furnished since then. The debtors’ 
apartments are unusually good, and their yai-d exceedingly spacious and well paved. I found 
the cook-room (which also seems troubled with smoke) used temporally as a day-room by 
the prisoners committed for re-examination. 

The House of Correction was built about thirty years since on the radiating plan, with four 
yai'ds, each surrounded with cells opening into it under a long shed; all on tne ground-floor. ■ 
The governor’s apartment occupies the centi’e, with the chapel over it. There are forty- 
one cells in all. Two of the yards are occupied by each sex. There is a good supply of 
water from four pump?. 

Emplo^inent and Schools. 

There is no employment in either of these prisons for the males, except stone-breaking, 
the tread-wheel, and prison duties ; neither is there any schoolmaster in the gaol. In the 
House of Con’cetion, however, the males ai’e taught for two hours daily, by each turnkey 
alternately. 

Female Department. 

The women in the House of Correction, who appeared very neat, and well managed by 
the matron, are occupied in spinning, sewing, and washing the gaol linen. They are divided 
into classes according to character, and the matron teaches them for two hours in the 
day. 

There is one great defect in this depai’tment, which is. being without a laundry. The 
washing is caiTied on in fine weather in the yards, and at other times under the sheds ; the 
linen being dried in the day-rooms. 

Dietary, 

' Breakfast — 4 oz. oatmeal and 4 oz. Indian corn meal in stirabout, and 1 pint of new-milk. 
Dinner — 1 lb. of ranged (second) bread, and 1 pint of buttermilk. 

These seem of good quality. The contracts are — thread, per lb.; oatmeal, per 

cwt., 13s.; Indian meal, per cwt., 10a.; meat, per lb., bd,\ new-milk, per gallon, 5\d.% 
buttermilk, per gallon, l^o.

On referring to the last report it will be found that the number there is 212, and as this 
is mentioned as an extraordinary increase it may be supposed that the present state must 
cost no little anxiety as to the disposal of so many. 

The prison consists of two parts : the old gaol, and an addition which was made about 
three years since on the plan which is now recognised as uniting the greatest advantages. 
There is a central hall with two wings branching from it, open to the roof, and forming 
corridors into which three tiers of cells open. These cells are of a sire to admit of their 
being used under the separate system. At present sometimes three prisoners sleep in them, 
the bedding for two being placed on the floor, while the third occupies an iron bedste^. I 
would strongly recommend the adoption of cots or hammocks, by which these incon- 
Teniences might be avoided, and the whole area of the cells thrown open for use, if neces- 
sary, in the day time. None of the cells, either in the old or new part, are warmed. There 
are seven airing yards on the separate radiating principle, but these are little used. There 
is a copious supply of water in the prison from several pumpsi two of these force a stream 
into tanks, from which it is conveyed by pipes to the wards. It would be advisable to carry 
this through the sewers, which at present are without any means of cleansing. The debtors’ 
department is very much cirouinscribed, part of it having been taken off to provide additional 
room for the lunatics. In the new building the meals are taken in the cells, in the old part 
the day-rooms are used for this purpose. The excessive crowding prevents of course any 
system of classification, but the minor criminals and juveniles are separated as much as 
possible from the others. The same defect exists in the routine of tins as in most other gaols, 
there being no night-watch going round within the corridors. The prisoners are not stripped 
or examined on admission, nor is gaol clothing given except to the most necestitous. A 
proper reception-room and fumigating apparatus is greatly req^mred, as well as a warm bath, 
there being now none in the prison. In that part of the old gaol which is occupied hy the 
convicts the rooms are very small, and ill ventilated. At present the prisoners wash in 
ti’oughs in the yard, hut it is proposed to erect sheds under which their ablutions may be 
better performed. 

Employment and Schools. 

The principal part of the gaol clothing is made here, and the prisoners are instructed 
in trades by the turnkeys. The following were the employments of the men when I was 
there : —

There is no tread-wheel, and the other occupations were stone-breakmg and quarrying, 
the latter being effected on the premises, where good building material ^is found. The 
result of the prisoners’ labour, as shown in the gaol improvements, is astonishing. Besides 
constructing a stone shed (except the slating of the root) 192 feet long, the men have built 
seven workshops, fitted up the chapel, office, and school-room — manufactured the iron bed- 
steads, looms, &c., besides many repairs and additions which were shown me. Additional 
workshops are already required. 

There is a salaried schoolmaster, appointed about a year ago, who teaches about 73 males 
daily, for about six hours in the winter and eight or nine in the summer. The room in which 
this is carried on is very large and furnished with forms, being also used as the Protestant 
chapel. There is a school register kept, which shows that considerable progrras is made. 



Female Department. Fenalo Department. 

This department m wretchedly crowded, and the health of the women has suffered in 
consequence. Some relief has been obtained by converting the old tread- wheel house into 
a day-room with sleeping-room above it, containing seven beds. The other departments 
are very confined, and the cells dark. The women are classified mostly according to 
character, and are employed in spinning, knitting, plain work, and washing. 

The assistant matron (now unfortunately sick with fever) gives the inmates daily two 
hours’ instruction in reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
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Dietary. 

Breakfast — 1 lb. of best bro-vni bread, and 1 pint of new-milk. Dinner — 8 pz. of Indian 
meal in stirabout, and 1 pint of buttermilk. 

The bread’is supplied by contract, but seems good. 

The contracts are — bread, per lb., l|<f. ; Indian meal, per cwt., Os. Qd. ; new-milk, por 
gallon, 8if. ; buttermilk, per ditto, Zd. 

Books and Accounts. 

These arc kept by the deputy-governor. Mr. Needham, whose time is already sufficiently 
occupied as master of the works. A clerk is wanted, and most valuable assistance has been 
received from the voluntary aid of the governor’s son. The system of checks does not 
appear to be perfectly complete. There is a separate register for drunkards, which shows 
that this class is less numerous here than ia other places. The number of punishments 
is slight. 

Offi.csrs. 

The officers’ visits were —

The turnkeys all wear uniform, and appear active and intelligent officers. 

Hospital. 

This is a very convenient and roomy building. There were eight patients and four cases 
of fever, most of them females, owing to the crowded state of that department. There is a 
salaried apothecary, and the medicines are procui'ed from Dublin. The medical officer, 
Dr. Boxweil, appears very attentive to his duties. 

Lunatics. Lunatics. 

There are (as above stated) a considerable number of this unfortunate class ; all but one, 
kept separate from the other prisoners. They are generally inoffensive in their conduct. 

dem* Board of Superintendence. 

The meetings of the board are held once a month, or oftener if any occasion should reejuire 
it. The accounts aa-e looked over quarterly, aad the payments then made. The work 
accounts are inspected monthly. 

General ohservatlons. General Observations. 

Notwithstanding the fearfully crowded state of the prison, I have great pleasure in 
according my approbation of the very satisfactory state of cleanliness and good management 
in which I found it. It evidently owes much to the exertions of the local inspector and 
Protestant chaplain, the Rev. R. V. Elgee, and to the governor, Mr. Gladwin. It would 
be unfair, however, not to mention, that the perfect system of trade employment now in 
operation (perfect I mean as to the variety and excellence of the work carried on, not as to the 
number employed, which I should be glad to see increased), is mainly owing to the untiring 
labours of the deputy-governor, Mr. Needham, who also acts as master of the works ana 
clerk. I regretted to near that the health of this valuable officer was suffering from the 
excess of duty imposed upon him, and I would earnestly recommend the appointment of an 
assistant, by which means his services would be less likely to be lost to the county. 

Bridewells. Bridewells. 

New Boss. — The keeper’s house is here completely separated from the bridewell. The 
walls are very low, and tho yards in grass. New blankets are required. There are six 
cells and one day-room on the male side, and a solitary one for drunlrards. On the female 
side, one day-room and one cell with two bods. The place was clean and well kept, and the 
books correct. 

Bnniscorthy — There were no prisoners here. The old part contained two day-rooms 
and three cells, and in the newbuUding two day-rooms and two cells stairs not furnished ; 
there are also two cells for drunkards. The sewerage defective. There is a pump, but 
this is dry in summer. The bridewell was clean. 

Gorey . — The sessions were going on here, aad the place necessarily crowded and in con- 
fusion; nevertheless it appeared w^I kept, aftd the keeper active and attentive. There are 
two day-rooms and three cells for males, and two for females — some not yet furnished. The 
yards are ludicrously small. There is no pump. New sewers are about being made. 

All the bridewells require a supply of proper visitors’ books.

State and Accom- - 
modatioQ. 
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This number shows an increase of fourteen over that reported at the last inspection. 
This prison consists of tn-o parts— the old gaol, and an addition, built on the modeni prin- 
ciple, consisting of one large corridor and two tiers of galleries, surrounded with forty cells, 
large enough (as mentioned in the last report) to be adapted to the scp.arate system. The 
total number of cells is seventy-seven, and there ai-e eight rooms with beds. The cells in 
the old building m-e provided with iron bedsteads, which in some cases hold two individuals 
while a third is placed on the floor. This is altogether an objectionable practice, which 
might be avoided by introducing cots or hammocks. In the ae:v part the bedsteads are of 
wood, and constructed so that they may be turned up iu the day-time. There is only one 
solitai-y cell, which is hardly sufficient ; but in the original gaol there are two, so dark as to 
he nearly useless escept as reception cells, for which purpose they are at present set apart. 
Classification, according to the Act, is attempted, and silence enforced so far as the means 
will allow. The male prisoners take their meals in their cells, and the females in the 
day-rooms. 

On admission the prisoners are stripped, washed, and all supplied with gaol clothing 
(e.veept stockings), while their own clothes are fumigated and placed in store. There ai-e 
four baths, two of which are in the hospital ; these are not made use of except when ordered 
by a medical officer. 

The prison stands on an elevated site, and the drainage, I was informed, was good. Some 
of the flagstones, however, exhibited the appearance of damp. There is a sufficient supply 
of water from two pumps, by which it is raised into cisterns, and thence conveyed in pipes 
through the wards, but not through the drains. Some of the latter are deansed by a 
stream which is conducted from without and made to pass tlirough them, and the others 
have water daily thrown into them. All this, however, is hardly sufficient ; and some of the 
drains are occasionally obliged to be opened and cleansed. I should think, that with such 
advantages as are afforded by the fall of the ground and supply of water, an alteration in the 
construction of the sewers would place them in a state to give no further trouble. 

Iu the kitchen there is an apparatus for steaming potatoes. This is at present, of course, 
useless for that purpose, and likely to remain so, as a return to that diet is not very 
probable. In one gaol I observed that a similar apparatus had been applied as a means of 
cooking the stirabout. The governor, however, entertains great doubts as to whether the 
food so prepared is equally wholesome with that dressed in the usual manner. There are 
two airing yards attached to the new building, each containing iu the centre four radiating 
divisions, according to the separate system — these, however, are not used. 

The master debtors’ apaidments struck me as being particularly good ; but the ceilings 
require repairing. 

Employment and Schools. 

There is a tread-wheel, which is not used for any purpose except that of punislunent. 
The tui'nkeys act as trade instructors, and employment to some extent is carried on. All 
the bedding and clothes are made up in the gaol; but the materials ai*e not manufactured 
there. There is no weaving, which, considering that it is a trade soon learned and more 
useful than most others, rather surprised me. The employments of the inmates were as

5 two hours’ instruction daily from the turnkeys belonging to their 
respective classes. Registers are kept, which show that in some instances progress has been 
made. I was much struck by the exceedingly attentive behaviour manifested by the 
prisoners of both sexes during lessons, at which time I happened to he present. 

Female Department, 

' The matron, Mrs. Barry, at the time of my visit, was, I regret to say, unable, through 
severe indisposition, to attend to her duties. Nevertheless, the satisfactory state in which I 
found this department, and the neat and orderly appearance of the inmates, show that the 
management has hitherto been. good. The women are divided into two classes, according to 
character ; and the accommodation is two day-rooms and twenty-one cells. The laundry 
has not been improved since the last report was made. It is very small and inconvenient, 
and a proper drying-room is much wanted. At present the day-rooms are tho only places 
which, in wet weadier, can be used for this purpose. There was one child here. The 
two classes are instructed for a couple of hours daily, by the matron and deputy-matron, 
respectively. 

Dietary. 

Breakfast — 4 oz. of oatmeal and 4 oz. of Indian meal in stirabout, and 1 pint of mixed 
milk. Dinner— lib. of brown bread and 1 pint of mixed milk. On Sundays, bread for 
breakfast and dinner. 

The quality of the provisions (which I was informed are regularly inspected by the 
chaplains) appears unobjectionable ; but I doubt the legality of mixing the two descriptions 
of milk. I am bound to observe, however, that on this point no complaints were made by 
the prisoners,

Tbe tm-nkeys do not wear any uniform. In my opinion tbe respectable appearance of a 
prison depends so much upon this, that I would recommend to tbe board to consider 
whether it would not be as well to adopt a plain one. _ i , , . • . . • 

The tui-nkeys all sleep in tbe gaol, except one, who is allowed to be out in rotation. 



Hospital. 

The hospital is very small, containing only two rooms for males and_ one for females. 
Fortunately the extremely healthy state of the prison (there were no patients at the tome 
of my visit and only twelve cases last year,) makes attention to this circumstance the less 
necessary. It would be prudent, however, to make provision against tbe prev^ence of any 
epidemic disease before such au occurrence actually took place. 

The medicines are supplied from Dublin, and made up m the gaol. 

LuTiadcs. 

As will be seen above, there were five male and eight female lunatics confined here— a 
large proportion. Some of them were occasionally very troublesome; and in bad cases a 
prisoner is appointed in charge. 

Board of Sxtperintendmce. 

The rule is for the board to hold its meetings monthly ; but I am informed Aat latterly 
tbe attendance has been very irregular, owing to some of tbe members Laving left the 
neighbourhood, and others being incapacitated by ill health. It is intended at the next 
assizes to replace them by others, who will devote more time and attention to the concerns 
of tbe prison. 

GoneraX Observations. 

This prison is fortunate in possessing a local inspector and governor who appear willing 
and competent to adopt every means to regulate it on the best system. As a proof of this, 
I may remark, that I did not hear the same complaints of the difficulty of managing the 
convicts under sentence of transportation (twenty-five in number), which were prevalent in 
other gaols. One thing particularly worthy of commendation is tbe practice (so seldom 
adopted) of making tbe turnkeys go round during the night through the corridors. I 
regretted, however, to learn that this was confined to the old building, it being considered 
dangerous to allow any one to enter at night into the new part. I confess I did not see 
any good reason for this distinction; or rather, if additional danger is apprehended in the 
latter place, additional supervision seems the more necessary. 

The entire prison, as to cleanlines and order, was every thing that could be wished ; and 
the prisoners, when interrogated, had no complaints whatever to make. 



Bridewells. 

Tinahely. There were no prisoners confined here. The accommodation consists of one 

good day-room and two cells on each side. The yards are inconveniently situated, the 
windows of the court-house opening into them. There is only one privy, from which, how- 
ever, the sewerage is good. There is no pum]^ .and the water is brought from a distance. 
The bedding is bad, and requires renewing. The chimney of tbe keeper’s room smokes. 
The books were correctly kept. 

Baltinglass . — This is one of the very few district bridewells, and contained, when 1 was 
there, twenty-four prisoners — seventeen males and seven females. It is a dai*k, low place, 
situated under tbe coui-t-house ; and I was informed that tbe county surveyor bad lately 
looked at it, and taken an account of tho necessary repairs and alterations, which would be 
laid before the grand jury: certainly it needs improvement. There ai*e five day-rooms 
and eight cells for males, and five for females ; two on each side with double beds. Some of 
them are very dark, and one of the staircases dangerous. There is a small tread-wheel, 
which affords the only employment, except pumping water or sometimes net-making. The 
bedding was clean and tolerably good, and the prisoners have clothing given them. The 
females spin and make up the prison linen and bedding, and wash. A book is correctly 
kept, according to a peculiai' form invented by tbe keeper. The place appeared clean, and 
the ^scipline good.
